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CHAP. L 

Tbe Jhips put in commijjion'^fall down to 
Long Reach — proceed to Plymouth — the 
Refolution fails for the Cape of Good Hope 
^—the Difcovery , follows fome time after 
her arrival there — both Jhips leave the 
Cape^ and proceed to the fouthward — dif- 
cover Marions ifles — and the ifland of 
Defolaiion— proceedings there^ and de* 
parture-^ome account' of the iflatid. 

ON February 14th, 1776, the Refolu- 
tion and Difcoverjr were put in 
commiffion, and the pendants hoifted. Af- 
ter undergoing a thorough repair, &c. in 
the dry dock, they were moored along fide 
the hulk, and continued in that fituation, 
taking in the neceflary ftores, till the 12th 
of May, when the Difcovery fell down to 
Galleons. Some davs after the Refolution 
followed, and anchored in Long Reach, 
Vol. I. B anil 



and the Difcovery having received her 
Igunner's (lores on board, proceeded to the 
fame place, s^ud after a (hort ftay, both vef- 
fells fell down to the Nore, where the Re- 
fcJiition remained. The Difcovery had or- 
ders to make the beft of her way to Ply- 
mouth, but contrary winds having obliged 
her to put into Portland, it was near a 
week before Ihe arrived there. 

About a fortnight after, the Refolution 
anchctt^ed in the Sound. From this time 
to July 1 2th, every body was afliduoufly 
employed in completing her ftock, when, 
in the afternoon of the fame day, fhe 
weighed, and made fail for the Cape of 
Good Hope. The Difcovery was ecjually 
pi;ppared for fea ; but Captain Clerke's af- 
fairs detamed him in town a coniiderable 
time after, and he did not arrive in Ply-i 
mouth till the firft of Auguft. 

In the afternoon fhe got up her anchor^ 
and made fail likewife for the Cape^ 
On the 7th in the morning, they faw 
Cape FinifferrCj bearing S. S» E. ^ £• di- 

ftaat 
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ftiat five or fix leagues, arid in the after-* 
noon pf the 13th favsr Porto Sando, and 
the next day Madeira. On thd 26th and 
a7th, pslfled the iflands Sal, St. Nicholas, 
and Bonavifta, and ^arly the next morn- 
ing flood in for Porto Praya bay, as Cdp- 
tain Clefke was not without hopes of 
finding the Refolufiori there. 

They now foori loft the N. E. trade 
•Wind, it ftufting to the S. W. but upon 
Approaching the equinoAial, it gradually 
veered roiind to the S. E. September 
24th, in the evening, the corporal of 
marines fell overboard and was drowned- 

October 3 j li, abdut two in the afternoon, 
they law the appearance of land, which 
from its bearings, 5cc. they flrongly fuf- 
pefted was the Table Hal, or fome of the 
ihigh land near it ; but the next day ^ 
heavy gale of wind arofe from the S. E. 
and continued to blow with great violence, 
till the 8th of November, when it became 
taiore moderate, and.fhifted to the S. W* 
* The next morning, to their great joy, 

B 2 tlie^ 
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they faw the .Table Hill bearing E. by S* 
and at 1 1 ut night, having very light airs^ 
anchored, but immediately, after a heavy 
fquall £tom, the fouthward came Qn^ and 
drove the Difcovery, in fpight of her 
anchor, towards. Penguin Ifland, w^hich 
circumftancq obliged her to. weigh it again 
and make fail. At one in the morning, 
having flood over to the S. E. iSde of the 
bay, ihe c^me to, and at fix weighed; 
and with the afliflance of her boats got 
fafe in about; nirie, when fhe faluted the 
fort with thirteen guns, which was re- 
turned vvitb, An equal pumber, and the 
RefoUition, overjoyed at feeing her long 
expeded cpnjTort, faluted wichnine guns* 
The daily occurrences at the Cape 
•were fo little interefting and entertaining 
(being rvothing more than refitting the 
fliips, repairing the rigging, receiving on 

board flores and provifions) as not to re- 
quire a relation, of them ; it therefore will 
be only neceffary to fay, that by the 30th of 
November, both veffels were ready for fea. 

The 
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The next day (December ift) git five in 
the afternoon, we weighed and made fail; 
and having fainted the fbrt, .flood out of 
Table Bay. When clear of the land, we 
fleered a S. S. E. and S. E. courfe, it be- 
ing Captain Cook's intention to afcertain 
the reality of fome land to the fouthward, 
which was faid to be difcovercdby Moh- 
fieur Kerguelen, and which he had in 
vain fought for in his laft voyage. The 
French charts were unluckily incorredr, 
for. the Refoiution, In her trad:, paiTed 
over the very fpot where it was faid to 
exift. 

As we approached the fouthern parts, 
we by degrees found great alteration in 
the weather, which now became very cold, 
with thick fogs, rain, and ftrong gales. of 
vnndy and coughs and colds vvtjre general 
in both fhips. On thfe i6th W^ defcricd 
land, which, upon a nearer view, proved 
to be two fmall iflands^ affording at a di* 
itancea rocky, bari^en^ and dreary profpe<3:, 
and almoft furrounded with ^ fogs ; the 

B 3 more 
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more lofty parts were covered with faow, 
Upon a nearer view* we faw a few treas 
upon the low ground, but they were thinly 
fcattered. 

Thefe, which were called Prinoe Ed- 
ward^slfles, with threeor four others farther 
to the eaftward, were firft difcovered hy 
Monfieur Marion in 1774 and 1775^ The 
eaftern ones lies in latitude 46 deg. 35inin. 
fouth, and longitude 37 deg. 51 min. 
eaft ; the w^ftern one 46 deg. 54 min* 
fouth latitude, and 37 deg. 39 min. eaft 
longitude. 

Wepafled between them, and continued 
our courfe, and on the 24th at four in the 
morning again faW land» which proved to 
be that we were in queft of. Our ob- 
fervcd Jatitmle at noon was 48 deg. 24 
mitip fouth, and longitude 68 deg. 30 min^ 
eaft. At three in the afternoon, we dif- 
povered more land to the fouth ward ,» 
which was a continuation of the former. 
We now direftcd our courfe immediately 
for it, and at eight in the evening an-; 
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chored in a fmall bay^ about half a mile 
from Ihore. The rocks were almoft 
covered with penguins, and numbers of 
ihags flew round us. Captain Cook im- 
mediately ordered out one of the. boats, to 
fee if they could difcover a convenient 
watering-place, and to make likewife 
fome obfcrvations upon the produce of the 
place. She returned about an hour after, 
and the officer who went in her informed 
the captain, that there was a fecure har- 
bour, and that water might be procured 
from a fine ftream with very little trouble* 
He farther told him, that there were 
numbers of feals, fea-bears, and pen- 
guins, and brought off feveral of the lat-^ 
ter, as a proof of his affbrtion. This ac- 
count induced the captain to^ flay a day 
or two; and early the next niorning (the 
25th) the anchors were weired. The 
wind being diredtly againft us, we 
were reduced to the ncccffity of ftahding 
fome way out to fea, that we might have 
a greater fcope to work to windward. 
The Refolution fucceeded very well ; 
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but the Difcovery being a good way out, 
it became for a time almoft calm, which 
prevented her from getting in till near 
three in the afternoon, when fhe drop-: 
ped her anchor in twelve fathom water, 
the bottom muddy. When moored, the 
fouthernmoft point of the harbour bore 
S. E. t S. ; the N. E. point E. by S. 
and the head of the harbour N. W. by 
W. our diftance from fhore about a quar- 
ter of a mile. The entrance, and indeed 
the harbour itfelf being very narrow, we 
were obliged to tacK every minute. 

As this place afforded a retreat for 
feals and fea-bears, the captain determined 
to embrace the opportunity of fupplying 
the fbips with blubber, which we might 
afterwards convert to oil at our leifure. 
This plan 'we found of the greateft ufe to 
us in the courfe of our voyage, as our 
flock would otherwife have been quite 
exhaufted. 

The next day (the 26tb) parties were 
fent out for this purpof^, and in the fpace 
of five or fix hours had filled all the 

hogfheads 
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hogfheads we could fjKirc* Some of our 
toen brought feveral of the hearts of 
thefe animals on board, and a few de«« 
clared them to be nearly as good eating 
jas that of a bullock ; but, in fa<ft, we had 
not as yet experienced hungry bellies 
enough to induce us, to relifh them* 
On the 27th, we celebrated Chriftmas 
day, when the failors had double allow- 
ance of grog. The next day (28th) 
we filled our water calks, and brought 
off a load or two of long cbarfe grafs, 
which grew upon fome low marfhy 
ground at the head of the harbour, for our 
ftock. Soon after all thofe animals which 
had eaten of it began to difcover evident 
fymptoms of pain and uneafinefs, and 
fome of Iheif bodies became tenfe and 
fwelled ; in fhort, feveral of them died. 
Captain Cook, alarmed at this, ordered 
every particle to be thrown away, con- 
cluding that fomething poifonous had 
been brought on board with it ; but up- 
pn inveftigating the matter more clofely, 

it 
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' it was found that our people had cut it 
upon a fpot where a great number of 
penguins had been fitting, and that a 
confiderable quamity: of their dung had 
been included in it. This. was imme'* 
diately pronounced to be the caufe of 
their death, and federal ilmikr - laOanceji 
were related pf cattle in. England dying in 
confequenc^ of eating grafs .<» whic^i 
ducks and geeip b^d> dunged^. • On the 
morning of. the ,39tb we ^Qt under 
way, and pjrpf e/eded *long. the eaftern 
cpaft pf this ijland, which is moderately 
low and e vein, . and affords to appearance 
fevpral very good harbours. Upon the ap- 
proach pf evei;|ing,. the commodore made 
the Difcovery's fignal to tjike the lead, 
and look pu? fora prpjp^r plac?, to anchor 
in for thft; nigbt, aQd fuch ^; qnp being 
found, Wie anghored i» fixteen fathom, 
muddy bottoip, about a quarter of a mile 
from ftiore. 

In this day's run, we wj?re not without 
pur apprchenfions j being obliged to pafs 

through 
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through many extenfive fields (if I may 
be allowed the expreflioa) of fea weed, 
(fucui gigartinus^ Lin.) and as they 
generally indicate a rocky neighbourhood, 
we were fearful of meeting with fome of 
thofe dangerous obftru£tions* 

The fhips were no fooner fecured thaa 
Captain Cook ordered out the pinnace, 
and went on fhore on the eaftern fide ; 
while the Difcovery's fmall cutter, with 
the mafler, was fent to a fmall ifland to 
the weflward, to take the bearings and 
diftances of the different remarkable 
points of land. The feals and fea-beara 

were more numerous than at the lafl 
place, and fome of them much larger. 
The next morning (the 30th) we 
weighed, and made fail, an!d after coafling 
fome time, in order to afcertain the extent 
of the land, we flood to the eaftward, 
fhaping our courfe for Van Bicmen's 
Land. - . 

This ifland was firfl difcovered by 
]\Ipnfieur Kerguelen. Chriflmas-harbour 

(which 
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{which was that part of it where we firft 
landed, and which was fo called in re- 
membrance of Chriflmas day) lies nearly 
in latitude 48 deg. 41 mih.. fouth, and 
in longitude 68 deg* 52 min. eaft. It is 
eafily to be know by a remarkable 
pierced rock on its eaflern fide, which is 
like the gateway of fome old caftle* The 
harbour is very fecur^, and id furrounded 
by high land. If we may judge of the 
general produce of this place, from what 
we faw of it at Chriftmas Harbour, 
it 18 certainly as rocky, barren, and defo- 
late an ifland as can well be conceived^ 
which induced Captain Cook to call it 
the Ifland of Defolation. It does not af- 
ford a fingle Ihrub, and is covered, in 
fome few fpots only, with mofs and four 
or fiv6 fpecies of plants, among which is 
one fomething refembling a cabbage in 
its appearance. Its inhabitants are feals, 
fea-bears, penguins (aica cirrhata apte- 
nodytes antarSiica)^ gulls, Port Egmont 
hens (larus cattaraSlesJ^ quaker bird^ 
"" (procel^ 
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fpncellaria aquilaj^ 'petrels (proceHa^ 
ria cdpenfii^ vittataj^ tems, fliags, ducks^ 
and a white bird about the fize of 

a groufe, which we called a fnow bird. 
Its beak is ftrong and black, with a hol- 
low protuberance at the bafe, fomething 

like that of a petril ; it has four toes ; 
its feet are of a flefh colour. At the bafe 
of the wing is a bbck, hard^ round 
knob, which projedii about a quarter of 
an inch; its eyes are furrounded with a 
kind of membrane which appears as if 
corrugated, and is alfo of a flefh colour. 

We found this a well flavoured bird, 
which circumftance, with the great plenty 

of ducks and Ihags, induced our fportf- 
men to be out pretty often, but at laft they 
became fhy, and almoft quitted the fpot. 

The eaftern part of this ifland affords 
the fame barren afpe£l as Chriftmas Har- 
bour, and in ihort the whole is an affera- 
blage of huge roc^y matter, only calcu- 
lated for the refidence of fuch half-formed 

animals 
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animals as feals and fea^bear^. Thd 
thermometer was from 34 to 36, and onccf 
50 degrees.

OUR courfe from the Ifland of Defola-^ 
tion, was nearly E. by Ni and 
E. N. E. The weather after a few days 
run, became more moderate and warmth 
the thermometer riling to 50, and ^^i. 
The wind proved tolerably fteady, tho* 
now and then a fquall ufed us rather 
roughly, in one of which the Refolution 

carried 
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carried away her fore-top-maft and maln- 
top-gallant-paft. We continued Hand- 
ing on, in daily expectation of feeing tl]ic 
land, and --on January 23d, 1777, were 
by our obfervations within a few leagues 
of it ; but the weather being hazy, we 
faw nothing till the next day, Friday 
24th, in the morning, when we defcried 
part of New Holland, bearing N. by W- 
diftant about nine leagues. We traced 
the coaft, pafling Storm Bay and the Fluted 
Cape, till the 27th, and at two 4n the 
afternoon the Difcorery anchored in Ad- 
venture Bay iri 1 3 fathom of water, 
fandy bottom. The Refolution at this 
time was in the oflSing, and did not ar- 
' five till paft four. The bearings on board 
the Difcovery when moored, were asr 
follows : Penguin Ifland N, 74 E. 
cliftant a mile and half; Cape Frederick 
Henry N* 25 E. and the watering 
place N. 77 W. diftant from the neareft 
Ihore about a mile. 

Soon after, the Commodore went on 

fhore 
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Ihore to fix upon a proper place for 
ereding the Aftronomers Tents, and 
likewife to look for a convenient fpot 
for wooding and watering. In the two 
former he fucceeded very well, but in the 
latter, by no means to his mind, every run 
of water (at leaft every one that would 
have fuited our purpofe) proving brack- 
i£h. Our people on board were alfo em- 
ployed in catching fifh, with which thi.s 
Bay ^ abounds, particularly very large 
rays, which afforded them excellent fport, 
and a variety of other fifh. The next 
morning (28th) parties were fent out to 
wood and water, and as fifh were fo plenti- 
ful, another gang of hands were dif- 
patched to haul the fean. Several of the 
gentlemen likewife made excurfions into 
the woods in fearch of game. We ob- 
ferved from the fhips many fmokes in 
different parts, and forae at no great 
diflance, but faw none of the natives till 
the evening, when about 20 of them 
came to the wooding place, and feveral 

others 
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©thef 8 to our watering partf. They XvCte 
entirely naked, and fome had a kind of 
bludgeon in their hand^, about three 
£eet long, which, upon their approaching 
our wooders, they threw down, and made 
ligns for them to lay aflde their hatchets, 
&c. which was complied with. They 
then came near, and exaniin^d our faws^ 
and other different tools j but what fur- 
prifed them mpft, was our cloathing, 
which they at firft thought was part of 
our body. They were below the middle 
fize, of a dark brown colour, and not 
ill made. — The party with our watererS, 
paid a deal of attention to what they weref 
"employed abotit, and examined the calks 
with fome nicety ; but the boat, which 
lay at fome little diftaace from the fliorc, 
attraded their notice more particularly, 
and fora€ of them got hold of the rope 
and were hauling it on (hare. The officer 
who atlettded, made fi gns for them to 
•defift; but they difregarding him, he 
fired a mufquet over their heads, whicii 
Vol. I. C ' fudden 
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fudden and unexpeded noife fo alarmed 
them, that every foul, as well thofc 
who >?*^ere with the wooders as waterers, 
clapped their hands upon their heads^ 
and ran ofF with the ' greateft expedi- 
tion. Our fifliermen were very lucky, 
and brought cfF a variety of fifli, amongft 
which viFere fome of the largeft rays we 
ever law^ and a very unccMnmoh looking 
fifli, which we tailed an elephant-filh {chi^ 

tnara callofjncbus^ Lin.) The fhooting 
party were not fo fortunate : birds of all " 
kinds were vefy (hy, particularly the 
Ihags and ducks. 

Early the fiext morning (29th) our 
parties were employed on fhore, as be- 
. fore ; but the water proving very bad, 
upon trial, the Commodore thought it 
mod; prudent to relinquiih his fcheme of 
ftaying th^ere any longer, ' and according- 
ly gave orders itit every thing to be 
brought oil board. 'WhiMt cur people 
were employed in getting off the Aftro- 
nomers tents, and various other matters, 

the 
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the natives again paid us a vifit. Vtc

now had a better opportunity of making 

cur remarks than before.

Tbeirjcplpur, as kas been before obf?rv* 
ed, was dar^c brQwn ; their .hair: (which'was 
iI\ort and woplljr).ancl beard were formed 
into fmalldiftin^ lumps, with a mixture 
of reddifli brown parthi an^ foqae kind of

liquid, which appeared to be of an oily 
nature : this modp of dreffing. their hair 
gave them an uncommon appearance* 
The man who feemed to he ,the principal 
among them, had his faq^ entirely painted 
with this cpmpofuion. Their, teeth were 

J *■ rf 

in general bad, their nofe^ flat, lips thick^ 
foreheads low, hni their eyes were dark 
brown and lively. Their arms and breads 
were marked with lines rur)nip^ in various 
directions, but .totally diferen.t from any 
we had ever ff^n before,thefle(h,being ele- 
vated or. raif«d up as it were in little ridges. 

Round the necks of fome of them was .a

kind of cord, abqut the thicknefs qf oar 
whip €ord, very ftrong, and twifted in 

C a the 
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tlie fame mariner as our^s^ coniiffing cxf 
three fmaller cords. They were rather 
averfe to parting with thefe. Their 
women w^re very plaia ; their heads 
fliaved quite clofe, except a wiy harrow 
circle of hair^ which quite fur rouaded k.^ 
Some of them had the ikin of fbme ani- 
mal thrown over the ihoulders and fafl> 
ened before, which deemed to* be merely 
for theconreniettce of carrying their child-^ 
ren, two 6r three of w«hJch they had with 
«hem^ Thofe who had no chiMren^ 
wgre without thfe, or any other covering*. 
They readily accepted x)f every thing that 
was offered them, tut fet no particular 
Talue upon any things Their language 
was entirely new to us, and they feemed 
to fpeak very faft. When any thing: 
pleafed them, they always e^epreflcd their * 
fatisfadlion by a fliout. Having got all 
our things to the boats, we took leave of 
our new friends, and depicted for the 
fhips* 

We weighed our anchors the next

Adventure Bay (fo called laft Voyage 
by Captain ■. Furncauj? of the Adventure) 
lies in bt. 4^3 deg. 14 mint S. ^nd long. 
147 deg* 2& mia. E. ^ > 

The land furroundiag it is moderately 
high, and covered with variety of trees to 
the very top. n:ifty arc in general tall 
and fltaight J fojne afford an agreeable 
Ipice, and others abound with gums. The 
under-wopd is fo tiikk as almoft to render 
travelling iinpra£ticable iiji the valleys ; be- 
tween the hilk are fiqe lagoons, whert 
are found fljiags and ducks, but very fhy 
and not plentiful^; this circumftance in- 
duced us to believe that the natives fre- 
quently moleft them. In all our excur- 
(ions, we faw not one tree that had the 
leaft appearance of fupplying the in- 
habitants with food, fo that in all pro- 
bability they are reduced to the neceffity 
of principally living upon what fhell-fifh 

' C 3 they 
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tiiey can colle£k from the rocks. We fkw 
the remains of two or three old huts, or 

rather iheds,, in and round which were 
fcattered ra^ufcle and cockle {hells in a- 
bundance, but not the lead appearance 
of any thing elfe. Nor did we fee any 
thing like a boat or canoe ; fo that in fadt 
they feem to be nearly upon a par with 
the wretched natives of Terra del Fuego. 
The only quadruped we faw diftindly 
was a fpecies of opoifum, which agrees in 
many refpedis with Mr. Pennant's defcrip- 
tion of the Surinam opofTum, and from 
the particular conformation of its hind 
feet, viz, the firft and fecond toes clofely 
united, it probably may be the fame 
fpecies. 

The birds are various, though not nu- 
jnerous, and fome of them very beauti- 
ful, particularly a fpecies of parroquet, 
and a fmall bird of the motacilla genus 
with a bright blue head, which wcj^ on 
(hat account^ called motacilla cyanea. 

Among a variety of fifh, we pbferve^, 
(he atherina ^epfetus, and a new fpecies 

of 
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o^ ojlraciorty only one of which was 
caught* The foil is in general good ; we 
planted potatoes^ kidney* beans^ peach and 
apricot ftoncs, which poffibly may fuccecd 
very well* ,

FROM Adventure Bay we purfued 
an E. N. E. courfe. February 4th, 
Tuefday, early in tjie moraing, one of 
the Difcovery's marines fell over board, 
and was drowned* On Monday the 

I Qtb» w the afteroQoo, wc faw the Coaft 
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of New Zealand, the extremes bearing 
from E. to S. by £♦ and on Wednefday 
the 1 2th, both (hips anchored in Ship 
Cove,, Charlotte So^und. When moored, 
the N. point of the Cove bore N. 42 £• 
the S. E. point S. 35 E. ajid the N. part 
of Motuara Iflai^d N. 6 1 1^. 

The (hipft: were fcarccly fccured before 
we obferved /everal canoes, of the natiV^ra 
crofling from the Hippa to ^thp oppofite 
ihorc, alqpg which they paddled, and 
flopped at fome defiance tp re^^pnnoitre us: 
' but at length they came ^^ear^r^ and ex- 
pofed fomething white ia their hands, 
which they waved backwards and for- 
wards* This W($ fuppofed to be in token 
of peface, and of courfe anfwered it im- 
jnediately; they then came along fide 
the fhips, though not without evident 
figns of fufpicion and diftruft. We pur- 
chafed a fifli or two and a few other 
trifles, and they foon after departed. 
The head of one of thefe canoes was 
curioufly prnamented with carved open 
work. 

The 
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The next day (Thurf^ay 13th) the 
tents were fent on (hore, with ithe cooper, 
and all the empty cafka, the ,aftro»o* 
mers tents and, parties to "^opd an4 
water. Coppers were alfo.t^xed. up oa 
fliore, to boil the4blubt>?r wjb h»i coUedcd 
at the Ifland of DefqUtion,v,while the re- 
maining hands on hoard repaired the 
rigging, and performed the ix^qeflary 
duty of the fhips. As we had now met 

with but little refreflbrnpnt frace our dcpar-

lure from the Cape, Capt. Cook, ever at-

tentive to the health of his Ihips com- 
panies propofed brewing a, kind of beer, 
from a tree which bore fome refem- 
blance to the fpruce fir, the good efFeds 
of which he had experienced in his 
former voyage. Other coppers were 

therefore fixed for that purpofe. On 
Tuefday the i8th, the beer was lerved 
out, and found to be fo pleafarit and falu- 
tary, and Co generally approved of by all 

» 

parties,that the Commodore determined to 
' carry as much qf it to fea as he could. The 

oil 
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Oil party on (hore were conftantly attended 
by many of the natives, who received the 
fcum and pieces of blubber that remained 
after boiling with tlie greateft thankful- * 
nefsj and 'indeed you could hot oblige a 
N15W 2iealknder more than to give him 
the oil oirt of the fliips lamps, which te 
would fwktiow with all the greedinefs 
imaginal)le. Of thofc wko were the moft 
conftantly on board, a young lad called 
Tiu-arrdoa was the principal; he was 
poflefledbfgoo^- nature?, and had a great 
fliare of fen fe and difcernment. He was 
greatly attached to Captain* Cook arid 
Omai, and was conftantly with one or 
the othen His father was late chief of the 
diftridl in which our fhips lay, and was 
killed, with feveral others, about fix weeks 
before our arrival, by a ftrong party of 
another diftridl, who attacked them in 
the night. Tiu-arrooa and a few others 
efcaped with the greateft difiiculty, , 

■ 

A few days before oUr departure, 
Klhoorah (th? chief who headed the party 

that 
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ihat cut oflF the unfortunate Mr. Rowe) 
paid us a vifit. At firft he was very ihy, 
and would not venture on boards fearful 
no doubt that we flionld 'revenge the 
death of our people upon him ^ but when 
he found we took no notice of k, he. hid 
afide that diffidence^ and rei^dily came to 
the fhips.— *He wa^ much difiiked by his 
own people, who frequently defired us 
to fhoot hite, at tht fame time' expreffing 
their difapprobMion of him in pretty 
fevere tcrms» 

On the 20th (ThurfiJay), we had very 
heavy fqualis of wind, in confequence of 
which the . Difcovery drove, and was 
obliged to let go her fheet-i^ahchor, and 
both veflels ftruck yards and top-mafts. 

The native® all this tirhe fupplied us 
plentifully with filh> amoug which waa 
the elephant-fifh, but one in particular, 
which they called a tnc^e, wias not in- 
ferior to a fahnon. We alfo frequently 
procured very excellent lobfters* 

Captain 
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Captain Ook having given orders for 
Ibildng the tenfcs^ &c. and preparing for 
fea, otk the 2311 every thing was put on 
hoard* . Tiurarrooa and .gnmber lad |iav- 

iQg c^ppefTed a defire to continue with 
Odxai^ wfare p^mitted ^ the captain to 
isiccoiiipany him* The mother of the for- 
mer cam^ on boards aod with tears en* 
treated him to remain hehind, telling him, 
among many other ppwerfi^l aipimentSy 
that we fhould kill and eat^ him 1 but he 
was too refolute an4 firm to pay any at«« 
tention to hq:. perCi^^fion?^ and the poor 
woman went on ij^ore quite inconfolable* 

The next morning (Mon^fty 24th), at 
ninei wc woighed^and.^ade fgil, but hav- 
ing very li^l^t .^ipds, ^^iwer? obliged at 
noon to anchor agaib ift eine &thom, 
muddy bot^omy Point. Jackfon hearing 
norths Cape K(»nnaroo £. •I^ S« and the 
Hippah, & by W. i ,W. . . 

At eight the »ext day (Tnefday 25th), 
we again got Up our anchor, and made 
iail, Handing through Cook's Straits. 

At 
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At- noon, Cape Terra-wittee bore S^ 
£: by S. Cape Koamarop W, ^ S» 
and fome rocks called ^the Brothers, 
from W. by S. to N. W. by Wv our ob-* 
ferved latitude bdng 41 deg^ 6 inin* 
fouth. 

So much I12I8 already been laid of the 
natives, /with, their manners^ cuftoms, 
houfes, furniture, canoes, &c. &c. that 
as we can atake no improvement, a r&« 
petition would be both tedious and ufe- 
lefs*

WE continued in Cook's Straits the 
bejl part of Wednefday (Febru- 
' ary 26th,) At noon, Cape Terra- witte 
bore N. W. by W. and Cape Pallifer 
£• by N, diftant about four leagues.-— 

From 
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From this time to tlie 17th b( Mafcli 
(Monday )y we continued nfcarly'a N. E# 
coaft. At noon our obfefved Iatitud<} 
was 33 deg. ah4 23 min^ S. lothe after^ 
noon we paflcd the trunk of a tree, 
which appeared much weather-beaten, 
and was furroanded with bafnacles. Early 
in the morning of the 29th (Saturday), 
being in lat. 22 deg» 11 mia. feuth^ 
and longitude 201 deg. 50 min. eaft, we 
paflfed feveral pieces of wood and rock- 
weed : feveral man of war birds weref 
obferved i and a bird, fomething like a 
cuc'kow, flew round the, fliips^ Thefe 
being indications of the proximity of 
land, we kept a good look-out, but upon 
examining our charts, we found none laid 
down nearer than the Society Illes. 

At oi.A$ the next morning (Sunday 
30th)» we diicovered land bearing, about 
I^. E. The Difcovery being a^head, made 
the fig»al, wfeicti . was anfwcf ed by the 
Relblution. The wyid? foon after prov- 
ing light) and being fome dillance from 

the 
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th^ Un<l) night icame on before w& could 
diftinguiih objeds clearly; fo got out 
tacks on boardj and flood off and on till 
taorning (Monday 31ft), when we made 
all fail for the land. At four we were 
running along the ibuth fide, at about the 
diftance of four miles, which as the fun 
was juft rifing, afforded a moft pleafing 
'prD{pe<3:> The interior parts rofe in mode- 
Tately high hills, upon the tops of which 
were trees of various kinds. The fides 
next the fea were very woo^y, and we 
could plainly diftinguifh coco nut and 
plantain trees in abundance.— Upon our 
nearer approach to the fhore, we faw 
many .of the natives, running along the 
beach, and, by the help of our glaffes, 
found that fome had lafge clubs upon 
their ihoulders, and that others were arm- 
ed with long fpears. As we proceeded^ 
the Indians followed us, fhouting and 
hollowing, their number incrfcafrng very 
faft. Soon after two of them put off 
in a canoe (the only one ue faw), and 
VoL.

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ckogie withirt fifty or Cixtf yards of the 
(hipSi but would not venture nearer^ 
though we made all the friendly figns 
we could thiak pf, and ihewed thewi 
beadsv halchetSi lookiiig-glitilfes^ . atiti 
thany other articles of jndian tr«da 
Their tomplexion appeared to be of the 
4ark oliv£ caft^ their hair was &ftened on 
the top of their heads^ fbmethiag in the 
New Zeeland fafluon : one of them had 
3i large pearl oyfter -fheil fufpended from 
hi^ neck, and fomething round his mid*' 
die; the other was naked. — ^The canoe 
was neatly made, and fumifhed with 
an out rigger; the ftern was high for fo 
fmall a boat, and terminated in a kind of 
fork. 

Captain Cbok finding the little proba?- 
bllity there was of opening an intercourfe 
with the natives in this manner, ordered 
the pinnace and fmall cutter to be got 
outj which, with the large cutter of thfe 
Difcovery, and proper officers on board 
each, with trade of various kinds, were 
5 fent 
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few in Qxottj tct fee if there was a poflS- 
bility of landing, and to endeavour to 
purchaie fomething from the inhabitants/ 
During their abfence, we founded feveral 
times, but got no groiiqd at forty fathom. 
About three hours after, they returned, 
and the inforntation we tecelved was, 
that the ifknd (at Jeaft this part of it) 
Was fCirroUftd^d with a reef of coral rocfc,^ 
upon which a heavy Turf was contihuafly 
breaking j fo that it was totally imprac- 
ticable to land without deftroying the 
boats, and .endangering the lives of 
thofe who were in them. About a quar- 
ter of a mile from the reef, they fpund

ground at twenty- one fathom. 

During Jth^ir pruife, they had an op- 
portunity of majcing a few remarks up?- 
on the .natives, many of whom fwam to 
ihem *?rom the fhore. They were ftout 
and well made, but all armed : fo that it 
was more than probable they would have 
oppofed us,, if we/ had fupceeded fo far as 

to have landed upon the reef. Sqme of 

JX z them 
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tHem? were armed with pata-paLtow«iJ fikd 
tbofe of the New Zeelanders ; ^atwl Aeir 
language refembied, i a many refpcdls, 
that of Ot^heitee. They quite difregarded 
hatchets ^nd nails, but were;much jplea&d 
with lookipg-glaflfes : like all other Indi^ 
ans they were given to thieving, and one 
of them very artfully ftok a buftch bf 
beads out of one of the boats. With which 
he fwam off. Our people could not 

procure a fingle coco nut, nor would

they part with any thing they had. The 
ihore appeared very delightful, the trees 
being lofty andfhady, and the air was ab- 
folutely perfumed with the fcents of vari- 
ous flowers. :^ • 

We were much chagrined at our bad 
fuccdfs for feveral reafons, but more par- 
ticularly 'on account of our live Iteck, 
which'^'cr6 almoft in a'ftarving condition. 
Finding that nothing!' more could, be 
do^e, at -noon we made fail, Handing to 
the 'northward, the extremes' of the, ifle 
bearing N. £• J>y B.andS. by E. ; . 
Q The 
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The next day (Tuefday> April ift), at 
aoon, land was again difcovered, bearing 
N. by E. The Difcovery, being near 
three miles a-head of the Refolution, 
made the fignah At four in the after- 
noon, it bore from N. E. t N. to N. E. 
j: E. diftant about feven leagues ; we 
flood off and on for the night, and at day- 
break (Wednefday 2d) it bore N. E, 
about four leagues. It appeared to be an 
ifland nearly of the fame extent as the 
former* At five the Refolutiop hoifted 
the Difcovery 's fignal to make fail a-head 
to the N. E. and at fevcn we faw another, 
fmall ifle bearing N, f E. At noon 
tacked, the fmall ifle bearing E, and, the 
body of the large one S. E, by E. our 
latitude beiug 19 deg, 47. npii^, fpi^th, 
and longitude: 20 2 deg. iz rain. eafL All , 
the afternoon we.wejre making ^kc beft^of . 
om: way for the large ifland^. but being 
obliged to work to, windward, night came:, 
on before we could, reach it, ib. of cour^e^ 
Hood off and on t-ill. mOrningt. . During 
' * ^ 3 the 
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the night we fkw feveral fires on fliore ; 
and the next day, at five in the monuag, 
the DifcQYery made sdl fail for the iiland, 
ia confequence of a figpai from the Refo- 
Jution; 

As the Ihipa were ftaodyig in, many 
of the natives put ofF^ fome in Tingle^ 
others in double canoes ; the fmgle have 
feldom room enough to contain more than 
one perfon, the double ones will hold 
eight or ten. They foon paddled along 
fide, and with very little perfu^ifion came 
oh board, their fize was above the middle 

fiandard^ and <:hey were flout well-made 
people, with fine open countenances ; 
their colour of the olive caft, with a mix- 
ture of brown. Theii hair was black; 
i^x fome long, in others fhort, and wore 
in a variety of forms, juft as convenience 
or fancy directed. None had more than a 
narro>y piepe of cloth 'round their mid- 
dle, which was painted or dyed of dif- 
ferent pattiCrAB, with red^ blacky and yel- 
low. Several were marked or tatowcd 

moft 
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VfiQ& curiouily from the middle d6wn-T 
wards, partiaulariy upon their leg^^ They 
were very friendly and good-na^ured> an4 
' ran about th^ {hip with a^ little ceremoay, 
9nd appeared as perfe^ly at eafe, ^9 if 
they had been long ufed to them. la 
this interval Captain Cook ordered out 
the pinnace and Targe cutter, and fent 
them on board the Difcovery, ysrith Mr. 
Gore the firft lieutenant, and Omai, to 
learn if there was a poffibility of anchor-^ 
ing, and if any refrefhments could be 
procured from the natives, for, as jDhe 
was much nearer the fhore than the Re- 
folution, of courfe all the canoes came to 
her. Soon after their arrival, a double 
canoe, paddled by eight people, yv^ith a 
tall ftout man ftaiiding iip in her, came 
along-fide; he, without ahy "ceremony, 
came on board with a trrarich of a coco 
nut tree in his* hand, and fe^ral roots of 
the aVa (piper fnet^t:fJiktM f^^eri) a fpci- 
cies of pepped; wiA& which ^y intoxicate 
themftlvesv . : . . . 

D 4 Omai 
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* Omai accofted him in the Otaheitco 
language, which appeared to ^ary • but 
little from his own. It feems th^ intend 
tion of this vifit, was to eftahlifh peace 
on both (ides, after the ratificatioii of 
which^ we wcrorte befuppUed with hOgs, 
bread-fruit> plantains,, and inihort ev<eryi 
thing, the . illand produced. After ih^ 
peremony {not ope iword of which Vv« 
underftood) was over, and every article 
agreed to by the chief on his part, and by 
Omai on our's, the Refolution's boats 
(in one of which the Aree went), attended 
by the Difcovery's large cutter, and. a^ 
number of canoes, proceeded to the fhore. 
At noon our obferved latitude was 19 deg, 
59 min. S. In the afternoon, the King of 
the ifland fenf Captain Gierke a prefent 
of lome cocQ nuts, and a young . pig, 
who liberally rewarded thie bearers with 
fome< nails, a large piece of fcarlct cloth^^ 
and fome hatchets,

In the evening the boats returned, with 
the difagreeable news of not bdng able to 

find 
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find a ^kce Whire the fliips could ride in 
fafety, nor €veii a landing-^lace for a boat; 
this part' of the ifland being furround- 
ed by a^Tfcef, tipcfn tVhlch a' continual {{iff 
wasbreaking. " - ' ' « ■ .. • 

' This Infdrtaatidii -damped our fpirits a 
good deiil/for \ire were stU elate t^tth hojpe, 
and bad already ai^icipated ^the pleaftire 
and fatisfafdion 'vre fliouid experieA'cci': in 
the many 'good things the ifland - pyo-* 
duced; efpeQially as 'the natives were 
full as defirous of oUr "landing as we 
could poffibly be^ourfelves, ^- 

We were determined however* not • to 
give up the point in this manner, bu^ to 
make another trial ;•. and fince it was 
iiripoflible to effeft a landing in* bur 
boats, thofe who were' t9 go upgij. this 
expedition were to ,land m the canoev^' of 
the natives, who from long experieric 
are very dextrous at tliis kmd of wor^. 
Having thus fettled our plan, we'^f^Ov 
pfF and on for the night.

naitives came to the fhips^ bringing coca 
nuts, plantain^ and the into»cating 
pepper root, but no hogs, which would 
have been the moft welcome fight; wc 
gave thein in return knives^ red cloth» 
and nails- At fcven in the evening the 
boats returned, but Without either kogs^ 
bread-fruit, plantains, or anv thing elfe. 

The account we received was, thai they 
had with great diflSculty got oh ihore in 
the Indian banoes ; as Toon as they were 
landed, the natives led them in great 
form to the King, who behaved rather 
referVed upon the occafion : upon inform- 
ing him that we were * in grieat want of 
provifions, he faid that wfe Ihould have 
hogs atid other things, but a^ they were 
at a diftance up the country, it would be 
fortie time before his people coild' get 
them. They ivaited a confiderabl^ time, 
but none appearing, they again requefted 
that fome might be brought, or at Icaft 
fi^me bread*fruit^ pktntains or coco -nuts. 
They were defired to flop a Kttle longer, 

which 
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^kb'tiiey dtd till it bticamee tUhetAtMii 
aM tttey deefifiied it prudent fto'iget' ttfi 
hoiiti sis foon as they could; 'Tlie itt- 
h^itarits' woUld' it'fiWft Scsiifti' p^rinit

FROM the ftveath tor the twelfth, we 
had very light airs and calms: the 
weather was hot and fultry, the thermo- 
meter Handing at 83^ and 84., We had 
alfo much thunder and lightning, at- 
tended with frequent fqualls and heavy 
(howers of rain. , The latter proved very 
acceptable to us, as we colledled feveral 
hoglheads, and though it was ftrongly 

impr^nated 
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idipregriatcd with the flavour of the taf*i 

which it had contrafted from the rigging, 

ftill in our prefent fituation it was much 

# ■ .'. 
too valuable to be loft. 

On Sunday, April 1 3th, at fix in ih6 

itiorniitg wfe faw Pdlriierfton^s Iflarid bear- 

itig W. At nboii our obfcrvfed latitude 

was 18^ 6' S. and longitude 197^ 23' 

E. when it bore W. by N. diftant about 

five leagues. In the cdiirfe of the day^ 

we had light variable winds, and dtiring 

the night flood oft ind on. In the morn- 

ihg (April 14th), at four, the land bore 

■ 

W. between thrde and four leagues diftant. 
At eight, bdats from both fhips were ferit 
to foutid, but returned iti the afternoon^ 
having found no proper anchorage, but 
Bad difcovered a kind of inlet or break 
in the reef, where the boats might lanci 

with fafdty. 

Our firft care thfe next da^ (April 1 5th5 
was to cut grafs for the flock, which were 
in a tnoft piteous condition, nor did wef 
think of engaging in any other bufinefs 

E 2 till 
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fill we had got a fufficlent quantity to ^ 
maintain them till our arrival at the 
Friendly Ifles. After this the peo{^ 
were employed in gathering coco nuts^ 
which were diftributed to the fhip's com- 
pany. The grafs and nuts being brought 
on board, we, on Friday evening (April 
17th), bore away, fleering a wefterly 
Gourfe. 

Palmerfton's Ifland lies in latitude 1 8^ 

r 

4 S. and 196^ 40' E. longitude ; it wa*. 
difcovered and thus called by Captain 
Cook in his laft vayage. It confifts of an; 
extenftve reef, which is nearly feveii 
leagues in circumference : upon different 
parts of this reef, rifes a. fmall patph of 
land, of which there are in all nine« 
The largefl is- not more than a mile and 
half rn circumference ; fome of them not 
150 yards* Within the reef ia a lagoon, 
which, as fer asw€ faw, had no connec<* 
tion 'with the fea: it appeared to be m 
fome places between two and dicee far 
thorn deep. 

The 
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The produce of this place confifts prin- 
cipally of coco nuts, and very fine fcur- 
yy grafs. The only inhabitants we faw 
were rats, lizards, man of war and 
tropic birds, bodbies, noddies and a 
few curlews. The tropic and man of 
war birds were fo numerous, that the 
trees were abfolutely loaded with them, 
and at the fame time fo tame as to fufFer 
ttemfelves to be taken oflF the boughs ; 
a convincing proof that they are never 
piolcfted by any human beings. 

The reef affords fhelter for variety of 
excellent fifli, particularly a large eel, 
which we found moil: excellent eating. 
This fifh is very ugly in its appearance, 
which is fufEcient to create horror and 
difguft, and had it not been for Omai, 
who told us it was very fine, it is more 
than probable that we fhould have re- 
mained ignorant of its goodijefs. The 
idear which it would firft ftrike one with, 
is that of a large fnake ; its length is be- 
tween four and five feet, and fpotted or 

E 3 variegated 
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rarlegatCjd with brown and black ; in cir* 
cumference it is about ten or twelve 
inches : the head is fmall and rather flat. 
yviih fmall fiery eyes ; the part immediT 
^tely behind the head is as i^ were fwelled 
pr puffed up to a ponfiderable fize ; the 
mouth is wide and well armed with fmall 
but very fharp teeth. There are Ukewife 
an incredible number of fharks continually 
lurking about the reef, which though fmall 
are very ravenous. None of our boats 
could pafs or repafs to the fhIpS| without 
twelve or fourteen of thefe gentry after 
them,fo that if any pf our people had been 
unfortunate enough to fall overboard, they 
myft inevitably have been devoured. 

Upon the beach, we found the remains[ 
of a canop, and a piece of plank» whicl^ 

fippeared to have compofed part of aii 
European veffeU Some diftancp from thefe 
was another piece of wood, rudely qarved, 
which, from the figures vpon it, Omai 
faid had once belonged to a burying placQ 
pf fqme iflands in thefe feas* 
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We paflcd Savage Ifland (fo denomi* 
nated laft voyage on account of the fero- 
city of Its inhabitants) on the 23d in«« 
ftant at midnight, when it bore from 
W. by S. to N. W. by N. Our weather 
was in general cloudy and fqually, with 
thunder, lightning, and heavy rain. On 
Monday evening (April 28th), being ac- 
cording to our reckoning not far from 
the eaftermoft of the Friendly Ifles, we 
pafled the night Jn ftandtng to the norths- 
ward and fouthward. The next day 
(29th), at nine in the morning, we de- 
fcried the eaflern range of thofe ifland9 
from the maft-head. At noon they bore 
from N, W. by N. to W. by N. our 
djiftancfe from the neareft bping jibout 
four miles. 

At four, we had no lefs than fifteen 
iflands in fight, the largeft of which, 
called by the native Anamooka, by us 
Rotterdam, bore N, W. f N. At fix 
the Refolution made the fignal for calling 
^chor, and half an hour after both {hips

This confidence wh'ich'tftey repofed itf' 
lis, wasy we tkoughty a. proof, and a con- 
vincing One'tbo, of a'^aefeible^rid friend- 
ly*'dJf^lMition, arid the name by which • 
thefe illands • ' are diftlnguifhed, viz. 
friendly^' Is' well applied. We pur- 
chafed of them (for all their canoes were

freighted with fome'gobd thing or other) 

coca nuts, fowls, bread-fruitj and yams, 
for which we paid beads, -nails, Jcnives, ' 
and fmall pieces of red t:loth. * At noon 
the weather became To thick attd hazy with ' 
hard rain, that we were not abk to dif-

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tinguifti the Undj and all tbe afternoon 
iand night we werp employied in ftanding 
oflF and on, not being able to find an an- 
choring place. ' r r - > . 1 

The next day (May ift), at noon, Ana* 
mooka bofe.E. \ S. about four miles di- 
ftant. At fix in the afternoon we^ an- 
chored in forty-feven fathom^ fandy bot- 
tom^ the north point of Anamooka bear- 
ing E. N. E. diftant five miles. At day- 
light (Friday 2d) we got up. our anchor, 
and made fail. Numbers of the natives 
came off to us, and we fopn purchafed a 

fufficient quantity of hogs, yams, . plan- 
tains, fowls, &c. &c. for the (hip's com- 
pany, and bid adieu to every Ipecies of 
(hip's provifion ex;cept grog. At noon 
the extremes of Anamooka bore S. E. By 
S. ?ind S. f W. difiant from the neareft 
(hpre three miles. At four in the after- 
noon, both veflels anchored^ and foon after 
were moored a cable each way, the beft 
bower of the Difcovery being in (Jsventeen 
fj^thom, the finall bower in twenty-feven 

fathom^j 
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fathom, her diftance from the reef about ' 
* three cables length. 

CHAP. VII. 

Capjain Cook's order relative to trade--^ 
the tents ereSled, and markets held on 
Jhore-^tbe Difcovery parts her fmall 
bower cabled—the arrival of Feenow — the 
Difcovery parts her bejl bower cables- 
Captain Cook accompanies Feenow to Hap^ 
pi with the (hips — receives great civilities 
there— is entertained with boxing and 
wrejlling matches and dances — departs 
from Happi — the pajfage to Anamooka 
very dangerous — arrival of Powlahow—^ 
who proves to be the king—ftriSiures on 
Feenow^ s conduSl—^Powlahow vifits the 
Jhips — Feenow arrives and pays him bo^ 
ma^e. 

AS foon as the ihips were fecured^ 
Captain Cook iiTued an order to 
prohibit all trade^ except for neceflaries, 
Vi^bich was read to the ihips companies. 

The 
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The fubftance of it was, that there fhould 
bfi a perfon appointed from both fhips to 
)iold a market with the natives on (hore^ 
for fuch provilioas a$ thfs iilan4 pro- 
duced. 

That two other perfons fhould likewlfe 
Ije appointed to trade on board; and that 
pone other fhould pr^fume to purchafe or 
buy, without leave of the captain, or, \vl 
his abfence, that of the commanding of^ 
ficer. 

That no curiqfities fhould be bought 
till the fhips had procured a fufficient 
f);ock of refrefhment j after which a gene- 
ral trade would be opened, and every 
' jone at liberty to purchftfe what he thought 
proper. 

The neapt day (May 3d) the aftrono* 
mers tents, inflruments, &c. were got 
on fhore, together with the coopers, the 
empty calks, &g. and the marine?. The 
chief of the iiland furnifhed us with a 
large hut for our reception on fhore, in 
(h.e frotit of which the market was held ; 

^ ho? 
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a line was drawn between the natives 
ind us, at fome diftance from the hut, 
to prevent thdr x:rowding too near, and 
nonQ ef them were permitted to come 
within it. We were abundantly fupplied 
with hogs, fowls, yams, plantains, bread- 
fruit, and ' coco nuts, and in fliort fared 
fumptuoufly every day. 

On the fourth, a party of men were 
fent to cut wood, as the ifland apparent- 
ly afforded plenty of that article ; amongft 
other trees they unluckily cut down feve^ 
ral of the manchinfeeL the luiee of which 
getting into \Rcit' oyes, rendered them 
blind-fof * fevefal days* In the afternoon, 
tiie Difcovery's fmall bower cable parted/ 
having been divided by the rocks ; the 
ilreajxt-anchbr was diredly carried eu^ to 
ft^dy the fhip to the wgftward, but the 
fbb tide run £b flrongly to the- eastward , 
tMt they were obliged to pqftpone it till 
flack water, which was near twelve at 
mght, Mofl: of the boats and people 
•^v^ere employed the next xmytfAng in 

fw??ping 
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fweeping fdr the anchos^^ which was too 
valuable an article to' be loft; they did 
/ oot fiieoeed however till the aftern6off, 
when they purcbafed it by the buoy rope, 
ifhe cable was cut about twenty- eight 
fathoms from the anchor. • 

In the courfe of this day we were vi-* 
fited by a chief, whofe name the liative* 
told us was Feenowj this man came 
from the ifland of Tonga^taboo or Axa^ 
fterdam ; he had a numerous retinue^ 
who paid him great refpeCk. One df 
them, who appeared to be a principal man^ 
made a long oration, m the courfe of 
which he gave us to undfcrftand, thai 
Fecnow was Ag(ee lahee^ or king of Ana- 
mooka> and all the furrounding iflea, of 
which he enumerated near a hundred 
There were likewife fevea or eight fine 
bandfome girls with him, which we were 
told were his wives* 

Havings before the arrival of this chief^ 
loft feveral things from the {hips> which^ 

we could impute to no one but the In- 
dians^ 
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dians, the Captain complained to him o^ 
the thefts, and begged that he would ex- 
ert his authority, and get them reftored : 
Feenow promifed to do it, and in the 
courfe of the day they were returned. 
The bottom where the Difcovery lay 
being very rocky and uneven. Captain 
Qerke determined to (hift it farther tti 
the weftward. The next day (May 7th) 
be gave orders to weigh the ftream-anchof^ 
and heave (hort upon the bed bower; but 
the united force of the whole fhip's com* 
pany was not able to purchafe it, the 
cable having got foul of a rock j they 
waited till flack water, when the fhi^ 
would tend to the ebb tide, and probably 
clear it, but at eleven the cable parted. 
The recovery of this anchor caufed an in« 
finite deal of trouble, as it had got in a 
hole between the rocks, and could only 
b^ feen when the water was perfedlly 
finooth; but at laft, after a number of 
unfuccefsful trialS) they were lucky 
enough to weigh it. 

Feenow 
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Feeoow had for feme days pad beea 
very defirous that Captaia Cook would 
accompany him tp fome iflands, which he 
faid were about two days fail from Ana- 
mooka; thefe iflands he called Happi, 
which in the language of thefe people 
fignifies a clujier. As this bid fair for a 
new difcovery, the Captain very readily 
accepted his invitation. 

On Wednefday morning (May 14th) 
we weighed) and made fail, and after a 
trotiblefome and dangerous paffage, occa- 
fioned by the number of rocks and ihoals 
through which we were partly obliged to 
pafs, arrived at Happi on the 17 th. We 
here experienced a repetition of thofe ci- 
vilities from Feenow, which we found at 
Anamooka: every thing was conduced 
with the greateft regularity and decorum, 
and in {hort, nothing was wanting to ren- 
der our ftay as agreeable as poffible. 

He entertained us with boxing and 
wreftling matches^ and variety of dances 

both by men and womenj which exceeded 

every 
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every thing of the kind fhat was ever feen 
before. An idea cannot be conveyed by 
words^ for their attitudes were fo various 
and different from any other dances^ and 
at the fame time fo regular and exady 
that the whole company, which confided 
of thirty or forty people, feemed to be 
aduated by one foul. 

Feenow having given a fpecimen of 
what his country-men could do, .defired 
Captain Cook to entertain him with fome-> 
thing in our way. The next day (May 
30th) the marines from both fhips were 
fent on £hore to perform their exercife, 
which however did not appear to flrike 
him with any very great furprize. Pro- 
bably, he was confcious of his fuperiority 
over us in that particular j at lead if he 
was not, moft of us were. However, 
left he Ihould think us a parcel of poor 
creatures altogether, a number of fire- 
works were let off in the evening, which 
feemed to turn the balance in our fa^ 
vdur*

/ 
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On the 29t1i, we weighci! our anchora, 
and' ihadc fail, firunday (June ift) iti 
the evening, it being very fqually, wet, 
and dark, the Refolutiofn made the fi^nal 
of danger, having got too ttcar the 
breakers, upon a reef of coral rock, •which 
ahnoft furrounded m, but fortunately 
ihe foon cleared them. • On the 2d, at one 
in the afternoon, the weather became fp 
fqually, that Captain Cook thought it pru- 
dent to caft anchor, for we were enclofed 
on every fide with rocks and Ihoals, and 
the violence of the wind prevented us 
from feeing in what dire<3:ion to proceed: 
we accordingly dropped - our beft bowers 
in forty-three fathom water, with a fandy 
bottom, and took in our top-gallant-yards» 

This difagreeable weather continued 
till the 4th, during which time we under- 
went a good deal of anxiety, for our fitu- 
ation was truly alarming, as we miift un- 
avoidably have gone upon the rocks if 
our cables had parted. Having got up 
our anchors, we again made fail, and on

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the 6th, at three in the afternoon^ an-* 
chored off Anamooka^ about three quar- 
ters of a mile from fhore. 

One of Captain Cook's reafons for flop- 
,ing here a fecond time, was to look at 
fome melons and cucumbers^ the feeds of 
which he had planted foon after our ar- 
rival in May; but to his great regret 
they were in a very poor ftate, having 
been . nearly deftroyed by vermin. 

The day after our fecornd arrival here, 
we were informed that another great man 
from Tonga-Taboo, or Amflerdam, was 
arrived, whofe name was Fatafee-Powla- 
how. This gentleman foon after came 
on board ; he was above the middle fize, 
exceeding fat, and appeared to be about 
forty. His attendants were numerous, 
and there was not one of them but told 
us. that this man was the real king of 
Tonga-Taboo, Anamooka, Happi, and in 
ihort ail the iflands which we before fup- 
pofed Feenow king of. This ftrange ac- 
count furprifed us a good deal, as every ^ 

body 
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bbdy had fakea i^ fot ^raiked that Fee- 
how was fovereign, every mark of re- 
fped and fubmiffipn being paid him, and 
hbw to atcoiint for the lifurpation (if fuch 
it was) df this mail, wais a circuttiftance 
we could not readily futceeded in. 

Fei^now had gone the day before, our 
dieparturb from Happi, to a neighbouring. 
ifland called Va.vow, from which be. was 
to return at the end of three days, with 
a large (lock of red feathers and various 
other things.' The time elapfed, but no 
Feenow appeared. This circumftance, 
though it did not ftrike us theijl, appeared 
agairlfl him nbw with double force, and 
gave, us great reafon to fuppofe, that our 
old friend had really alfumed a title to 
which he had no right, and that in fadt he 
was abffent for tao other reafon, but to 
^Void an interview with Fowlahow, in the 
courfe'of which all his confequence muft 
fall to the ground. 

Fowlahow, during his ftay on board, patd 
great attention to the different parts of the 

F z Ihip, 
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fhjpj and, amongft other queftioiWi ^Qfedl 
us what we came to thcfe iflands for? , 
He iikid, we appeared to be ia want of 
nothing, and that we M^. looked Yf.eBi ^(yi 
in health. A queftioja of this kiod cane 
fo unfufpe£ted> that at Gx& the Captain, 
was at a lofs what reply to make; hut 
rccQlle<3:ing himfelfy.he tdd himiie caqifi^ 
there by the order of his Ktng, who wsa a 
great and mighty prince, and wa^ dkfifQm, 
of entering into a league of frteiadihip, 
with him ; that there was a large fto^k. 
of hatchets, knives, beads, red doth, 
&:.c, on board, which he would barter with 

him for hog^, and fuch articles as the, 

• ■ ' 

ifland produced. . This anfwer fati§fiecj 
him very well, and, at the defire of the 
Captain, he went down with hito into the 
great cabin, where he received a ]^referit 

fuitable to his rank, and then went on 
». •• . * 

board his canoe very much pleafed* 

The next morning Feenow arrivcdj^ 
and in the prefence of fojne of our gentle- 
men, who by chance were with Powla- 

' howv 
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how, acknowledged him as his fuperior, 
and paid him the^^homage of a fubjed, 
but with a countenance fo expreffive of 
ihamtf, that every one \y ho faw hhn^ felt 
for and .pitied him. Feenow's . cottdu<a 
vas .however natural enough; for moft 
people are anxious to appear greatet than 
they mlly ^.re, efpeciallj)- if they are like- 
ly to gain any thing by it, which inoft 
prpbably was tjie cafe with him j and in 
this relped it anfwered his purpofe very 
well, for he received many prefent^^ on 
that s^ccount, which otherwife would not 

have been given him. We found, how-

ever, that though' he was not kln^, he 

was obe.of the principal men, and gene- 

raliffimo of the fcingV forces, and upon

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CHAP. VIII. .- -■ 

9'Jie Jb'tpi have ^namooka^—iht pafage t^ 
jimfierdam dangerous on accoynt of the 
rocks^^arrival there— are informed that 
Malla-wagga iiKmg-rr-the Captains vijit 
- tim. But are difappointed — Mglla^^tigga, 
. pay's homage to. Powhbow. — the Captains, 
accompany Powlahow to Moa, to he pre^ 
Jent at a ceremony called Anacke — ac- 
count of that ceremony — arrival at Mjd-^ 
dleburgh—departurefor Otabeltee: 

IN the afternoon we got up our anchors 
and made fail, attended by Powla- 
how and Feenow, in their canoes, whicU 
went at a great rate, and a number o/ 
fmaller ones. The royal canoe was di- 
ftinguiflied from the reft by a fmall bun- 
dle of grafs, of ^ red colour, faftened to 
. the end of a pole, and 6xed in the ftern 
''' ' ; canoe in the fame manner as out 
iftaffs. 
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We found this paflage a moft trouble- 
fomc and dangerous one ; we could clearly 
perceive the bottom (which was one con-^ 
tinued bed of coral), throughout the time, 
and here ^nd there a rock towering its^ 
head above the reft. The Difcovery did: 
fall foul of one, and had we not the ad- 
vantage of fmooth water and a fteady 
breeze, in all probability we njight have 
run upon more of them. 

On the ninth, at eleven in the' morn- 
ing, the Refolution let go her anchor/ as. 
did the .Difcovery foon after, but ftill fur- 
rounded in a manner by rocks. Amfter- 
dam, or Tonga-Taboo, then bore S. 75 
W. but at a good diftance. The boats were 
foon after fent away to look for a more 
fecure place for the fhips, and having 
found one, we removed to it, and at five 
anchored for the night in about eight fa- 
thom, faridy bottom. The next morning 
(June 1 oth) we wpigjied ^nd ftopd for Am- 
fterdam, and in the afternoon both fhips let 
* go their anchors' in a fine fecure harbour,'

The next day (June 1 1 tji) the tenta Aftli 
obferyitories wisre.got oa fhore, ^ d tha 
gunner erf each fliip ajp$)Qinted to ttade 
with.tbje. natives* The niarket wks held 

in a pleafant fpot of ground* furrcftjode4 
vith. trees^.and in th^ front. of pne of 
Powlahow's houfes, adjoining to whiioh 
the fkips tents were pitched. Every 
article of. trade was In the greateft plenty 
except bread-fruit, the feafon for which' 
tvas then over ; but the want of this wa$ 
amply fupplied by yarns and tarrow; 
The cattle likewife wefe fent on fhore. 
as they had been at Anamooka. 
s In thq cohrfe of the day we were in-» 
formed that a very old man, whofe name 
was Malla-wagga, was the real King of 
all thefe iflands, but being oyerwhelmed 
by the infirmities of age, he was un-^ 
able to hold the reins of government, 
which were therefore turned over to 
4 Powlahow. 
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Powlahow. Thiscirt^iufiftafictfapj^ar^ 
ed very ftrange to uj5, no left than thn?<> 
3[)eopIe having been pointed out to us 
9is king; but a8 this ^as the cafe, tb4 
Captains thought it neceflary to pay thelfr 
^efpeds to him, and infornjied Powtahow 
pf their intentions, who readijy agfee4 
to accompany, theirij,. In . the morniog 
Captains Cook and Clerke, attended by 
Omai, Powlahow, and fome of the-officersj 
let off by water (having a man with them 
to aft as piiot), for his refidencc, which 
was at a part of the iflan4 called Moa, ktid 
about iix miles diftant. \ * - — • 

Upon their arrival, they were received 
l^y a large concourfe of people, who ex- 
preffcd the greateft fatisfaSion. at feeing 
them. After walking a few paces, Ppw- 
lahow went into a plantationi attended by 
an old woman, and put on a very fine gar- 
ment and a kind of large mit, after which 
they all went to a pleafant greeij, fur- 
l!*ounded by ta|l majeftic trees : on one 

(jde was a fpacious houfe, where the 

Captains 
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ICaptains feated ihemfelves. Pov«^ow 
^ftlng u.Qder the hedge cdF a plantatioa. 

♦ After waiting feme time, in conftant 
jpxf edition of ^ being introduced to his 
jnajefty^ and not feeing any probability 
of it|» being done, Powlahaw.was afked 
Jthc reafon of th<? delay: he told thengi 
that Malla-^gga was gone down to the 
fhips: The gentlemen were not perfed- 
ly pleafed ^with this intelligence^ after 
having been at the trouble of going fo far, 
iia an exceeding hot dayj however, find^ 

r 

jng his majefty was not vifible, they mad? 
the befl of it, and returned to the boats. 

. Moa is a mpft *pleafant fpot,rand muck 
fuperior to that part of the ifland where 
Gur tents were ere5:ed, which probably 
is the r«afon why the king and nobility 
jrefide there. 

The houfes are a}l ve^y gqo^i ^ncj jia 
general large, fome of them being be- 
tween fifty or fixty feet in length, fixr 
teen or eighteen feet wide, ar)id lofty 
enough to admit of an upper floor. The

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syood^orkj^ gQ0(i,^ap4 laflxecl or tied 
togethef.yith line of,, differed .colpujBS^ 
fo diipofed as to.jForpa. diamonds and va-? 
fioij3 other figui?e§. They are all well 
jthatched, and will aot admit, a drop of 
rain^; the bottoms or Qoor are covered 
with mat^* ..... 

Upon the rettirri of liie Captains to the; 
ihips, they found that no Malla-^sjragga 
hzA been there ^ a. piece of informationj 
which pierplexed them a good deal, being 
totally utiable to ^ account for Po^lahow's 

behaviour/ The'^ ri^xt ' morninK ' Feenow 
pame on board, dh'd toFdus he wa^ going 
for the old man \ they ^bbth l-eturntd the 
^following day. A^ feon as his majefty 
qame ' on' board i He: ia^ Po\^lihow, ' wbo 
Ghanded to be there^ ind to the Airpfize 
of us all, paid him hdmage,' by bowing 
and touching hi& fek. ' * 

This (ixtraoAliiiary circunmance puz- 
zled ' Us all, not a perfon in either fhip 

being able to umavel the myftery. What 

^ould induce Powlahow 5iimfclf to carry

t^hen h^c tliuft be: coiifcious that he jreally 
was not, is certiilil;^ very ftrange.' - 

Malla-wagga is thfe father ctl^efenow 
and Tubou(the latter a man of great power 
and cotifequence in the ifland), and Pbw* 
lahow's father, whofe name was Fatafce 
PowIahoW) is dead, and it is by no means 
clear that Mallat-wagga could ever have 
been king. He has been generaliffimo, a 
poft which his fon Fcenow now pofieffes, as 
bas be^n mentioned before^ Thefe miftakes 
however, muft arife from our imperfed 
knowledge of their language, which is th« 
pnly clue to guide us to the truth. Wis 
alfo received another piece of intelligence; 
which was that Powlahow's aunt^ by the 
father's fide, was nominadly queen of al| 
the Iflands, to whom he himfelf paid

homage, as well as to a fon and daughter 

r 

of her's by a man of Fidgi (an ifland 
,about five days fail from Amfterdam)j 
and that during her life they alfo were 
fuperior to him in point of rank^ but 

upon 
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upoo Ii^r death aU thmr confeqvencQ 
c^^fe^ Both foa and daughter are di£» 
ordered in their fenfes j the name of the 
farmxer is Latoo^^bpoloa Malla^wagga i^ 
a very old man, apparently not lefs thaa 
ieventy, and \% at times quite childifli ; 
lie was m,uch beC^er pkafed witjii a few 
^^a^ than with hatchets or pails. 

Having exprefled a defire oi fwirig our 
mttlw^.of ^ghting, ^n adcouat b£ which 
he had .probably heard from his fon 
Feenow, Captain Gook ordered aft fha 
marines on fhore for that purpbfe* In 
return' for this piece of cbmpialfSjicc; 
wa wJei^ entertained with fo;B€ (iapkal 
heivahsoij entertainments, in which all 
the principal people affifted, efpecially 
Tubow, who was one of the firft rate per-» 
formers. 

July Sth, the Captains and fome other 
gentlemen were invited by Powkhow td 
be prefcnt at a ceremony, which he called 
Anachc, the meaning of which we could 
not clearly comprehend, but it fecms to 
» be. 
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fee, tKe people fwcariiig allegiance to ti^ 
fori, and poffibly is always obferved -whed 
the child arrives at a dertdin age*. Beifore 
this ceremony he was nevei' fuffereld toi 
eat with his father, but afterwards will 
always fit at table i;irith him. 

The company arrived at Mda(thfe pkfce 
mentioned before) about eight in the 
morning, and found Powlahow with about 
fifty of hi« nobles about him, drinking 
a'V7a« Going a little farther, they ob^ 
ferved a great number of people affem-* 
bled, and fitting on each fide the road of 
a fpacious green furrounded with lofty 
trees ; they immediately called out Ta-« 
booj and deiired the Captains^ &c. to fit 
down and pull off their hats; 

In one place fat fix or feven agees Oi 
chiefs fingirig, and by them were lying 
feveral fticfcs, with a fmall yam tied to 
each. After continuing their foiig for 
fome time, two of them took one of the 
above fticks with a yam, and carried it 
between them upon their flioulders, foU 

lowed 
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lowed by fiye or fix others with chifci 
and fpears; this waa repeated by alike 
number of people feveral times. Th« 
yam s. were depofited under a large fpread- 
ing tree on a green, facing a burial-place; 
after which all th^ jigees, . except three or 
four^ went away. 

They being gone alfp, a man came 
carrying a pigeon on a fiicki but it was 
i];«>Vkft Udder the tree with the yams. 
Here a paufe enfiied, and the gentlemen 
afking if the ceremony wa© over, were 
told no, but that Taboo would come pre- 
fently, during which time they could not 
be upon the fpot, but might retire behind 
the fence of a plantation not far off, through 
which they might look and fee the whole. 
Omai being pf their own complexion, 
and dreffing himfelf in their manner was 
readily admitted, and Captain Cook being 
defirous of feeing the whole, was with 
much diflSculty, fuffered to be prefent, 
-though not till he had ftripped himfelf 
•from his waift upwards.

At t^t in tite afternoon the other 
genttemen were cendufted to the fence o£ 
tiie plantation, and on looking through, 
faw a number of people aflfembled to- 

r 

jgcthcr under *hc fame tree the yams 
were left in -the morning. Soon after 
came the prince (a fine boy about twelve 
yearft old) attended by three agees, and 
followed by fifteen couple of women^ 
each couple carrying a long flip of white 
^ cloth. The prince then feated himfelf on 

the green with his attendants, as did the 
women, who delivered the cloth, and then 
rofc up and feated themfelves at a diflance* 
Immediately after this, feveral men cams 
with each his coco nut branch and largii 
flick, and in the fpace of three minutes 
made a commodious little houfe, to which 
the prince withdrew with the agees who 
attended him. After that came Powla-* 
how attended by two men, and fat down 
at a fmall diflance from the houfe. A- 
fhort paufe enfucd, when upon fomething 

being faid by a man who appeared to be 

mafter 
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ihaftef o^ the ceremonies, feveral of tfie 
jpeople who were feaied ran ofF, and aftei* 
ft ihort flay returned. Then two men camt, 
with each a green bough in his hand^ 
made their obeifadce to the prince, and 
for a few minutfes fat before him. Thaj: 
done, the ageed with the' yams came in 
by pairs j laid them down at ,bis feet, 

and feated themfeJyes, round him. j Yfh^^ 

the man, mentioned before iB mAfter ef 

" -A - 

the ceremonies, made k fpeech, afld ,was 
knfwered by different people, feemihgly 
in the affirmktive^ \The : haran jgue con- 
tinued about a quarter of an hour, after 
which all the people difperfed^ and thus 
ended the ceremony for the day. 

The n^xt day it was repeated with fome 
littk variation; for they pref^nted him 
with fifh of differefit kinds and awa; a»d 
befides the women's bringing clotb<Xome 
' of (he men liid mats before him, Which 
with the cloth were wrapped round him, 
fo that by the tkn6 the whole was ovw, 
hfe had more things upon bim than lie 
Vol. L G could 
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eduld move under. The whole conciudftd 
with entertainments of boxing, wieftlingj 
dancing, &c« / 

This ceremony fee^ns to be an allegpri- 
eal pr figurative acknowledgment of the 
obedience of the people to their prince. 
The yams which were brought probaUy 
implied, that they would always fupply 
him with whatever was neceflary for the 
luppof t of life, as- good fubje£ts ought to 
do. The cloth brought by the women 
(which is their peculiar manufadure) 
«ftight have nearly the fame meaning, 
and fo of the fifh and awa. The fubfiaiice 
of the fpeech nvight be to. inform the 
people, that the prince was arrived at 
fcch an age, and to know if they would 
acknowledge him as king after the death 
of his father, to which it is likely they 
gave an anfwcr in the aflSirmative. 

jfuly loth. Captain Cook prefented 
Powlahow with a bull and cow, a fow 
and bdat^ and two ducks. To Feenow^ 
he gave a horfe^and mare, and to Malla- 

wagga 
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wagga a ram and twd ewes ; but the oM 
gentleman paid fo little attention to them, 
that the captain ordered them to be 
brought on board again. 

On the morning of the nth, both the 
ihips weighed, and made fail, and were 
employed till fix at night in turning to the 
eaftward, between two reefs not more 
than a quarter of a mile afunder. 

At feven we anchored, but having frefli 
gales and fqually weather, the Difcovery 
drove off the bank, and was obliged to 
weigh her anchor, and make fail : Iha 
continued working to windward till one 
the next morning, and then anchored a- 
gain. During the night we hadfrefh gales; 
at nine in the morning, (July 1 2th) we 
got in the boats; and at eleven weighed 
out anchors. We continued turning to 
the eaftward till the 1 3th, when we came 
to, off the weft fide of Middleburgh, and 
foon after we moored fhip } when the 
N. W. part of Middleburgh bore N. 
26 E J a fmall ifland N. ^13 W. the 

G £ ■ . eaft 
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baft part of Amfterdam N. 30 W. and 
'the S. part N. 78 W, our diftance from 
ihore three quarters of a mile. 

^on after we had fecured the Ihips, 
a double canoe arrived from Amfterdam, 
probably with idftruflions to the people at 
what rate to fell their various articles, and 
to inform them of the prices we had given. 
The following day the gunners were fent 

on fliore as ufual, to trade» and found 
abundance of every thing, particularly 
ihaddocks, with which this ifland abounds. 
The natives treated us with civility, but 
not in the fame degree as at the other 
iflands. We flaid here till the 17th in- 
ftant, when the fliips being ready for fea, 
and every thing got on board, we weigh- 
ed oui" anchorS) and made fail, ihaping 
ouf courfe for Otaheitee, having fome livfc 
hogs on board, a number of yams, and 
fome cafks of corned porls. 
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CHAP. IX- 

Account of the Friendly IJlands-^^roduce"^ 
animals'^defcription of the natives — drefs 
*— boufes — food — cookery — amufements--^ 
manufaSlures — canoes — burial places — ^ 
funeral ceremonies-^orm of government— ^ 
"weapons. 

MANY particulars have already been 
related of thefe iflands in the 
coutfe of the laft voyage ; but as our ftay 
among them this time was of a much 
longer duration, of courfe we had a greater 
fcope for obfervations. But much re-, 
mains for future navigators; the moil 
perfedl account we can produce is at beft 
but a confufed piece of work, and what 
little we can relate i^ in general confined 
to a few common articles, fuch as the drefs, 
fpod, and manufadtures of the natives ; 
every thing beyond being little more than 
pnjedure. It is from the form of govern- 
ed 3 meat, 
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ment, laws, manners, cuftoms, and reli- 
gion of a people, that we are. to derive 
amufement and inftrudtion: and as the 
only road to obtain this, is by a know- 
ledge of the language of the country, 
every account that can be given muft of 
courfe fall far fhort of the truth, till that 
knowledge is acquired. 

Anamooka^ or Rotterdam, lies in lat. 
20 deg. 14 min. S. it is almoft furround- 
ed by a reef of coral rock, and affords no 
good harbour- The foil is rich and fer- 
tile, except when you approach the fhore, 
where it becomes landy : it is of a very 
moderate elevation, and is well clothed 
with trees of various kinds, but affords 
but little good water, on which account 
the natives are obliged to go inland for 
what they ufe in cooking. ' 

Our watering-place was nearly a quar- 
ter of a mile from the beech, and was in 
fa£t nothing more than a (landing pool, 
in which the natives bathed themfelves ; 
the water was both thick and muddy, and 
^ not 
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not very palatable, but we found no bad 
cfFefts from the ufe of it. 

The Happi iflands lay in about a S. W, 
direction from Anamooka; Lefoogo^ 
which is the name of that) off which the 
{hips anchored, is in latitude 19 deg. 46 
min. S. and longitude 185 deg. lo min^ 
E. They are all (at leaft all we faw) low, 
flat iflands of fmall dimenfions, and afford 
but little water: moft of them are weU 
covered with trees, which prove the foil 
to be good. 

Tonga-taboo, or Amfterd^m, is in lat. 
21 deg* 8 min. S. and 185 deg. 8 mtn^ 
£• longitude. It is the largeft that w(^ 
faw of the Friendly Ifles, and is low an4 . 
flat, without the leaft elevation. Watfr 
here alfo is a fcarce article, fo much fo 
that we were obliged to dig a wejl upon 9 
fmall iiland about three miles from the 
(hips; but after all it ppved 1}rackii|| 
;^qd unpalatable. 

Middleburg, or Eaoowe, i$ to the 
^Qi(^'n9,xd of Amfierdam, in lat. 2 x d;g« 

, ^4 n 
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is I inin. S» This ifland is by far the moft 

pleafant of th6 whole, and is interfperfe4 
with lawQS> hills, and dales, as beautiful 
as can be conceived. The foil upon t^e v 
hills is nearly of the colour of red oker, 
that in the vallies black and rich. It af- 
ibrds fine water, but not convenient for 
the ufe of fhips, being too far inland. 

The iflands of Va-vow aijd Fidgi we 
never faw ; but hj the account of the na- 
tives they are both high land, and plen- 
tifully fujpplied with water. 

The foundation of all thefe iflands, is 
a folid bed of coral rock^ the points of 
which projedl even upon the tops of the 
hills in fome places. The inland parts 
are but thinly inhabited, the natives pre? 
ferring thofe which are neareft the fea 
for the convenience of launching their 
canoes. This however muft not be taken 
in a general fenfe, for fome of the chiefa 
have their houfes a confiderable diftance 
from the Ihore. 

Tt^e houfes do not form towns or vil- 
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lages, but are built about five hundred 
yards or more from each other, and gene- 
rally in the midft of a plantation; the 
whole of which is frequently fenced in f 

with a hedge of bamboo, or reeds with a; 
door-way ; and fometimes a man's whole 
eftate is inclofed in this manner, 

Thefe iflands are populous, but W9 
cannot pretend to afcertain the number 
of inhabitants. Their produce is bread- 
fruit, plantaips, bananas, coco nuts, 
yams, tarrow, a kind of fyreet potatoe of 
a yellow colour, a fruit refembling an ap- 
ple, which we never faw ripe, fugar cane, 
a nut (inocarpus edulis^ Forft, Nov. Spec. 
Plant.) which eats much like a chefnut, 
particularly when roafted, and very fine 
Ihaddocks. The latter wergpery plenti- 
ful at Middleburgh j at AnSiooka they 
were fcarce, bpt at Amfterdam there were 
none. They havp alfo many trees in 
common with the Society Ifles ; fuch a§ 
the toa-tree (cafuarind equifetifolia. Forji.) 
tjif? Chinefe paper jnulberry- tree, the 

caqdk- 
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caadlc-tree (aUurites triloba^ ^orfi.) the 
Barringtonia fpeciofa^ the atkroda£tilis fpi^ 
noja^ and feveral others. 

Their tame animals are hogs, dogs, and 
poultry i they have likewife rats, and a 
very large fpecies of bat fvefpertilio vam^ 
fyruSy Linnai.J Lizards are very ni|-» 
inerous, particularly aBout the houfes, 
and a large green lizard fomething like a 
guano, but fmaller. The natives never 
deftroy either of thefe, but fufFer them 
to run about unmolefted ; and when any 
of our people through wantonnefe killed 
?iny of them (which frequently was the 
cafe) they always exprefled their difap- 
probatioQ, by telling us it was very bad. 
Their 4)irds^re ducks, herons both white 
and grey, ki'ngsfifhers, rails, doves and 
pigeons, parroquets, cuckows, and a very 
fmall fpecies of martin. The fea affords 
variety of fifli, but they did not appear tq 
be a very great article of food, at leaft 
during our ftay. Both the green and 
bawk's-bill turtle are found here, and

muft be rather plentiful, If v we may 
judge from the ^quantity of tortoife-fhell 
which they expofed to fale. There are 
variety of fliell fifh, and fome of the moft 
beautiful little crabs that can be con- 
ceived. 

The people of both fexes are tall, well 
made, and exadily proportioned. We 
did not fee one inflance of deformity 
amoiigft them. The men are in general 
c above the middle fize, but now and then 
you meet with one below that ftandard ; 
the women are tall in proportion, and 
rather mafculine. Their complexion is 
dark olive, but in thofe who are expofed 
to the eflFeds of the weather it is much 
darker, while thofe whofe fuperior ftatioa 
in life entitles them to a greater degree 
of indulgence, are confiderably lighten 
The natives of Fidgi of both fexes are 
greatly darker than any of the other 
iflanders, their complexion nearly ap- 
proaching to black. 

Theit 
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TheiF features are generally good; 
their eyes bright and lively, their noft 
fomewhat flat, their mouth and lips weH 
proportioned, the former not being too 
wide, nor the latter too thick, and their 
teeth as white as ivory. 

Their hair is originally black, but both 
inen and women have a method of dreff; 
ipg it with lime and other materials, 
which render it of various colours, brown, 
yellow, white, &c. We once faw an old 
man whofe hair was of the deepeft car- 
rotty colour. 

Long hair is a mark of diftindion, and 
i^one are pernpLitted to wear it but the 
principal people* The agee girls and 
women let it hang in ringlets down tq 
their waifts, and the men likewife wear 
it in the fame form. This is the only 
place where we faw (having in falhion, 
for the men, particularly the agees, are 
very anxious to free themfelves from their 
beards* This is performed with twofliella 

whof^ 
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Wiiofe outward forface is rather fought 
and by rubbing the edges together, at 
\ the fame time inclofmg the beard between 
the fhells, they cut it tolerably clofe. 
. This operation however is rather . pain<» 
ful and t/^dipus, and obferying how ek- 
peditious and clean we performed it, they 
were defirous of trying it alfo ; and it fo 
far exceeded their expectations that feared 
a day pafled without plenty of cuftomcrS. 

They have a cuftom of anointing their 
heads, necks and bofoms, with an oil 
which they call monoi ; it is fqueezed from 
the kernel of the cocoa-nut, and after- 
wards perfumed very highly with various 
fweet-fcented flowers and herbs. 

Both men and women are marked or 
tattowed ; the former from the fhort ribs 
to the knee, and fometimes lower, the 
latter upon the infide of the hand. Some 
of thefe marks fcem to be to diftinguifh 
the diflFerent tribes to which they belong, 
the other poffibly are for ornament. The 

inflru* 
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inftruineiits lifed upon this occafion arc 
nearly the fitiie afi at Otaheitee# 

Their cloathing confifts of mats of 
different degrees of fincnefs, and cloth 
made of the Chincfe paper mulberry-tree. 
Both men and women drefs much alike. 
The better fort always wear a great deal 
more than their inferiors: their drefs 
confifts of one large piece of cloth wrap- 
ped feveral times round their middle, 
and tied with a fafh or girdle of the fame 
kind; tlie upper part is plaited or folded, 
fo that it may be pulled up to theihould- 
crs if neceffary, the bottom part reaches 
below the calf. Over this they put a 
fine mat fimilar to what the natives of 
•Otaheitee call pooerou. They wear no 
covering upon their feet or legs. Round 
their necks they frequentl)^ put a kind of 
ruff or necyace of flowers, or leaves of 
various kinds which are generally chofen 
for their fragrance or colour: thefe or- 
naments they call cau-coUa^ Rings of

tortoifc- fhell are very generally worn both 
by men aijd women. 

The houfes of thefe people are of va- 
rious fizes and dimenfions, according to 
the wealth and degree of the pofleffon 
The roof, which is elevated upon fix or 
eight pofts, is well thatched, either with 
the branches of the coco nut tree, or 
with thofe of the .palm-tree. Some are 
open all round, but the major part are 
inclofed on one fide. The richer kind of 
people build their houfes in the midft of 
their plantations, which are fometimcs 
of confiderable extent, and furrounded 
with a fence of bamboo. To thefe you 
enter by a door tied to a poll with a cord 
made of the braided fibres pf the coco 
nut ; this opens and (huts as if hung up- 
on hinges. The floor is always covered 
with mats, upon which they fit in the 
day, and fleep in the night. Their fur- 
niture is not confiderable ; it confifts of 
a large wooden di(h, in which they mix 
their awa ; bafkets of different forts and 
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fizcs, In which they put their combs, iiffe- 
hooks, and tools; two or three ftooU, 
*^hich they ufe as pillows, a bundle ot 

two of cloth, and frequfently ^ tame 
pigeon upon a flick. 

As tjiefe iflands produce the fame 2tr- 
ticks of fdod a^ the Sotietjr Ifles, of 
courfe there can be ho great variation ih 
their mannetbf liyitig. Bread-fruit, yams, 
plantains, and tarrow, generally conftitute 
their meals; for though they have hdgs 
and fowls, they are only^ eaten upon par- 
ticular occafions. Their method of cook- 
ing them is the fame as at Otaheitee. 
Sometimes they drefs a few fifh; thefe 
they boil in the green leaves of the plan- 
tain-tree, which ferve as a bag t<J hold 
both fifti and water. Having tied them 
up, they wrap them again in three or fouf 
other leaves, and place them upon a mim- 
ber of ftones made hot for that purpofe, 
till they are done fufficiently. They then 
take out the fifli, and pDur the foup into 
little cups made of the green plantain 

leaf 
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leaf, of which every one in company has 
one, and as they eat tKe fifh they drink 
a little of the foup, till both are expend-* 
ed. They are not very nice in cleaning 
the iifh, but eat bones, guts, and fcales all 
together. 

Their drink is water or coco nut milk 
in general : but the better fort of people 
always take a draught of awa before they 
eat; we never faw them ufc it at any 
other time, and, even then, they are far 
more moderate than the people of Ota- 
heitee, and make it in a much cleanlier 
manner. 

There is a law or cuftom here, which 
forbids, at particular times, a perfon of in- 
ferior rank to eat in the prefence of his 
fuperiors^ and even Powlahow is npt ex- 
empt from it; for upon the unexpeded 
appearance of thofe two before men- 
tioned people, whilft he has been eating, 
he has immediately defiiled^ and put the 
' viftuals on one frde, apparently a good 
deal confufed^

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They rife as foon as it is ' Ughx, and 
the firft thing they do, is to wiCb thcm- 
felves ifl the fca^ and afterwards in ffefli 
water, whiQh they ,collc(9: in fiaiaJl wfcUs 
pr pits dug for that pdrpofe. After this 
they lit down to their breakfaft, Mrhich, 
as has been before obfervedi g^cnerally 
codfifts of bread-fruit, yams, or plaatains : 
this ^nded» 'every one amufes himfelf as 
he thinks proper. If there is any buiinefs 
goin^ forward, that of courfe -becomes 
ihe objed ; if not,, they fit and difcourfe 
of indiiFerent things^ 

As the heat of the day comes. -on, they 
for the moft part ileep* Their firft meal 
being fo early, they generally eat agi^ia 
about eleven, and in the afternoon about 
four. At eight in the evening, or as 
foon. as it becomes dark, they fup, and 
foon after retire to reft. 

Their amufements are dancing, wreft- » 
ling, finging, and boxing, at all which 
they are very expert. The dances of the 
women are generally if not always in the 

8 evening, 
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iJ^ettirigj and by torch-light* Upcm this 
bccafion they are always Well-dreffed : 
their heads are decorated With Wreaths, 
coirippfed of a plant fomething like ivy \ 
tound theit waift they wear ari elegant 
piece of cloth, and over it a broad fringe 
of plantain kavesi The whole of this 
drtifs is very becoming, and fets off their 
pttfonSj which are naturally good, to thd 
gr^ateft advantage. Theif movements 
are tery regulari and they keep excellent 
time to their mu0€, which confjfts of* 
pieces of bamboo of virions lengths, cut 
off at One of the joints* Thefe the men j 
who perfotm the inftrumehtal part, hold 

in their hands, and ftfike one eiid againft 
the ground \^ this emits a hollow fouhd, 
deep in proportion to its length. One 
man likewife holds in one hand a jpiecd 
of bamboo about three i^tt long, and 
with the other ftrikes it with a fmall piece 
of ftick, keeping time with the othef 
men ; this mufic is far from being dis- 
agreeable* The muficians fit together, 

H % forming 
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forming a fmall circle, and the women 
dance round them, and their attitudes 
and motions are beyond defcription. 

The men very rarely intermix in the 
women's dances, though we once faw Po- 
lahow in the midft of them, and, notwith- 
ftanding his corpulency, he kept as good 
time as the beft of them. The dances 
of the men differ very little from thofc 
of the women ; but in their grai^d hei- 
vahs they fometimes perform together. 
Th^ mulicians in this cafe are more nu- i 
mefous, and moft of them fing, but not 
all in the fame key, for they have diffe- 
rent parts, as we have of treble, bafe, 
tenor, &c. ; and tlie harmony which 
arifes when the mufic and finging are 
joined is very pleafmg. Befides the bam- 
boo they have a kind of drum, formed 
out of the hollowed trunk of a tree, upon 
which they Urike with wooden drum- 
fticks: this, flrange as it may appear, 

adds much to the agreeablenefs of the 
whole. 

Their 
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Their grand heivahs feem to be divided 
into different adls: they firft begin with 
a dance of the men, which continues 
near a quarter of an hour ; and when 
finifhed, another large party of perfor- 
mers come in, and divide themfelves in« 

to two companies, not forming a circle as 

in' the dances, but a Kne, with the mufic

Every performer has a fmall wooden 
inftrument in his hand, about three feet 
long, fliaped fomething like a baker's 
peel. As foon as the mufic ftrikes up, 
they alfo begin and perform an incredible 
number of motions with this inftrument, 

H 3 all 
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all moving as if only one mtn^ with 
grea|: quicknefs ^nd m exa<S time to the 
mufic. After this has continued about 
feven or eight minutes, tliey all, by very 
gradual and indeed a^fnoft imperceptible 
degrees^ change places, ib that ihofe who 
\^ere behind are now in front, jpmd thofe 
who were in front ^re now in the mid- 
die, obferving the different attitudes anc| 
motions with the inftruments throughout 
the time. This continues til| they havp 
all regained their proper places, whcft 
the two- companies recede from each 
other ftill farther, and fobn after two 
men ^ake their appearance^ drefled iif a 
very antic manner, with each a kind of 
club in his haiid. ^he various motions, 
adions and attitude^ which thefe two 
harlequins put themfelves into, together 
^ith the regularity and exaiEknefs they 
obferve, are fi^ch as cannot be defcribed, | 
apd even if they could, perhaps would 
pot be credited. During th^ir perform 
^jpanpe, the two fpippaniifs remain inr 
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a<aivc^ but a$-f(x?i\ ?is,tbe barle(pin8 arc 
retired, they begin again, but vary ia tiicir 
performances^ defcribin^ ^JFcles ah4 femi- 
circles' in this manner^ 
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and exchange their places as before ; ia 
fliort, the whole of their performance is 
fuch as does the greaterf credit, not only 
to thofe who bear a part in it, but to the 
people in geaeraJ. 

Their wreftling tnatche* are ratjch like 
, thofe of Otaheit«e-, ^- is tbcir mode of 
chalkngiJig, viz- by ftrikiog with thft 
hollow of tbtir right hand upon the bend- 
ed joint of tbeic kft. elbow^ which pro- 
duces a loud hollow found, fomething 
refembling.that.of a pbild^s pop-gun, it 
will therefore be unneceflary to lay more 

^bout it« 
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Wheti aimaa"£ives a clialleflge to tox, 
he throws out his arms, fir(| his right and 
then his left, feve'ral times,, as if ftriking 
at fomebody, at the fame ;tim« dancing' 
as it were round the circle (for a circle 
is moft qonjmonliy foriped by the fpcijiaT. 
tors), if any one jiccjejgts ij;, he gets up 
and does the fame,, after which they fall 
to, and generally give and receive very 
fevere blows, till one oi* other owns him- 

felf vanquifhed ; but if one chances to

knock down the other, the conteft is im- 
mediately at an end.' 

The vidor, either In v^reftllng or box- 
ing, receives a kind of plaudit from the 
company* The women frequenitly: en- 
gage in thefe ooxing matches, and fome- 
times deal heavy blows. But; this kind 
of diverfion an^ongft th^ fem<^le/ex did. 
ftot altogether coincide vvith our ideas of ' 
delicacy, and we exprefled our difappro* 
bation of it, which had fo good an eflFedl, 
that we never, faw it a fecond time. 

Another 
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Anothcr'kifldof diverflorithfey have is 
fomething fimilar to' 6i5r Ciidgel playihg, 
only in lieU of ftickfe they ufe clubs made 
of the bottom part of the branch of the 
coco nut tree; 'Vvhich is liat'd and Very 
toiigh: With' thele ' tWey^ will engage 
each. other for a con fider able time: they 
fhew great dexterity in warding iff and' 
parrying the hlows or their antagonifts,

but they fometinies get terribly banged 
about the head, and in the courfe of the 
fight, mu ft fufFer feyerety-j but fuqh is,their^ 
great good*nat3jirQ, thai; wp never faw aa 
inftance of a blow being giyqn la anger. 

Thefe Tports^ sk well as _thc before 
tnentionied. disrnce, ace feldon^ ^xhibit^d 
but upon particular da^k, for the enter- 
tainment of the' king* and' his nobility, 
many of wb6iii ftecjuehtiy eiigige' iti 
them, and frttrietimes Po^khdw lays His 
dignity afide foit a^ time, \ - ahd'flatnccs tWth

Their firtgihg haS l3teri occafionifly 
mentioned before, but their common fongs 

I are 



helvsih^^ la thefe there are no feparate 
parts, but the whole i& fung in one tune: 
they have a greater variety of notes thaji 
the people of Otaheitee, and thofe who 
jGng (generally two ^or thtee ^irls, and 
fometimes a man and a girl) fnap their 
fingers throughout the whole of the fong,, 
which feems to be by way of keeping 
time. 

Their inufical jnftrume;its are drtims^ 
flntcs, pieces of bamboo, as before ob- 
ferved, and a kiiid of pipe fimibr ta the 
ffrinXy ct ^ula dgrefih df the ancients^ 
The flute* We made of a joint of bamboo^ 
about eighteen inclies long, ^nd clofed at 
both ends** They have four hcdes^ one 
at each end> bvA on each fide^ fo that 
either end may be'ufed: to three of 
thefe holes they apply the middle fii]^er 
ai the left hand/ and the thumb and 
middle finger of the fight j the othw they 
apply to the right or left noftril, as iat 
Otaheitee* The tunes which they play 

vipon 
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jopon them, though not vadou^. (n Uz^ 

our cars were, not nice enough to difUa- 
gui(h any very material diiFerence) are 
both pleafihg and mufic^^U 

The pipes are comppfed of ieven or 
eight joints of reed of unequal lengths^ 
arid fecured together by the. fibres of the 
coco nut. Though this inffarument was 
very cbmmon amongft them, wefeldom 
faw them ufe it. 

Challity among thefe Iflanders i$ not 
^uch regarded as a virtue; for, except 
moft of the Agee girls, who were proof 
againft every temptation that was offered 
them, there were very few that had the 
leaft objedion to a private interview. 

The manufadures are .cloth, mats, and 
balkets. The former" is made of the Chi^ 
nefc paper mulberry-tree, and xmdergoes 
the fame procefs as at Otaheitee, only the 
inftrument made ufe of in beating it out ' 

is not grooved biit plain, ^ They print it 

in various patterns, with a kind of damp 

fQade of reed or cane j the colours they 

make 
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IThe canocd^of thefe iflandfi are, wittWtill 
«sceptioii, the b^ we ever faw: thd 
double ones are made large eoough to 
carry fifty or fixty people, and fail at a 
^eat rate* Upon them they generally 
fix or ere£t a hut or (hed which is for 
the reception of the maftcr afad Hs 
wives and famfly. They are di made 
of the bread fruit-tree, whi^h is an ei- 
cecding light wood; the workmanlhlp i$ 
very neat, and they appear qn the outfide 
as if compofed of one folid piece : biit 
>Dpon clofer infpedion, you find that 
they coiifift of a great number, which fit 
exaftly one with the other*, and by 
means of a ledge on the ihfide are fe« 
cured together with coco nut line. The 
fingle ones are filrnifhed with an out- 
rigger. The large canoes are taken great 
care of, and generally put ifito a houfe 
built on purpofe. 

The burial places of thefe people are 
called Affia-tookai and every family of 

diftin^oa 
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tiifthidian has one belonging to It. ThcCi 
repofitories of the dead are generally 
^e<3:ed in fi3me retired fpot, axid fuxround^ 
ed with trees of a particular kind, fuch as 
ther^^nWif and atbrodaHyiis. The ground 
is ekrated in th^ form xy£ a moimt; aboat 
three or four feet high, upon the top of 
which are buik three ot, four clofe 
huts with a &nall door-way: in thefe 
diey depofit the bodies, and leave them. 
The mount is fometimes enclofed with ^ 
wooden fence, and fometimes with ftones. 
Thefe places are in general about one 
hundred and fifty or two hundred feet 
in circumference, but fome are much 
larger and rery neatly frnifhed* 

Of the ceremonies attending a funeral 
we can fay but very littk, as only one, 
that we know of, occurred during our 
ftay, -afidof this only one of our people 
got an accidental view. He was defirous 
of ieeibg the whoie, but they were quite 
aveife to an indulgence of that kitid. 
Upon this occafion, he faid fcvcral of 

themy botJi men and women, wore a 

wreath. 
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wreath, made of a twiaing kind of plants 
round their necks and waifts; and by their 
lamentations and geftures he judged them 
to be relations of the deceafed. 

All the information we could get of 
the tiatives relative to thefe affairs is, that 
upon the death of a perfori, all the rela- 
tions aflemble together, and make a dif- 
mal howling, beating themfelveS upon 
their cheek-bones with their fifts tiU the 
blood runs. This is looked upon as a 
great mark of afFedion, and the more 
they torture themfelves in this manner the 
greater efteem they are fuppofed to have 
entertained for the deceafed. They alfo 
cut off the firft joint of their little-finger ; 
the right-hand finger is dedicated to the 
father, the left to the mother. Cutting 
' off the hair is alfo another of their mourn- 
ing ceremonies. 

Thefe people believe the exiftence of 
the foul in a feparate ftate, and that after 
death they go to a very pleafant place, 
much fuperior to that which they enjoy 

during 
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during life ; for they fay it abounds v^ith 
every good, thing they can pofEbly wilh 

4 

for : but thefe blisful abodes are, accord- 
ing to them, entirely for the refidence of 
the agees, thofe of inferior rank not being 
fufFered to have any (hare in them. 

The form of government, with refpedt 
to its foundation, is much the fame as at 
the Society Ifles; but it is carried on 
v^ith much greater order and regularity, 
and a fuperior degree of refpedl is Ihewed 
to the king. No one dares to addrefs 
him without firft paying him homage, 
w^hich is done by kneeling down and 
bowing the head to his feet, which the 
perfon afterwards gently taps once with 
the fingers and knuckles of each hand, 
after which he feats himfelf at a diftance, 
and then proceeds to relate his bulinefs. 
The agees always fit at a diftance, form- 
ing a femi-circle, the king being in front 
with four or five of his attendants behind 
him, and generally an old woman near 
him, with a fan.

The crown is hereditary, and has becQ 
in the prefent family for five generations^ 
The king's authority, though abfolute in 
almoft every refpedt, is ftill in fome mea<^ 
fare curbed by Feenovw^ and Tubow : the 
former, Powlahow told us, could difpoflefs 
him of his throne, and kill him, if he vsras 
a bad man. By which he probably meant^ 
that if he neglected the duty of his fta- 
tion, or aded in a manner that would 
prove prejudicial to the good or welfare 
of the ftate, Feenow could lawfully de-' 
pofe and kill him. Tubow is likewife a 
3Qian of the firfl confequence ; his buiinefs 
is to infped: the wenuah taboo, that is 
to exarnine the (late of the iflands with 
refpe£t to their produce, and if Ihere is a 
probability of any one fpecies of provifion 
falling fliort (which fometimes is the cafe, 
particularly when the feafon proves dry)^ 
he is to taboo it, or iflue an order to for- 
bid its being touched till the next feafon. 
By thefe wife precautions they are entirely 
■ tdivefted of the fear of want. Soine few day a 
9 befoie 



before our departure from Atnfterdam aU 
moft every thing was tabooed, as our long 
ftay had pretty well draiped them of 
every thing they could fpare. 

The lower clafs of people are kept in 
great fubjedion by the chiefs, who in 
fad; do juft as they pleafe with them, and 
feem to regard them as an abjedt fet of 
beings, over whom they have an unbound* 
ed right. During our ftay at Anamooka^ 
immediately after the market for tjie day 
was over, one of the agees ordered the 
croud to difperfe, and every one to reiire 
to his home j which they not doing fo 
readily as he thought they ought, he 
caught up a large ftick, and fell upon 
them moft furioufly. One man w:a8 
knocked down, and when taken away was 
to all appearance dead. The agee took, 
no manner of notice of it, and walked 
away as unconcerned as if nothing bad 
happened. 

On the day our marines were exercifed 
on ftiore at Happi, Feenowi who was 

I 2 willing 
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Willing to know what execution our muf- 
kets would do at a diflance, defired them 
to fire at a canoe that chanced to be paff- 
ing by, and Ijill the man who was in her. 
This ftrange requeft was certainly not 
complied with, and we remohftrated with 
him as well as we could, on the cruelty of 
killing a man who had committed no 
fault ; his anfwer was, that he w^s only a 
flave and fit for nothing qlfe. 

Whilft we lay at Middleburgh, a man 
fitting very unconcerned, and looking on 
amidft the croud of people that fur- 
rounded our market-tplace on fhore, was 
on a fudden attacked by three or four peo- 
ple armed with clubs, who broke one 
of his thighs, fraftured his fkuU in a ter- 
rible manner, and in fhort difpatched him. 
This affair (hocked us a good deal, a^ it 
had the appearance of barbarity and cru- 
elty in the higheft degree; but, upon en- 
quiry, we found that the man had carried 
on an irtrigue with the wife of an agee, 
who, in conlequence of difcovering it, had 

fent 
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fent fome of his people, with orders to 
difpatch him wherever they found him. 

Thefe people are feldom at war except 
with the natives of Fidgi (an ifland men- 
tioned before), whom they are much 
afraid of, and in general get terribly 
worfted. They told us thefe people 
were cannibals; an account which can 

« 

fcarce be credited, confidering the amazing 
fertility of the ifland, which our friends 
told us abounded with every good thing. 
This report however was not confined to 
a few people, for every one,^ upon being 
alked, agreed in the ftory. 

The weapons ufed at the Friendly Ifles, 
are clubs and fpears : the former made of 
the cajurina, or toa-tree, which is an 
exceeding hard and heavy wood, and are 
in general curioufly carved 5 their length is 
from three to four feet. The fpears are 
of diflFerent lengths, and barbed in various 
direftions with the bones of the fting- 
ray, which muft render them a moft de- 
ftrudlive weapon. They have likewife 
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bows and arrows, but never ufc them m 
war, confining them entirely to (hooting, 
at a mark. The natives of Fidgi, on the 
contrary, make them a principal weapon, 
and it is to this alone that thefe people 
afcribe their fuperiority j which circum- 
ftance one would think might induce 
them at lea ft to try the experiment. 

The weather, during our ftay at Ana- 
mooka, was very unfettled, and part of 
the time it rained very hard j the winds 
were variable. At Amfterdam it was ia 
general fine, but at Middleburgh we had 

much rain, with frefti gales from the 
RE. 
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CHAP. X. 

Leave the Friendly IJles — the Dijiovery 
carries away her main-top'^maji in u 
fquatt'-^difcover an ijland—fome of the 
natives put off-^a Jhort defcription of 
them and the ijland — continue our courfe 
to Otaheitee — and anchor in Ohitapeab 
harbour'^receive intelligence of the Spa^ 
niards having been there — who had ereSl^' 
ed a houfe and crofs on Jhore— leave three 
of their people tbtre^ and depart for Li-- 
ffia — they return^ and after a f^rt Jifij 
take away thfe they had left-^and 
again depart for Lima — Orette^ the 
friend of Mr^ Bougainville^ vifits us-^ 
fome account of the' place — the Moral of 
Wyeatuah — ungenerous behaviour of the 
Spaniards reJpeSfing us — leave Ohita^ 
peahy and arrive at Matavai bay — Otoo 
vifts the captains. 

ON July the 17th at noon, the ex- 
tremes of Middleburgh bore from 
N. N. E. to S. E. by S, our diftance from 
the neareft fhore about three miles. On 

I 4 the 
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the 20th, th^ variation of the compafs 
was 8 deg. 51 min. eafterly. From this 
time to the 28th, nothing material oc- 
curred ; but on the 29th, at halt pall fix 
in the evening, ^ violent and heavy fquall 
came on, which carried away the Difco- 
very's main-top-maft. This reduced them 
to thie nece|Iity pf putting up a jury-maft, 
which job was not completed till Augqft 
the 2d, in the afterrjoon. Auguft the.7tli, 
we found the variation 10 be 7 mi|i. eaft- 
erly, and on the 8th, at half paft eleven 
in the morning, beipg in latitude 23 deg. 
§y S. and longitude 209 dgg. 52 min, E. 
we faw land bearing N. N. E. of which 
the Difcovery made the fignal to the Rje- 
folution. At noon, it was about ten or 
twelve leagues diftant; but not being 
^ble to reach it, in any reafonable time, wc 
flood upon our tacks for the night. The 
riext day we flood in for it, and at eighf: 
founded, and got ground from eighteen 
to thirty fathoms, the bottom fine fand, 
about a quarter pf a mile from a break in 
the reef which fiifrpunded the ifland. 
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Some of the natives put off in two 
of their canoes, and came within about 
a hundred yar4s of the 0iips; they made 
many figns to us, and their language 
fecmed to refemble that of the Society 
Ifles. By their figns they feemed to wifli 
lis to depart; one of them founded a 

fc 4 

conk fliell, and at the fame time the 
reft brandiflied their paddles, rather in a 
threatening and menacing manner. We 
endeavoured by every means to perfuade 
them to come on board, but without ef- 
fed. 

They were ftout well made people, of 
the dark olive complexion; their hair 
was black and long, and fome few had it 
tied in a knot upon the top of their heads. 
Three or four had large pearl oyfter-fliells 
fufpended from their necks by way of nr-^ 

nament. The natives on ftiore appea^-e^ 
%o be numerous, and f )me of them were 
clothed in white; one or twoof thofe in 

the canoes had only a fmall ftrip of cloth 
rqund their waift, 

Their 
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Their canoes were neat ; the gunwale 
was decorated with white fhells, which 
had a pretty e£Fe£t : their paddles were 
like thofe of the Friendly Ifles, only not 
termxaating in a point, but on the con- 
trary quite round. 

The ifland had a pleafant appearance ; 
the interior parts rofe in moderately high 
hills which were covered with verdure to 
the top. Along the fhores were borders 
of low land which were well clothed with 
trees, particularly the coco nut tree. 

Off the weftern fide there was a break 
in the reef apparently wide enough to ad- 
mit a (hip with fafety. The natives call 
this iiland Toobooi. At nine we made fail 
and bore away, keeping a N. E. courfe, 
our obferved latitude at noon being 23 

deg. 9 min; S. 

On the 13th of Auguft, at half paft five 
in the morning, we faw the ifland Mai- 
tea bearing N. by W. and at feven de- 
fcried Otaheitee, bearing W. by N. 7 N* 
At noon the extremes of Otaheitee-ete> or 

the 
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the leffer ifland, bore W. f S. and S. W, 
by W. diftant about fix leagues j our 
obferved latitude being 17 deg. 44 min. 
6. At fix Ohitapeah harbour bore S. W. 
diftant two miles. As we approached the 
land, the winds became light and variable, 
being affeded by the furrounding moun- 
tains. Captain Cook therefore thought it 
moft advifeable to ftand off and on for the 
night, and take the advantage of the 
morning to get in. At day light, the 
entrance of Ohitapeah harbour bore S, by 
W. fix or feven miles diftant, and at tea 
we anchored, in thirty ^-two fathoms, and 
foon after moored Ihip. 

The fliips were fcarcely anchored, be* 
fore numbers of the inhabitants came off 
to us, and prefently recolle&ed fome of 
their old acquaintance, at the fight d 
whom they exprefled great joy ahdfatif- 
faction; and it might be fuppofed, that 
they were equally happy in feeing their 
countryman Omai returned after fo long 
1^ voyage.— »0n the contrary, they fcarcc 

took 
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took any notice of him, and had he not 
dealt out his prefents of red feathers, &c^ 
pretty largely, it is poffible they would not 
have fpoke to him. The next day, after 
fome general enquiries, we found that 
Oberea and Wyeatuah (who was king of 
Otaheiteee-te, or Tiarraboo, when captain 
Cook was laft here) were dead ; and that 
fome other Ihips had been there fome time 
after the Refolution's departure. This 
information of courfe excited our cu- 
riofity a good deal, and we enquired 
more particulalry into it. They told us, 
that about the latter end of the year 1774, 
there arrived two fliips from Remah (by 
which we fuppofed they meant Lima), 
that the people who came in them ftaid 
between three and four months, and had 
eredled a houfe on fhore. During their 
refidence, the commander, whofe name 
was Oridde, died, and was buried on fhore 
fome little diftance from the* houfe. At 
the departure of the fhips, they took with 
them four of the natives, who voluntarily 

offered

oflFered to go, and left behind them a 
young man called Marteemo, and two 
priefts.N 

At the end of about two months they 
returned and brought with them only 
one of the natives ; two having died at 
Lima, and the other choofing to remain 
there. They appeared this fecond time to 
be in a great hurry, and after a fhort ftay 
(during which time they were employed 
in wooding and watering), took back 
Marteemo and the two priefts, leaving 
ftrift orders with Wyeatuah to take care 
of the houfe, &c. as they intended to re- 
turn in a (hort time -, but however they 
never made their appearance again. 

Thefe were the heads of our informa- 
tion, which, as Omai was our interpreter, 
might come fomething bear the truth. 

The houfe, which was a wooden one, 
was divided into two rooms, one behind 

the other ; the windows, or rather port- 
holes, opened and fhut in the infide with 
Aiders. It is likely that the houfe was 

/ made 
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xnade at the place from whence the fhips 
came, as eyery plank was numbered. The 
furniture was very inconfiderable, con- 
lifting of a table, two or three ftools, an 
old tub, an old gold laced hat, and a few 
other trifling articles. At fome diftance^ 
in the front of the hotife, upon the fpot 
where the commander was buried, was 
ereded a large crofs with this carved in- 
fcription upon it, Cbriftus vineity Carolus 
tertius imperat. Captain Cook ordered 
it to be taken down, and the follow- 
ing words to be put upon it, Georgius ter- 
tius amis 1767 9 69, 74, 79. 

Marteemo, as far as we could under- 
ftand, was a very fenfible, clever young 
man, and held in much efteem by the na- 
tives. It feems probable, that he was l^ft 
there with a view of learning the language, 
manners, and cufloms of the country; 
in the former he told us he was very 
intelligent. The two priefts no doubt 
were to endeavour to make converts, but 
they did not appear to be very fuccefsful, 

for 
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for we could dlfcover no traces of the 
good efFcd: of their apoftolical miffion; 
and it is not unlikely, but that the re- 
rerend fathers might be fo far led aftray 
by the good things of thie ifland, and the 
condefcenfion of its female inhabitants, as 
totally to forget the bufinefs they were 
fent upon. 

The man who had been at Lima, was 
frequently on board the (hips, and very 
readily anfwpred any queftions we put to 
him relative to his treatment, &c. there. 
He appeared to like the Spaniards very 
well, but frequently exprefled his furprize 
at their not having red feathers (which 
are with thefe people the fummum bomm 
and extent of all their wilhes) as well as us. 
In this refped we were very fortunate 
having laid in a good ftock at the Friendly 
Ifles. Among many of our daily vifitors 
was a man called Orettee, who was an 
old taio of M. Bougainville's : feldom a 
day pafled without this man's dining on 
board the fhips, where he generally con- 
trived 
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trived to get drunk. , Of cur female vi-^ 
fitors, a woman whofe name was Poorahi 
was the principal v flie became captain 
Gierke s taio, and exchanged names with 
him. She generally had a fine young 
girl with her, whofe name was ( utopah, 
of a mod winnmg and engaging beha- 
viour. 

As our flay at this place was not of any 
long continuance, getting out . the Dit 
covery s maft was poftponed till •. e fhould 
arrive at Matavai Bay.^ - We were how- 
ever conftantly employed in getting in 
water, and ftarting that which we took in 
at the Friendly Ifles : our armourer^ too 
were continually employed at the forgef 
in making trade of various forts for the 
purchafing of provifions. 

The face of the country here exhibits a 
very different appearance from that of the 
Friendly Ifles. Mountains and vallies, 
hills and dales, and in fhort every thing 
confpire to form the mofl: romantic views 
imaginable j while at Amfterdam, &c. you 

had 
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had only one continued trad of low level 

) 

l^nd. At a little diftance from the fhips was 
a remarkably pleafant valley, which ran 
winding between the mountains to a great 
diftance ; in the midft of it is a fine ftream 
of water, which at the head of the valley 
takes its rife from a beautiful cafcade 
that appears to burft out of the rocks. 

On each fide the fl:ream are placed the 
houfes of the natives, interfperfed with 
plantations of bananas, coco nuts, bread- 
fruit, and a kind of apple-tree : the lofty 
hills on each fide, whofe tops reach be- 
yond the clouds, the variety of birds 
which are Continually flying from place to 
place, and the noife of the falling water, 
re-echoed by the furrounding hills, afford 
a fcene ftriking beyond defcription, 

Ohitapeah is the principal place of Ota- 

heitee-ete, being the refidence of the king 
and moft of the principal people. Tlie 
prefent king is a minor, and fon to the 
late Wyeatuah ; he is about ten years old, 
and is a fine lively fenfible boy. 

Vol. I. K The 
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The moral of the late king Hands up- 
on the banks of a rivulet not far from the 
Spanifli houfe ; it is very neatly fenced 
in with bamboo, and the corpfe is placed 
ppon a kind of bier, and wrapped up in 
t great quantity of cloth, over which are 
fpread feveral pieces of fcarlet wooUea 

cloth, which had been given him by the 
Spaniards. His houfe is at a little diflance 
from the moral, but almoft tumbled to 
pieces ; for thefe people never repair or live 
.in the houfe of any one that is dead j that 
and every thing belonging to it being raa, 
as they call it ; which word has nearly the 
fame meaning as taboo at the Friendly 
Ifles, and means unlawful or forbid. This 
word is ufed on many occafions; for in- 
ftance, if you aik any of the women to eat 
while the men are prefent, they will (hake 
their heads, and fay it is maa raa, or meat 
which they are forbid to eat. 

Thefe good people, notwithftanding 
ihey fupplied us very largely with every 
produce of the place, yet in feveral re- 
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fpeds had loft that, degree of cordiality 
for us, which was experienced in the 
couri*e of the former voyage. This we had 
great reafon to attribute to the infinuations 
and inal-praftices of the Spaniards, who 
(if the natives are to be relied on) took 
6very method to leflen that friendfhip and 
good opinion, which they faw thefe peo- 
ple entertained of us, by reprefenting us 
as a fet of idle, piratical peojple, who lived 
entirely by plunder ; that we had no 
place of abode, but were obliged to cruize 
about from place to place to procure a 
living, with many other circumftances 
equally falfe and unjuft. 

The behaviour of the Spaniards during 
their ftay was truly charaCteriftic ; fcarcc 
any of the natives were permitted to en- 
ter the great cabin, and not a woman was 
fuffered to come on * board ; the com- 
mander never went on fhore without a 
guard to receive him, which with the ad- 
vantage they had over us in fine fcarlet 
cloths (for the people of Otaheitee, lik^ 

K 2 moft 
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moft others, are fond of fhew), and the 
great ftate.they always affumed/abfb- 
lutely got the better of our poor friends, 
and they looked upon them almoft as a 
fuperior race of Beings. 

However we in fome mcafure over- 

• • • 

came their prejudices againft us, and by 
dealing out our prefents (particularly red 
feathers) in a judicious manner, they 
readily confefled we were more valuabfe 
taios than the Dons. 
The Spaniards left behind fcveral hogs^^ 

goats, and dogs, and Hkewife a bull and 
cow: the latter died, but the buM was 
kept at Oparre, the refidence of Otoo, and 
was really a fine animal. 

We ftaid at thiis place till the 23d in- 
jdant, when we weighed our anchors-^ 
and flood out of the harbour, at nine in 
the morning, with feveral of the natives* 
on board as paflengers. 

At noon the N. W. point of Otabeitee . 
bore N. W. by N.. diftant about three 
leagues, and the eaftermoft land in tight 
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S. E. I S. The Refolution, being a good 
way a-head, got into Matavia Bay before 
it was dark; but night coming on, and 
having very fqually weather, the Difcovery 
flood off and on, it being more prudent 
to take the advantage of the morning to 
get in, rather than run the rifque of get- 
ting too near the reef, which might have 
proved a dangerous affair. The next 
day, as foon as it became light, ihe ftood 

* 

in for the bay, and at eleven let go her 
anchor in five fathom of water, a fandy 
bottom, about half a mile from the neareft 
fliore. 

"We now fet about the neceflary pre* 
parations for getting out the Difcovery's 
maft; and/as captain Cook intended to 
refide here fome time, the aftronomers 
tents, inftruments, and other apparatus, 
were got on fliore, and eredled upon point 
Venus. The fliips tents were alfo pitch- 
ed, and the marines, with the coopers, 
and all the empty cafks, with various 
other afi^airs, were fent on fliore. 

K 3 The 
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The next day, Otoo with his brothers 
and fifters, vifited the captains. He is 
full fix feet high, and raw-boned, but not 
fat. Enue, who is his fecond brother, is 
a fine handfome young fellow, but great- 
ly addided to drinking awa ; the young- 
eft is about feventeen, a handfome youth. 
His three fitters are very plain women ; 
the youngeft, whofe name is Terrara, i^ 
a very agreeable lively girl. 



CHAP. 
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C H A P. XI. 

Omai finds his fifier married — her hnjband^s 
behaviour — he is led into temptation^ and 
turned out of the pip— the natives very in- 
genious at fabricating Jlories — an infiance 
of it — the people of Otaheitee engaged in 
a ipar with tkofe of Imaio — the cauje of 
that war — a human facrifice is offered to 
fhe god of war hy Tohaw—Jbme de^ 
fcription of the place of facrifice — Tohaw 
and his frimds Potatow and Tapaowy 
fail for Imaio — Otoo^s behaviour — is 
threatened by T^ohaw — we fail for Imaio 
'^^the natives Jleal two of our goats — 
arrival at Huaheine — lofe one of our qua^ 
drants — the thief taken — threatens 
Omaiy and is again confined — but makes 
his efcape — arrival at Uriatea — two of our 
people leave the fi:>ipS''^are at length taken 
--^leave Uriatea^ and fieer for Bora-bora 
— fome account ofthefociety of Arreois. 

OMAI found his fitter married and 
fettled here, who received him very 
cordially and afFedionately, but her huf- 
band, who was quite of the inferior fet of 

K 4 people, 
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people, would not condefcend or deign to 
fpfeak to him. But he foon altered his be- 
haviour, for finding that Omai was pof- 
fefled of many valuables, he then received 
him with open arms, and was continually 
with him, both on board and on fhore, 
An unlucky circumftance however hap-^ 
pened, for being one day on bo^ird the 
Refolution in the great cabin, juft before 
dinner, a knife and fork attfadled his no- 
tice fo much as to induce him to conceal 
them. It was foon difcoyered that the ufual 
number was not there, and the Captain's 
fufpicion immediately refting upon him^ 
he was fearched and the things found^ 
for w^hich he got a good flogging, and wa§ 

turned out of the fliip. Captain Cool; 
wiflied much to have fettled Qmai at this 
place, and' put him under the protection of 
Otoo ; but he never would hear of it, and 
declared that he would remain no where 
but at Huaheine, His reafon for fixiiig 
upon this ifland in particular was, b^- 
caufe its fituation he faid was very con- 
venient for him, to chaftife the infolcnce 
4 of 
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df the Bora-bora men, for whom he ha» 
the moft inveterate hatred. 

Omai had been very lavifh of his things 
at Ohitapeah, and he alfo diftributed them 
here in a manner that a good deal dif- 
pleafed Captain Cook, who often advifed 
him to be more frugal, but without efFed. 
The people at this place did not appear 
much to like him, and frequently turned 
up their nofes at him as he paffed 
along: but at length i^Tohaw (the lord 
high admiral, as we ufed to call him), who 
was a man of a fine generous fpirit, took 
a great deal of notice of him, gave him 
two or three fervants, and was very de- 
firous of his living with him, but Omai 
would not liften to reafon. 

We were now conftantly vifited by many 
of the principal arees, among whom were 
Oamnao (hufband to the late queen Obe- 
rea), Potatow, and Tohaw, 

On the 27th inftant, fome people from 
Ohitapeah came on board the Difcovery, 
and informed the Captain that two Spa- 

nifh 
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Bifh fKips had arrived at that place on 
the preceding eyening. He immediately 
waited upon Captain Cook, and related 
the information he had received : whilft 
they were<lifcourfing of the affair, one of 
the Indians introduced himfelf, and faid 
he had a£luaUy been on board on^ of the 
ihips, and that the clothing which he then 
had on, w^as given him by one of the. 
commanders. It appeared to be perfed- 
!y new, which, with the many protefta- 
tions and affurances the man made re- 
fpefling the truth of the report, induced 
Captain Cook to fend a boat, with an of* 
fleer, attended by this genius, who volun- 
tarily offered to conduct them, to afcer- 
tain the truth : in the interim both veffels 
were cleared for aflion, in cafe the Dons 
fliould think proper to attack us. On the 
evening of the 29th the boat returned, 
having looked into Ohitapeah harbour, 
where there was not the leafl appearance 
of a fhip^ confequently the whole was 
nothing more than a ftory which thefe • 

ingenious 
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Ingenious people had contrived to hatch 
up. Indeed their conductor was fo fen-r 
(ible of this, that he took the firft oppor- 
tunity of making his efcape by jumping 
overboard, and by that meaiis, in aJU 
probabiUty, efcaped a good kicking. 

We fpund our friends engaged in a 
war with a neighbouring ifland called 
Imaio, or York Ifland, which, as far as 
we could learn, appeared to be an old af- 
fair. When Captain Cook was at Ota- 
heitee in the courfe of his laft voyage, 
they were preparing a very formidable 
fleet to attack that ifland, which formerly 
was tributary to Otaheitee, but revolted 
fome years fince. Soon after the depar- 
ture pf the Refolution they failed, and 
upon lan.ding their forces a brifl;: engage- 
jnent enfued, apd our friends entirely 
routed thera, and obliged them to fly to 
the mquntains. They foon after fued 
for peace, and very gladly accepted of it 
upon any terms; when it was agreed 
^hat one of Tohaw's family flbould refide 

there 
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there as governor. This they readily 
aflented to, and for fome time appeared 
perfedly fatisfied; but it did not c6n- 
tinue long, for by degrees they began to 
difpute the authority of their new gover- 
nor, and at laft difpatched him. This 
was the caufe of the prefent war ; and in 
confequence of it, on the evening of tHl 
) ft of September, Tohaw offered a human 
facrifice to their god of war, whom they 
call Oro. Thefe kinds of religious rites 
we find are cuftomary things amongfl 
them upon any particular eccafion. The 
perfon facrificed is alway3 one of the low- 
eft and moft ufelefs perfon they can find : 
he is totally ignorant of the affair, till the 
perfons who are fent to difpatch him ar- 
rive, when they knock him on the head 
without any hefitation. The body is 
then conveyed to the place of facrifice 
with great form and ceremony. This 
place feems to be fet apart entirely for 
-religious affairs of this nature: oa one 
fide was a houfe for the refidence of the 

prieftsj 
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priells, at fome diftance from which was 
a large piece of board elevated upon two 
pofts rudely carved, upon which were 
placed feveral hogs and dogs that proba- 
bly were killeji upon this occafion. Near 
this was a kind of flat fhed raifed upon 
four pofls, and decorated all round near 
the top with garlands made of particular 
kind of trees, fuch as the emotoo, awa, 
* and etee, and upon its top feveral bunches 
of plantains and coco nuts were placed. 
On one fide was a kind of altar formed 
of ftone, and raifed about two feet from 
the furface of the ground, upon various 
parts of which Were fixed thofe rude 
kinds of carvings that are ufually to be 
diftinguiihed near morais, and in the midft 
of thefe were a number of human {kulls, 
which belonged to thofe who had former- 
ly been facrificed. Near the houfe were 
two large drums, upon which two men 
were almoft continually druming during 
the ceremony. The prieft takes out one 
of the eyes, which he offers to the god, at 
the fame time making a long prayer, im- 
ploring

ploring his protedion during the war< 
and begging that vidory may crown their 
arms, after which the body is interred. 

As it was Tohaw's relation whom the 
people of Imaio had murdered, he of 
courfe was the mdt adive man, arid had 
made great preparations; Otoo, Potatdw, 
and another chief whofe name was Ta- 
paow, were alfd to affifl: him. On the 
J 9th, the two latter, with Tohaw, failed 
for Imaio, whilft Otoo was to mutter his * 
forces and join him the next day. Ac^ 
cordingly there was a review of his war 
canoes ; after which, inftead of going to 
the affiftance of Tohaw, as was expeded, 
they all departed to the feveral diftri(9:s to 
which they belong ; the confequence of 
which was, the admiral and his friends 
were very roughly handled, and oblig- 
ed to make off in the beft manner they 
could. 

This b'fehaviour of Otoo enraged old 
Tohaw exceedingly, who declared ven- 
geance againft him, and even threatened 
to dethrone him, which he faid it was no 

Tery 
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very difficult matter to compaft, as Wye-* 
atuah, the young king of Tiarraboo, 
is his nephew; ^nd their combined forces 
might eafily give him a fhock which he 
would not readily get the bettfr of. 

On the 29th of September, in the af- 
ternoon, after taking leave of all our old 
friends atMatavai,both vefTels weighed and 
made fail, accompanied by Omai in a large 
double canoe, whichhehad purchafed there. 
Soon after we bore away to get clear of 
the reef, and at fix, being a good diftance 
from it, we brought to for the night, with 
the main-top-fail to the maft. . At day- 
light we made fail, fleering a due courfe 
for Imaio, which then bore about W. S. W. 
At eight we were pretty near it, and there 
being a fine bay a-head, the boats wefe 
got out to fee if there was a fufficient 
depth of water for the fhips. 

At ten they returned with an account 
of its affording excellent accommodations; 
we therefore flood in for it, and at eleven 
both fhips anchored in about feven fathom 

water, 
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water, with a muddy bottom, the Refolu* 
tion being on the eaftern fhore, the Dlf- 
covery on the weftern. It was till this 
[ time a matter of doubt, whether this ifland 
afforded a^ ihelter for vcffels, but we 
now found that a little farther to the eaft- 
ward there was another harbour equally 
as convenient as this. 

On Thurfday (Oaober the 2d), in the 
morning, the king of the ifland, whofe 
name is Mahine, vifitcd the captains ; he 
was attended by feveral people, and two or 
three handfome women. He appeared to 
be about forty, was above the middle fize, 
and rather fat ; he had many fears upon 
his body, and has loft one eye, all which 
he fays are the confequences of the many 
wars he has been engaged in. He has 
a fon who he intends to fucceed him, pro- 
vided he can become independent; but 
the people of Otaheitee will probably 
always be too powerful for him, and 
of courfe put in a king of their own 
choofing. 

We 
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We here heard of the death of Oammd, 
by fome people who had followed thd 
flaps from Otaheitee, who had been ill 
feveral days before our departure. 

On Monday evening (Sept. 7th), the 
natives ftole one of the Refolution's goats^ 
which, with our other live ftock, had been 
fent on fliore to graze: the large cutter^ 
with an officer, in the morning was dif- 
patched to Mahine's refidence^ to in- 
form him of the theft, and beg that he 
would exert his authority, and affift' us 
to recover it. In the evening he returned 
with the goat, and the perfon who had 
ftolen it ; who, in order to ftrike him 
with fome degree of terror, was, by order 
of Captaiti Cook, put into irons. 

But thefe ingenious people did not reft 
here, for during the abfence of the above 
boat, they ftole another. This proof of 
their dexterity greatly difpleafed Captain 
Cook, who, the next day, fent two ftrong 
parties on ftiore, well-armed, with orders 
to deftroy fome of their canoes^ &c. and 
Vol. L L fine© 
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fince lenient meafures proved inefFcdlnal, 
he was determined to aft with fome de- 
gree of feverity. One or two of their 
houfes were burnt, and feveral hogs 
brought off; which mode of conduct 
alarmed them fo much, that the day after 
the goat was returned. 

Having completed our wood and water, 
and got every thing on board, we weighed 
our anchors, and ftood out of the harbour. 

Imaio is, without exception, the moft 

pleafant of all the Society Ifles. Its ap- 
pearance is truly romantic, and it abounds, 
with variety of landfcapes that are de- 
lightful beyond defcription : it is divided 
nearly in the centre by a range of moun- 
tains, that rife in a variety of forms, ap- ' 
pearing like old ruined caftles or churches. 
At the bottom of them is a large tra£t of 
moderately high land, interfperfed with 
groves of varipus trees; en one fide of this,' 
the land makes a fudden break, and forms 
a moft delightful valley, beyond which 
* the fcene is beautifully contrafted, and 

the

the view clofed by feveral irregular moun-* 



tains. 



The next courfe we fleered was for Hu- 
aheine, which we foon reached, and an^ 
chored in Owharre harbour. Here the 
aftronomers tents, as well as thofe be- 
longing to the fhips, were again pitched; 
and, having the convenience of a large 
houfe, Captain Cook ordered all the 
bread, which was in a very rotten and 
bad condition, to be got on fliore and 
dried. As this was the ifland which 
Omai fixed upon for his refidence, the 
carpenters were fet to work to ered him 
a houfe to contain his valuables, which 
would by no means have been fecure in 
one of his own country, and in the courfe 
of a few days it was completed. Our 
reception at this ifland was very friendly; 
and one of the principal men, whofe name 
was Mahine, fupplied the Difcovery with 
abundance of hogs, fowls, and very fine 
bread-fruit ; the latter fuperior to any we 

had ever met with before. 
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One evening we were alarmed on board 
by the firing of a mulket from the £hore, 
and obferving moft of the natives running 
about in great confufion, we immediately 
fufpedled fome theft had been committed; 
boats from both Ihips were fent to en-^ 
quire into the caufe of thi$ uproar, arid 
upon their return, we found our conjec- 
tures proved true, for fomebody had ftolen 
a quadrant from one of the aflronomers 
tents, which being enclofed in a. box, and 
not put in fo fecure a place as it ought to 
have been, fome of thefe ingenious peo- 
ple had contrived to carry off. This was 
a lofs which could not be put up with ;

This plan was accordingly put in ex- 
ecution, and the gentleman confined in 
irons ; but a (Jay pr two ^fter, by (oxvlc 
means or other, which never could be 
found out, he contrived to make his ef- 
cape. Captain Cook ftrongly fufpeded 
^hat fomebody on board the fhip had fet 
him at liberty, which it is piore than prp- 
bable was the cafe. 

During our ftay, On^ai gave feveral 
entertainments on fhore, to which moft 
pf the gentlemen of the (hips were in- 
yited, and Captains Cook and Gierke al- 
ways made a point of being there, as it 
plight in the end prove ferviceable to 
him : for the natives feeiiig their coun- 
tryman fo much refpeded by the Cap- 
tains, might, on that account, be induced 
p behave better to him after their de- 
parture. 

\ The 
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The time at length arrived for failing, 
and in the morning Omai, attended by his 
two New Zealand boys, vifited both (hips, 
and with many tears took a moft affec- 
tionate leave of all his friends, who could 
not forbear fympathizing with him. Hav- 
ing got into his canoe, we again bid him 
farewell, got up our anchors, and foon 
after flood out of the harbour, making the 
beft of our way for Uriatea, with many 
f affengers on board, both male and fe- 
male. 

The next day we anchored in Oha- 
maneno, one of the harbours of that 
ifland ; and in the afternoon moored both 
fliips clofe to the Ihore, the Refolution 
being on one fide, and the Difcovery on 
the other. Many of our old friends 
came off in their canoes^ and, amongft the 
reft, Oreo, the chief of the ifland, who 
•eafily recognized Captain Cook: a brifk 
trade was foon opened oji both fides, and 
we had as plentiful a fupply of every 
thing as we could wiih for,

As this was the laft of the Society Ifle? 
we propofed flopping at, every thing wa^ 
got on fhore that wanted the leaft repair. 
Our tents were pitched, the forge eredtcd, 
parcies were fent to wood and water, and 
a proper place was fixed upon for making 
aftronomical obfervations. 

A day or two after our arrival, Boba, 
the chief of Otahaw, with his wife Teina- 
mai, waited upon usi and made the Capr 
tains a prefent of feveral hogs, bread-fruit, 
coco nuts, &c. Mr. Forfter mentions in his 
publication, that he was to be married to 
Miverua, the daughter of Opoone, king 
of Bora-bora; however that might have 
been> he now lives with TeinamaL She 
by no means anfwers the defcription 
given of her in the laft voyage, having 
fmce had feveral children; and is altered 
in every refped ^uch for the worfe, ex- 
.pept in her temper and difpofition, which 
are equally as good and agreeable as be- 
fore. 

We 
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We continued repairing our rigging, 
mending fails, wooding, and watering, 
&c with' all expedition, and were nearly 
upon the point of failing, when two of 
the Difcovery's people were miffing. As 
this happened in the evening, it was con- 
cluded that they were carrying on an in- 
trigue with fome of the ladies, and no 
more was thought of it; but the morning 
came, and hearing nothing of them, we 
were rather alarmed, and made very ftri(ft . 
enquiry of the natives, who at firft de- 
clared they were perfedly ignorant of the 
matter; but with much perfuahon one 
informed us, that they had the preceding 
night embarked in a canoe with two or 
three of the inhabitants, and paddled out 
to fea. 

Tkisat once difclofed the whole of their 
plan, and many circumftances occurred, 
which confirmed us in our fufpicion, viz. 
that they had made their efcape with'^a 
view of remaining with the natives, and 
one of them had gone fo far, a few days 

before, 
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before, as to. defi re Captain Cffoi^'?^ jper- 
miffion to ftayi • ; ; ., 
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No time was now tQ be loft m thq re- 
covery of thjeui': accordingly^ bp^ts ^W^Jl- • 
manned and armed were fent to different 
parts of the ifland, but all returned witSi- 
out gaining any intelligence: the next 
day was fpent in the fame manner, iand 
with as little fuccefs. 

We had now only one refoarce left, 
which was to fecure fome of thp principal 
people, and keep them, in cuftody till 6ur 
men were delivered up, whicb w^sjdpne 
the following day. 

Captain Gierke having occaiion t6 go 
on board the Kefolution, found Oreo's 
fon and daughter with her huiband tiiere, 
and having informed Captain Gookof his 
. intention, who readily agreed to. the plan, 
he invited them on board the Difcovery, 
under a pretence of giving ithjem fome 
hatchets, knives, and beads. As the 
Captain had frequently' made them pre- 
fents before, they accompanied him with- 
out 
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put the leaft hefitation, but no fooner were 
they arrived in the great cabin, than a 
pentinel was placed at the door, and the 
window fecured. This proceeding of 
courfe furprifed them a good deal, aq^l 
Captain Gierke having explained the rea- 
son of it, and the necefTity he was under 
: of doing it, they burft into tears, and beg- 
ged he would not kill them. He aflured 
them he would not, and that the moment 
Jiis people were brought back, they fhould 
be releafed : this however did not quiet 
their apprehenfions, and they continued 
in a ftate of great defpondency all night. 
No fooner was it known amongft the na- 
tives, that Moedua (which >Vas the name 
of Oreo's daughter), with her brother and 
hiiflband, were confined as prifoners, than 
a large party of women affembled on 
fhore, and even in the water near the 
jhips, and fet up a moft difmal howling, 
ftriking their bofoms, and cutting their 
Jigads with fharks teeth, which caufed a 

plentiful 
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plentiful efFufion of blood, and gave them 
the appearance of furies rather thaor wo- 
men ; fome ' worked themfelves up to 
fuch a pitch a^ to become nearly frantic, 
whilft the royal prifoners bewailed their 
fituation in filerit forrow. This continued 
near half an hour, when having entirely 

cxhaufted themfelves with paffion, they 
retired. 

In the evening, feveral of the chiefs 
had formed a defign of feizing Captains 
Cook and Gierke, as they took their even- 
ing walk, and would certainly have put 
it in execution, had he not received timely 
intelligence from a girl who came with 
us from Huaheine. She had been on 
fliore almoft the whole day, and towards 
evening came on board in a great fright,' 
telling us that Tootee and Taatee {the 
names the captains went by) would be 
killed. Captain Clerke was then on ' 
fhore. A ftrong armed party were diredty ^ ' 
fent, who in their way overtook feveral 
of the natives armed with clubs and flicks,. 

As 
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As foon as they faw our men they ap- 
peared much xonfufed, and made ofF, a 
few mufkets were difcharged after theiji, 
biit without doing any niifchief., The cap- 
tai^n in his walk had met; with Qne or two 
of the chiefs, and obferved feveral others 
lurking about, \yhich, with their beha- 
viour, made him rather fufpicious, fo. 
he very wifely turned back, and went on 
board the Refokition, which rendered their 
fcheme abortive. In the morning, Oreo 
came on board the Difcovery, anq with 
tears in his eyes begged perpwffion to 
/peak to his fons and daughter^* which be 
was fufFered tO' do. Being infocmcd,. 
that unlcfs he brought back our two ffien. 
Captain Gierke would carry the prif<H>ers 
to England, >ie faid he would do all iia 
his power to find them, and after a ihort 
ftay departed. . 

At length the runaways were brought on 

board, and put i|i ironSt and Moedua with 
her hulband and brother, fet at liberty : 
after receiving feveral prefents from, the 

captain, 
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taptain, 'as a fmall . recompence for theif 
confinement, they went on fhore, and wer^ 
received with great joy by their country- 
inen and women, who had affembled fbif . 
that pufpofe. 

Our delerters we found had paddled 
all night, and the next morning arrived 
at Bora-bof a ; and having relied them-* 
felves proceeded to a fmall ifland called 
Tubai, where they Were taken. 

Having nothing now to detain Us, wd 
got up our anchors, but the wind not 
proving favourable, we were obliged onc6 
more to let them go. However, on the 
9th of December (Sunday) we again 
weighed and made fail, accompanied 
by numbers of our old friends in their* 
canoes, V^ho attended the fhips a con-* 
fiderable way beyond the harbour, and 
then very cordially bid us adieu. 

Captain Cook at firft had fome ideal 
of flopping a day or two at Bora-bora ; 
but the harbour not proving a good onCf 
he purfued his courfe to the northward. 
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/ The fociety " of the areeois is efteemed 
the mod' pohte eftablifliment la thefe 
illands'; the members of which are al- 

« ] • ' 

ways people bf rank and fortune,' and are 
diftinguiflied by being tattowed in a pecu- 
liar manner, particularly thofe who are . 
natives of Bora-bora. 

It will here be neceflTary to obferve, 
what it is that firft conftitutes a member, 
and fome of the rights and privileges an- ' 
nexed to this fociety. It is in confequence 
of a moft cruel and inhuman action: a 
inan muft conned himfelf with a girl; 
and the firft child he has by her, muft 
be ftraneled the inftant it is born. At 

: I 

.,the next meeting they muft bring wit- 
nefles to prove this horrid deed, after 
^ which they are admitted as members. 

They generally go in companies of ten 

;<ot twelve fail of canoes, and let ^them 

. ,dire£t their courfeto v>^hatever ifland they 

..pleafe, they are always certain of being 

well received ; nay, if they have even been 

jat war but a few days before the vifit, all 

animofuy 
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animofity is laid afide, and they are as 
perfed friends as if nothing had hap- 
pened« 

One of their privileges is to keep two, 
three, or more women at once, who, how- 
ever muft be members. They always 
wear the beft cloth the iflands produce, 
and eat many peculiar things, which 
others, even if arees, are not permitted to 
do. They are generally diftinguifhed for 
their prowefs, valour, and adiivity in bat- 
tle; and if any of them fhew the leaft 
ligns of cowardice, he is excluded the 
fociety ; which is tfteemed fuch a dif- 

« 

grace, that from that time he lofes all his 
confequence, and nobody will aflbciate 
with or fpeak to him. Their amufements 
during thefe meetings confift of boxing, 
wreftling, dancing, and making^eafts and 
entertainments, at which crowds of fe- 
male fpedkators attend, the faireft of 
whom are always made choice of by the 
conquerors. In general, they continue in 
tliis fociety to the age of thirty or thirty- 
five. 
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five, when by fufFering one of their chil- 
dren to furvive, they debar themfelves o£ 
the privileges of an arreoi. Many remain 
]i;oembers all their lives, and die in a moft 
eniaciated ftate, occafioned by their very 
^ebauch^d way of living.

OU R weather, after leaving the So- 
ciety IfleS) was pleafant^ with a 
frefli trade -wind.. On the 2 2d, we ob- 
ferved a greater number of birds than 
ufual, which increafed as we continued 
our courfe ; and mod of them being fuch 

as 
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^i never fly very far from land> wd c<»l- 
cladefd ourfelves td be in the neighboiii*- 
boodoffdme. 

Orders were given to keep a good look

we flood on, the birds (which 

were boobies, men of war birds^ egg birds, 
ind tropic birds) becomirig more nume- 
toiis till the 24th, when being in latitude 
^*(!eg. 3 min, M. and longitude 202 deg^ 
22 mm. E. vfre difcovered a low iandy 
ifle, with a few trees upon it, which had 
the appearance of being burnt or fcorched 
iip by the heatt of the fun. 

In the afternoon* we were well in with 
the land, and captain Cook, havmg taken 
a view of it, fignified his intention of 
flopping thefre for a day or two, as he ap- 
prehended it might prove a convenient 
|)lace for catching turtle. About aa 
tour after, we anchored o^ thd S. W. 
J)art of it, and the Refolution ferit a boat 
to lopk for a convenient landing- place ; 
but not meeting with one, we weighed 
and flood on towards tlie N. \V. part of 

M2 it. 
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it, Vjfhtn w^ anchored ag^ a^Kiut twa 
mHos from the fliore, oppof^te to a fnatalt 
patch of coco nut trees, which fcoqi that 
cirQumftance we called QoooNut Point,and 
near which there was a break in the reefi 

Urg« enough to admit boata. Parties 
from both ihips were £ent on ihore ^ ac^ 
the .fi%& night they turned up^a?;ds of 
thirty turtle ; we alfo fent our boats, to 
catch fiih, and had very good fuccefsy fo 

that with filh and turtle we Rved exceed- 

■ . ' "". • • 

ingly well. Thi« proved a welcome fupK 
ply, for our ftock of frcfh pravifions ha4 
been copfnmed a few days before our 
difcovery of this iilan^* 

We employed purfelvc* in this manner 
till the 1 ft of January, during which tin\e 
we had colledled a cpn|lder;tble nuxnber 
of turtle for both fhips^ but had nearly 
Ipft two of the Difcovery's men, who un- 
thinkingly ftrayed from th.eir party, and 
proceeding in a diredly oppofite direc- 
tion to what they ought, had well ni^ 
perijfhed with heat and thirft. In the 
4 ' evening. 
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ifcvcmiig, captain Cook made the fighal 
for the boats to return, and the next 
morning (January 2d) we weighed our 
anchors, and proceeded to the northward.. 
This place, which we called Chriftmas 
Ifland (having fpent that anniverfary 
there), is one of thofe low lagoon iflands 
ib frequently to be met with between the 
tropics. It is furrounded by a reef of 
coral rock, upon which a heavy furf con- 
tinually vents its fury. Its appearance is 
^lefolate and barren, being little moi^ than 
a large fand bank c^f a femicircular ^orm^ 
covered in fome places with a low brufh 
wood. The foil is compofcd of land> 
ilones, and the decayed fhells of crabs, 
and other (hell-fifh. Its inhabitants are 
innumerable flocks of boobies, man of war 
birds, egg birds, petrels, tropic birds, 
and two or three fpecies of plover, moft 
of which were fo tame as to be taken off 
the buflies. In one or two places we 
found fmall patches of coco nut trees, 
the fruit of which was fmall, and the milk 

M 3 poor 
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f66T and infipid, and the trees confidef-'^ 
ably ftinted in their growth. The reef 
^Lbounds with various kinds of fifli, par-* 

ticularly a fpecies of (hark about four feet' 
in length, which conftantly attended our 
boats to and from the fhips : there are 
alfo very large cavallias, fnappers, and a 
fifh which they called a rock- cod. On 
fliore, we found numbers of a fpecies of 
crab, which from their bright red colour 
we called foldiers, and abundance of land 
erabs. We likewife faw feveral rats, 
which were fmaller than our's, and their 
colour more red. We tried lin many 
places for frefh water, but could procure 
none but what was very bfackhh, and 
totally unfit for ufc. 

Our courfe from hence was nearly 
north : we had a fine ileady breeze^ and 
the weather was fine and pleafant. On 
tKe 17th, cur latitude was 2odeg, 25 min. 
N. and longitude 200 deg. 45 min. E* 
The next day (Jan. 18), being in latl- 
f udp 2 1 deg. 1 3 min. N. and longitude 

aoQ 
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«0D deg. 49 min. E. we faw land to the 
eaftward, and foon after defcried more to 
the N, W. for which we fhaped ourcourfe; 
but night coming on, we tacked and flood 
oflF till morning (Jan. 19th), when we 
proceeded to trace th^ coaft in a S. W- and 
W. dire£tioa. The land at firft prefented 
rather a barren appearance, but upon a 
clofcr view it improved upon us, par- 
ticularly on the weftern fide, which cori- 
fifted of a large trad of fine level plains, 
and beyond them a double range of hills, 
which were covered with trees. Upon 
the fliore we faw a few clutters of coco 
nut trees, but by no means fo abundant 
as at the Society Ifles. As we drew 

• 

nearer in-fliore, fome of the inhabitants 
put oflF in their canoes, and very readily 

came along fide. Their colour was moire 
of the copper caft than that of the natives 
of Taheitee, and they wore their hair long, 
and of different hues, like the peopleof the 

Friendly Ifles. Their drefs was nothing 
more than a narrow flip of cloth round 

M4 their 
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their middle, and they were marked of 
tattowed in diflFerent parts of their body. 
Their cjoth was ftamped or printed ia Va- 
rious pa^terna, pot much udlike oUr 
printed linens ; their language nearly re-^ 
fembled that of Taheitec* They were 
eafily perfuaded to coriic on board) and, 
like all other Indians foon began to thieve, 
but nothing of any confequence was loft. 
We faw no weapon^ s^mong thenX) nor 
did they behave abruptly or difagreeably, 
but in their difpofition feemed ffidndly 
and good natured. We purchafed a few 
pigs and fweet potatoes of them, for 
which we gave them a hatchet or two, and 
a fewfmall iiails,with which they appeared 
very well fatisfied. In the evening We 
^ood off, intending to examine the place 
piore clofely the next day. 

In the morning (J?in. 2cth) it fix, cap- 
tain Cook made a fignal for the Difcor 

very*s fix-oarcd cutter, which, accom- 

p^ied with the Refolution's pinnace and 

I^rge cutter, was fent to look for a fafe 

place

and we bought a few hpgs, t^rfbw, fweejf 
potatoes, andfugat-cane, of all which they 
jippeared to have plenty', ^nd excellent of 
Iheir kind. At three in th^ afternooa 
the boat6 returned^ having found a tol^r-f 
^ble birth, and at f^ur both veiTek cam? 
to. Soon after captain Cook went on 
fliore in the pinnace, attended by the Dif- 
tovery's eutt^r^ both well-armed. He wagj 
received on fhore very cordially by the 
liativeis, Who treated hi to during his flay 
l^^ith great refped antl att^tioii, andj 
brought many fmaH hogs, f)Ctat(3tfS> tar- 
fdw, or eddoes, arid lu^ar-cane, afl which 
were purchafed at a very eafy f ate^ The 
women weferathtr ofdmafy, and ill gene- 
fiA mafcuiiner arid will ftafce biiar a cotn- 
jparifon tvith the fair diriies of Taheitee. 
TJifir drefs is the fji'meas that of the men, 

only 
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only the cloth 18 vrider; and reaches down 
ta the knees. Tlfeir hair is cut ihort be- 
hind, and loog- before, but turned back 
like our .toupees^ which mode of wearing 
it does^^ not fet them off to the greateft 
advantage* Many, who were along-fide 

in their canoes, jjileaded hard to come on 
board,. but captain Cook had given ftri£t 
orders, previous to his anchoring, not to 
fufFer a fingle woman to be admitted into 
the Ihips, as there were feveral people 
in both, who ftill had the venereal difeafe. 
But, notwithftanding every precaution, 
many of our men contrived to have con- 
nexions with them, in confequence of 
which we found this terrible diforder 
racing among them when we arrived 
there the fecond time. 

The next day (Jan. ^ ift),. the launches 

were fent to fill water, which could be 
procured without much difficulty, from a 
fine river at no great diftance from the 

fliips, and parties were difpatched to the 
fhore to trade with the natives, while 

others 
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cythers were to fuperintend the market on 
board the (hips. They fupplied us with, 
abundance of every thing the ifland pro-; 
duced, and in the evening our trading 
parties returned with abundance of line 
]^ogs, potatoes, fugar-cane, &c. 

The 2 2d was very windy, with much 
rain, which prevented our boats from 
landing, as a heavy furf broke upon the 
fliore. Our friends however came off ia 
the micjft of it, and a brilk trade was car- 
ried on, on bo^rd. We alfo purcbafed 
many of their ornaments, fuch as fans, 
necklaces, bracelets, cloaks, and caps, 
eompofgd of red and yellow feathers 
which were very curious, the latter be- 
ing made in form of helmets. They 
alfo brought off fome fpears, which were 
about ten feet long, admirably poliflied, 
and the end intended for execution was 
about eight or ten inches in length, had 
many barbs, and was pointed. 

During a heavy fquall, the Refolution 
dragged her anchor, and fwung near i 

ihoaL 
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IhoaU Her fituation being rather dart- 
g&rous, captain Cook ordered the anchor 
ta be weighed, and ftood off fhore j but 
the winds fboa after becoming light, and 
a ftrong current fetting to the Weftward, 
ihe fell confiderably to leeward, and at 
laft was obliged to ftand out to fea. The 
l)ifcovery, being fecure, ftaid behind. 

The 23d was very rainy during the 
whole day, but as there was but little wind, 
captain Clerke fent the Difgovery's boats 
on (hore to trade as ufual, and many of 
the inhabitants came on board as before. 

Early the pext morning (Jan. 24th,) 

the Difcovery weighed and made fail ; but 
the wind proved fo light, that ihe fell to 
leeward, and was obliged foon after to come 
to. The Refolution at this time was out of 
,. _ iight. About nine, the king of the ifland 
came alongfide in a double canoe : cap- 
tain Clerke, underllanding who he waSf 

requefted him much to come on board, 
which he appeared willing to do, but his 
attendants wert fo fearful of his receiving 

ibme 
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fome hurt or other, that they intreated 
him not to do it. He ventured however 
as far as the gangway, where he fat down, 
and prefentcd the captain Veith a curious 
carved' howl ; in retiirn for which lie re- 
ceived fome lar^e nails, a cut-glafs bowl, 
and fome other trifles, which pleafed him 
exceedingly. After a fhort ftay, his at- 
tendants bore him in their arms to his 
canoe, and he went on fliore. His name 
was Tomahana; he appeared to be about 
thirty years old, and was above the middle 
fize; he was clothed in the fam« 
manner as the meaneft of his fubjeils 
and could only t)e diftinguifhed by the 
great refpe<a they paid him. Soon after 
his departure, the queen .arrived in another 
canoe, and in the fame manner was per- 
mitted to go iw farther than the gang- 
vray. She likewife made captain Gierke 
jk prefent of fome elegant ruffs made of 
various coloured feathers, for which he 
gave her fome beads, looking glaffes, and 
a piece of fcariet cloth j after which ihe 
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■^vas carried ifttp her canoe, and prdccedect 
to the fhore. She was young, and had 
a pleafing countenance, but her dreft was 
not remarkable. 

At feveh the next morning {Jan^ 25}, 
the Difcovery got up her anchor, and 
madefai], with a fine breeze^ Soon aftef 
ihe faw the Refolution, and bore down to 
her. The three following days were fpfent 
by both fhips in turning to windward, to 

regain their oldr,lituations if poffible, but 
they could not reach even the wefterh-^ 
moft point of the ifland* The nefxt day 
(29th), therefore, they bore away for 21 
fmall ifle about feven leagues to leeward 
of this, and at ten in the morning wef6 
running along fhore, when captain Coofe 
fent the pinnace to flrike (bundings, and 
fee if we could anchor with fafety. Sooil 
after Ihe made the iignal of anchorage, 
and the Refolution came to ; but the Dif- 
covery, having thirty and forty fathoms 
with a rocky bottom, continued to Hand 
on ; about half an hour after ihe let go 
9 ■ ^ hcK 
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her anchor in twenty-three fathoms of 
w^ter, the bottom a fine white iand^and 
about two miles off ihore. 
'' This ifland was confiderably finalier 
than the other, and had rather a wretched 
appearance ; the fouth point of it is ter- 
minated by a high bluff rock, the interior, 
parts are low, with here and there a fmall 
elevation, and not a tree is to be feen. 
.., In the morning (30th), our new ac* 

' ■ » i 

quired friends came off with fweet pota-^ 

toes, yams, and fait ; in the two latter ar« 

' ' ' . 

tides they feemed to abound. The yams 
were large, and the fait was equal to any 
we ever faw, both for colour and quality* 

The boats were fent on fhore to trade as 

» 

ufual, but they found the landing far more 
difEcult than at the laftplace, on account o£ 

ft 

a very heavy furf, which, when the wind 
Varies in the leaft to the weftward, rolls 
in at fo terrible a rate, as totally to cut 
off all communication with the fhore. 
tii the evening,' they brought off what 

lew articles they conveniently could, but 
* left 
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left twa or Are« of tHttfi«fitl«n«» beWn^f 
who fuperinteadcd t^e m^kftj tiU \h9 
weather fliould he mocc moder^f^ 

The next day (31ft) we again tried to 
land with our.boats, but were obliged to 
defift ; and in th$ evening had frefli gales 
with rain. The Refolution being too near 
in-fhore, weighed and anchored farther 
out. 

This morning (Feb. ift), the weather 
being more moderate, the boats were fent 
on fhorejj and in the afternoon brought 
ofF the gentlemen, with fome yams and 
fklt, but were obliged to leave the prin- 
cipal part of their purchafes behind. 
About five in the afternoon, the wind be- 
ing very high, and a heavy fwell running, 

^he Refolutioi;i drove, and foon after got 
under way, intending to anchor again, 
but by the time it was dark the current 
had fet h* nearly out of fight. / 

A nmnbcr of the natives came off tq 
the Difcovery the next day (Fd). 2d]| 
with their canoes laden with fait, yams, 

fweet 
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fw^t ^tatoes, tind iifh dried and faltcd. 
Of the roots, a fuflBci€nt quantity were 
ptirchafe3 to fupply tlie fiiip's company 
two months at k^. At ten fhe got up 
her anchor, and made fail after the 
Refolution, iivho could juft be dHlinguifli- 
cd from the maft-head. At two in the 
afternoon fhe joined her, and both dire£t« 
ed their courfe to the northward. 

As we vifited thefe iflands a fecond 
time^ and had an opportunity of making 
a greater number of remarks, relative to 
the manners and cuftoms, &c. of the in* 
habitants, than our ihort ftay this time 
would permit, a fuller and more particular 
account will be given afterwards : it will 
therefore (iifiice fOr the prefent to exhibit 

a concife view of what appeared to U5 
the moft ifariking and remarkable. 

A^towi, which is the name of the 
largeft ifland, is compofed, on the N. W. 
fide, of a large tradl of level land, the in- 
terior parts, as has been obferved before, 
confifting of a double range of hills. The 
Vo L. I. N houfes 
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houfes of the natives are in general Gttt^ 
tuated near the (hore^ and placed in clufters^ 
fb as to form fmall towns or villages^ 
Their external appearance greatly refenw 
b!es the top of a barn placed upon the 
ground^ ^ith a fmall entrance in the mid- 
dle. ^ Some, of them were elevated upon 
pofts about three feet high, particularly 
thofe neareft the fea ; from which we 
may conclude,, that they are during fome 
parts^ of the year fubjedl to inundations. 
They a re well thatched on the outfide 

with dry grafs, fo as totally to prevent the 
entrance of rain* The. floor is alfo well 
flrewed with dry grafs^ upon which mats 
of various fizes and dimenfions are 
placed. Thefe mats are of a very clofe^ 
compact texture, and made of different 
patterns, fome of which are really elegant. 
They vary greatly in their degree of fine- 
nefs. Their canoes or boats are the neateft 
we ever faw, and compofed of two dif- 
ferent coloured woods, the bottom being 

dark, the upper part Ught^ and furnifhed 

with

IN the aft^npon ,of the ad q£ Fchmiffp 
the Difcovery joined her confprt, and 
proceedejd in a N. N. E.. and N^ E. dircc- 
tion for the coafl: of America^ Qq^ t;l^ 
13th, our lai:..was 31 deg. zi avOfjN^ ^q4 
l0ng. 205 deg, 12 min; E«'we ^^{moQ^ 
water^ and open cloudy ,¥r]eajthfir^''lWJtfc 
a fwell from the N* E. On the 16th, we 
L>ega^n to find it cold, the thermometor 
ftanding at 56 deg. This is not fo much 

to 
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to be wondered at, confidering ^e kad 
fpent near a twelvemonth between the 
tropics. From this time to the 23d, our 
weather was in general clear and pleafant, 
with fine breezes from the S# W. we had 
ibme. albatrofles and petrels about us^ 
and tiie fea was in general pretty fmooth. 
On the 24th9 it became very hazy and 
i^gy^ which continued more or lefs till 
the i& of Mardu Our courfe during this 
time was nearly N. £• On the 25th, at 
feven in l^e morning, we paffed a log of 
wood with barnacles on it; and on the 
a7th, being in latitude 43 deg. 47 min. 
N. and longitude 224 deg. 38 min. 30 
fecottd$ E. we pafied another. In the. 
xught we obferved the aurora borealis very 
fkong^ between the N. N. W. and N. £• 
aiid the next day faw feveral whales about. 
The weather now became warmer ; the 
thermometer, which had been as low as 
48 deg. rofe to 53 and 54 deg. and we 
had calms till the 3d of March, when a 
breeze fprung up, though not a very fa- 

N 3 vourable 
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▼Durable one, bur courfe tciog Iktc better 
than E. S. E. We faw to-day fome di-- 
vers, which induced us to think we were 
not far from land. 

The 5th, was cloudy and hazy, with 
light winds inclinable to calms, with a* 
fwell from the northward j and on the 
6th, we pafied feveral pieces of drift wood 
and forae rock-weed. The water being 
difcoloured, captain Cook^drdered the lead' 
to be hove, but got no ground. In vthe 
afternoon we ,faw two. fcals^ fcycrat 
whales, and fome porpuffes. The next 
d^y (the 7th), at day-light, * being nearly 
in latitude 44 deg. 33 min. N. and Ion* 
gitude 235 deg. 36 min. E. we faw Und 
(being part of America^ •bearing N. E. 
At eight, tlie extremes bore N^ N. B. and 
S. E. by E ; they appeared the higheft 
part of the land, and made in feveral 
bluff capes and fmall bays or inlets, the 
whole forming a deep bay, the extremes 
of the land in fight being the twp points 
pf it. hX nine, the water having the 

appearance 
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appearance of foundings, we got a caft of 
the lead, and found bottom at ninety- five 
fkthom. We faw a great number of 
birds of the gull kind.' 

The next day we had a ftrong breeze 
from the weftward.' The air was much 
colder than yefterday, with open cloudy 
weather, but very unfettled and fqually^ 
with {bowers of hail. The wind not 
proving favourable for exploring the 
coaft, we flood to the fouthward, to avoid 
getting too near the land. The 9th, was' 
equally as unfettled as the day before ; 
fometimes being calm, at others fqually. 
In the morning there was no land in fight, 
but at two in the afternoon we faw it ex- 
tending from N. E. f N. to N. B. by E. 
but at a good diflance. 

The weather on the loth was heavy, 
dark, and cloudy, with fhowers of hail, 
the air cold and piercing. In the courfe 
of the night we had a favourable fh if t of 
wind, which we took the advantage cjf, 
and flood in for the land ; and in the

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morning at fix, were well in with it, the 
northern extreme making in a blufF point 
with white diflfs, and which proved to 
be Cape Blanco, bearing N. { E. ^nd the 
fouthern one making in a long low point

about feren miles. The land near the 
ihore was of a moderate height: the hilU 
were covered with ftrait taU treea of the 
fir kind, and where they were but thinly 
icattered, the ground waB covered wit& 
ibow. There were a number of white 
fandy btacbi», which ata diftance appear* 
ed like dialk cliffs : this part of the coaft; 
runs nearly N« and S. and in a flrait di-' 
redion, without the leaft appearance of a 
bay or inlet. .During the night, we had 
frequent fqualls with (howera of hail and 
fnow which continued more orlefsthe 
beft part of the nextday. The fqualls were 
generally fo heavy, as to oblige us to get 
down our top-gallant-yards, and clofe^ 
reef our top->fails. As the wind continued 
fo long to the weil]irard, and fo freih withn 

al. 
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al, we could tlo nothiog more than ftand 

off aad on> which plaa wc continued till 
the 1 jth, but we fell to leeward cpnfider- 
ably. Our weather was now dark and 
cloudy^ with a nady moift atmofphere : 

in the afternoon, the wind being more 
nloderate^ we wore fhip, and ftood in for 

the land again. In the night, we had 
light airs and balms. On the 1 6th> we had 
moderate breezes with cloudy weather* 
and in the afternoon faw feveral whales. 
The i7th> and part of the i8th, were 
r&iny and difagreeable ; but the 19 th was 
fine, clear, and pleafant, with a fine little 
breeze from the S. S. £. which in the af-* 
ternoon, almoft died away, and in the 
courfe of the night fhified to the north- 
ward. We continued however to ftand 
in for the land, and the next day a hawk 
was ieen flying round the fhips. 

In the night the vefTela loft fight of 
each other ; -but the DifcoYcry firing a 
gun, the Refolution anfwered it with a 
light The next day we had the wind 

from 
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from the foutKward, which in the after- 
noon frelhened up, but towards evening it 
becahie fqtially and fainy, when it fliifted 
to its old corner, W. by N. our latitude 
to day at noon was 45 deg. 50 min. N. 

• On the 2 2d, we had a fine breeze and 
open cloudy weather ; and at half paft 
feven faw the land bearing N, by E. At 
eight, we were about twelve leagues from 
it: our latitude at noon was 47 deg, 20 
min. N. At four in the afternoon, the 
fouthern extreme bearing E. S- E. 7 E. 
terminated in a low point, and continued 
level as far to the northward as W, by N. 
it then became high, and mountainous, 
inland, while the fea-coaft was of a mode- 
rate height, forming feveral deep bays, 
and vallies, with broken land. 

The northren extreme bore N. by W.. 

i. W. and was alfo level, but not fo low 
as the fouthern, and had two remarkable 
round hills inland ; our diftance from the 
neareft ffiorc was about five leagues. 

At 
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- At fix, the extremes bore N. by W, and 
E. S. E. the northern extreme about ten 
leagues diftant; a high round hill, N. N. £• 
and a rock detached from the main land,N. 
"4 W- Within this rock the laud was brok- 
en, and had much the appearance of a 
harbour. 'All this part of the coaft was 
well flocked with wood, knd afforded the 
mofl promifing appearance of any we had 
yet feen. At half paft fix we had a heavy 
fwell, fetting in upon the land. As our 
water b^gan to grow rather fhort, we were 
this day put to an allowance of two quarts 
a day per man. 

The next day was thick, heavy, rainy, 
and difagreeable, with fqualls, on which 
account, though the winds blew from the 
S. S. W. we flood QfF from the land. 
The 24th, was in general pleafaht, but 
the 25th was thick land rainy, with lulls 
and fqualls alternately. At noon, our la- 
titude was 48 deg, 28 miii. N. and the 
next day we had a very heavy fwell from 
the \V. S. W. On the 28th, we hid open 
cloudy weather, but about ten it became 
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foggy, and the fhips loft fight of each 
other : fignals being made and aoiwered, 
they foon afcertained their iituation with 
refped to diftance, and the fog clear* 
ing away, they refuxned thck [e(»|irfe to* 
gether. 

Early the next morning, having mode* 
rate breezes and fine weather^ we thought 
we defcried land, fo tacked and ftood in 
for it. We had a great number of por- 
pufiies about, which were Tariqg;ated with 
hla^ and white. At half paft nine, we 
plainly faw the land upon our weathei> 
bow making very high, with fnow upon 
the tops of the hills, and at twelve had 
land all round u$, our latitude being 49 
deg. 28 mia.-N. We had a fine breeze, 
and as there was fome profped of findidg 
a harbour. Captain Cook continued tb 
ftand on. At three in the afternoon, we 
were about three leagues diftant frota it ; 
it appeared very woody, and in one part 
we defcried an opening, which bid very 
fair to fuit our purpofe. Captain Cook 
therefore gave orders for bearing away, 
and at four we were clofe in Ihore, run*

iiing upL wKat appeared to be a deeti fouhd,

IiaYing twenty and thirty fathoms of water • 
Soon after, two or three cAnoes, <wh{i 
feveralofthe^ natives on board, put-bff 
and came to the ihips, but at firft kept at 

« • 

fbme diftadce, and addrefled us in a rer/ 
harfli and uncouth language, after which 
they by degrees came along-fide. TTiey 
were painted red, and fbme wore a kind o£ 
^rment edged with fur, and faftened a-^ 
crofs the ihoulders like the New Zealand 
hahops. One of them had feveral fkina 

w 

iewed together, and throwa over his 
flioulders. 

The. captains gave them feveral things^ 
fuch as hatchets and nails, but they ^d 
not feem to underftand their ufes, and af« 
terw^djs they returned tp the (hore. This 
found appeared to be very extenfive, and 

contained many fm^ll iflands. At fevenv

the Refplutipn let go.her a^nchor in eighty^ 
four^ fathom, muddy hottomi and at l;u|lf 
paft, itbe pjfcovery anchored in fevcnty 
^athoip.

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' Early la- the morning (Mottday 30th) 
maay of tlie,Aii»ericans' came off to the* 
ihipB, of whpm we purchafed^fjConfider-' 
jEible number of bear^^.wqlf, lyajcj^ifea-^ 
beaver; ikins, forj v^Jiich we ,gaye, themL 
knives^ . lookingnglafljes, red clothji .and 
finaH hatchets^., ,yhey were. to. all appear- 
ajjce-e miferable Jet of beings : they.were 
linder the middle fize, and ill-madei their 
legB Joeing unall and ancles large^ tvhica 
is .probably occauoned by their continually^ 
fttt'mg with their legs under them. Their 
colour was lighter than any we had tet 
met with, liiit rendered black by filth' an^ 
dirt.. .Moft of them were daul)ed ovet^ 
iheir arms, face,, .and, indeed almoft' their 
whole bodies, witK red' earth. ' Some of 

them had the 'lower part of theit faccf,

that is from the bottom of the liofe to th^ 
chihx 'of a dark^* colour. ' Th6 half was 
long and fhaggy, and'pbw^ered as it wefe, 
with the down of b'irds, and daubed with 
the^ fame colour as their bodies. ' Their 
iace was broad, with hijg;h*thecfc bones^ 

• mouth ^ 
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mouth wide, nofe . rather fiat, and their 

teeth bad and uneven* Upon their he&ds 

they wore a kind of bonnet, Ihaped lik? 

a tin-cover, the top pf it flat.^ Moft of 

thpm had % kind of cloak apparpjatly made 

of the bark of a tree, the bottom was or- 

lamented with a long fringe corapofed of 

the fame materials as the cloak ; that part 

which furrounded the neck beiner trim- 

med.with the fur of the fea-beaver/ '-, 

Some were cloathed .with the, fkins 

X)f bears and wolves lewed together. 

Their canoes, were different from any we 

had feen before ; they were^wide,. with^ 

out an out- rigger, and rather pointed at 

both ends ; when they paddle, they fit 

in the bottom. Their paddles were about 

five feet long, rather broad in the middle, 

and terminating in a long narrow point. 

Inone or two of their canoes werefeveral 

women, whom we at fir ft could fcarcely 

diftinguifti from the men, their drefs 

being the fame ; but upon a clofcr 

examination, we found that their faces 



were 
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» to 

were not ornamented like thofe of th« 
men, and that with fefped: to ftature, they 
were in general fliorter. 

There was one article of trade which 
feme of thefc people exppfed to fale to- 
day, that we never faw before in any 
country : this was feveral human ikulla 
and dried hands. Some of our feamjca 
made (igns of eatix]^ the flefh, which 
figns they readily made too, probably 

beoaufe they faw us do it ; and from 
this circumflance they were pronounced 
to be cannibals, though it is not unlikely 
but that we were too hafty in forming 
our conjeihires. 

Tlie mafters of both (hips were fent 
this morning in fearch of a more fecure 
birth for them, this being too open and 
expofed ; and the launches were difpatch-* 
ed to fill fome of our cafks at the firft 
convenient watering-place, of which there 
appe^i'ed.to be plenty. One or two of 
the officers went on fhore in queft of 
game, but met with nothing but a rac- 
coon, 
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feooh, ^hich they faw spotting on the lide 
ef a mofly rock, and Which they brought 
On board. They found the ftiore fo en-* 
tumbered vith rocks, irld the fallen de- 
caying ttunks of tfees, which (as well as 
the living ones) wer6 fo clofe to each 
other^^as almoft to ptevfent a ptt^fon from 
penetrating to any diftance. In the even- 
ing the mifteri returned with an actouht 
of a doiivenient place, with a handy fpot 
for watering, but then the entrance wa^ 
too nStfrow to tlfque the (hips : they like- 
Wife foUhd another, at no gteat diftanCe 

frotn this, but there Was no watering* 

• 

place ; fb both wex'e rejected, and it was 
tigreed that the veflels fhould next day 
be removed to a cove, not far frc^m the 
fpot where they then lay ; and as the iKore 
was fteep-to, arid no danger could hap- 
pen in confequence of rotks or (hoal- 
water, they were to be feCured to the trees 
on fliore by hawfers. 

Tuefday (3* ft), the greateft part of 

this day was fpent in moving the ihips in^ 

Vol. I. O to 
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to the before mentioned co^e, ihDftl'fccnt^ 
ing them« In the i&ornmg the nattv^s 
tame, as ycfterday, to traffic wijh wj. hut 
they were not £^ well fupplicd. Xhe 
news of our arrival in this place feeido^d 
to have fpread a good deal, for fi^verstl 
eanoes from more diftant parts vtfked u& 
to-day, and brought a large (lock of furs, 
\ moft of which w^ bought at an eafy rate;^' 
They were very fond of Im^s buttons^ 
pieces of copper and brafa^ particularly if 
bright, and pewter and tin, which they 
converted into bracelets, being very fond 
of (hew. Their hair was genei^ally parted 
on the top of * their heads, and when. 
Sprinkled' or powdered with the down oF 
birds is deemed full: drefled. Thefe peo-- 
pie make ufe 9f bone pgita-patows, nearly 
of the fame form as thofe of New Zea^ 
landy but rather longer and narrower ;; 
thefe they ornament; with carved worfc.^ 
Their language proved very difficult for 
us to learn, being rough and harfh, and 

abounded with conibnants, particularly 
tfisi and K 
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Wednefday, April ift. This morning 
a wooding-party were fent on fhore, and 
the aftronomers obfervatorles and inftru- 
ments were ered^ed upon a rock, not far 
from the fliips, which was called the Af- 
tronomers Rock. In the af ernoon boats 
were difpatched for the purpofe of find- 
ing fpruce, to brew for the (hip's com- 
pany ; they returned in the evening with 
feveral kinds, though none /cf them the 

right American fpruce. This afternoon 
there was a little difturbance amongft the 
Indiam: one of them had be6n guilty of 
fome offence, upon which the chief of the 
party ordered all the canoes on fliore; 
thi criminal was taken out, and fix of the 
people ftripped themfeives, and gave him 
a good beating, his goods were handed to 
him, and he was defircd to come there no 

more. 

We purchafed ^, few fifli and mufdes 

to-day, which proved very good. This 
being an article that we wiftied to en- 
courage them to bring, we gave a good 

O z price. 
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price for, and afterwards fcarce ever 
wanted ,iifh. We found ourfelves fiot a 
little difappointed at the very fcanty fup- 
ply of game this place afforded. Before 
cur arrival, every one was employed in 
getting his fowling piece in order, and 
forming bullets, as we fully expeded to 
meet with plenty of hares and deer ; but, 
fofar from that, we fcarce faw a fingleduck, 

Thurfday 2d. A new party of Indians, 
in four canoes, arrived this morning, who 
before they began to trade, entertained us 
with one of their fongs and dances. 
One of them got up and danced^ at the 
fame time fingipg, while feveral others 
beat time with their paddles againft l;}ie 
fide of their canoes, and at a particular 
inftant they all joined with him in a kind 
of chorus. 

This continued for thefpace of fifteen 
or twenty minutes, after which they>eame 
alongfide, and we bought variety of fkins, 
particularly fome of the fpotted lynx, 
which were very beautiful. 

Friday 
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Friday 3d, The brewers, wooders, and 
waterers, were very bulily employed on 
ihore, in their feveral departments. The 
water was exceeding good. Several fhoot- 
ing parties were out to-day, hut returned 
without any kind of fuccefs, having fcen 
only a (hag or two, a few gulls, and here 
and there a fmall dock of plovers upon the 
rocks, all which were fo (hy as not to 
ffome within reach of their guns. 

Saturday 4th. About ten thi% morning 
we were alarmed by an unaccountable up- 
xjj^ar amongft the Indians, who were pad- 
ling about in flrang^e confufion^ and talkn 

iog with more than ordinary vehemence. 
After fonae altercation thf y proceeded ta 
the place where the Refojution's people 
were wopding ^nd ^yatering, and fome 
begat) to collect flones with great eager- 
nefs, whilft others raij into the wpods and 
pulled down the branches of trees, which 
they formed into fpears. This appear^ 

^nce alarmed aH our parties on fhore^ who 
fpOQ after bailed thi£ (hips for arms, which 

P 3 were 
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were immediately fent, and they drew 
thetaxfelvcs up in the beft order they 
could./rhe obfervalories were guarded by 
a party armed with mufquets and cutlafles, 
and thofe on board were equally diligent 
in fecuring arms and pointing the great 
guns to the fpot where they were aifem* 
bled ; for we expeded that tj^ey intended 
to attack the fliips, as well as our parties 
on fhore. 

They obferved us arming, and gave us 
to underfland that they did not m^n to 
moled us, but that a ftrong party of their 

enemies were coming to attack them« 
After a fliort confultation» they threi^ 
dway their Aone8» hauled their canoes 
upon the fhore, and prepared themfelves 
for battle, getting their fpcars in order, 
and wetting the handles that they might 
grafp them the finder. Soon after the 
enemy appeared, c6t;ififting of fourteen 
large canoes filled with people : at fight 
of the (hips they flopped, and appeared 
at a lofs in what manner to proceed. 

They 



Tl^fy debated foqae :tiaie, ^ and 5|t laft 
difpatched a canoe to our party, and 2k 
yii^m difpute was carried on for fome time 
on both ijdc$. It appeared evident, that 
nothing prevented their falling upon our 
f|iei;\ds but the fhip§, which they appre- 
hen^dcd would interfere in the difpute. 
Thipg« cpnunue4 in this ftate near two 
hours, when both parties, after a deal of 
ipen^cipg, agreed to make up matters for 
the prefent, and thiis the affair ended. 

. Sunday fth^ About feven this morn- 
ipg we expedte^.the two parties would 
i^gage ; challenges were given on both 
l;4e^» Jthey threwrflones, brandiflied their 
ipears, and advanced with their canoes to- 

^ard.$,each other, as if coiping to imme- 
diate adtion, when the chief of our party 
evidently in a paffion got up and made a 
fpeech. The enemy repeated the chal- 
lenge (whiph they gave in a rude nnglng 
manner, accompanied by all the people, 
who likcwiie beat time as it were againfl 
the fides of their canoes with their pad- 

O 4 ' dies), 
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dies), fliook their fpears^ and went qf? 
in triumph. 

We had a little buftie to-day alongfide 
the fhips ; t)neof the natives ftole a bear's-? 
ikin out of a canoe, whilft the owner's' 
back was turned, who foon after mifr^4 
it, and charged the perfon who was in the 
next canoe with the theft, and who in faiS 
really did take it. He denied the charge, 
however, and the other ft ill per filled iti 
his accufation, and began to fearch for it: 
t^e thief upon this took up his paddl^t, 
and ftruck the other over the head, which 

xnade the blood run pretty freely: thtf 
other fnatched up a kind of knife (which 
^hey ufually carry with them l made a 
ftroke, and ci|t one of his fingers i^earlir 
off; uppn this parties wefe forpxed pn 
both lides, and after much altercation the 
affair ended. 

Monday 6thf Tl^c natives to-day fiip-? 
plied PS plentifully w;th fifh j wp alfo 
bought near twenty gallons of train-oil, 
?nd a quantity of blubber, and feveral 
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tales of fifh dried in fmoke, which eat 
much like our red-herring§. The Refp- 
lution's fore-maft, upoq examination, 
proved fo bad, that captain Cook though! 
it neceflary to get it out to repair. 

Tuefday 7th. The weather which ha4 
hitherto b?en fine, clear, and jpleafant, wa^ 
to-day cloudy and foggy, and appeared 
very inclinable to phange ; we had like-, 
wife but few can^ioes aboi|t us. Th.e beft 
part of jhe day was employed in getting 
put the Refolution's maft, which, witlfi the 
affiftance of rapft of the pifcoyery's hands, 
and a great deal of trouble, was at laft 
cffed^d. Inthecourfe of the night we 
Jiad feveral heayy fqualls from the eaft- 
ward, and the whole of the next day was 
very rainy, and the win4 at times blew 
9 perfe^ hurricaiie. Not la canoe came 

liear us the whole day. In the evening; 
the fqualls were fo violent and inceffant, 
that we were under fome apprehenfion 
}eft the Difcovery's cable and hawfers 
(|iould part: with much difficulty her 
^ fmall. 
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finalUbqwer-jmchor was carried£>ut, ^hich

fecured huer efFedually. 

Thurfday 9th. In the courfe of the 
fqualls laft night, the Refolutipn fprung 
her' mizen-maft, which therefore was 
qblig^cl. 1^0 be got out, and a nfw one 
placed in it§ room. * We were fortunjite 
in being at a place where all fizes of 
tiienj.^ould be procured, and \y^ith very 
little trouble. Several fkulls and hands 
were purchafed to-d^y as curiofitiesi and 

w^ bought plenty of fi(h, but ikins of 

* . ' ' ' . " ■ ' 

every kind lyere become' fcarce * 
y yriday 10th. From this day to the 
16th,. nothing occured worth mentioning. 
The weather. wa5 very unfettjed, being 
(pmetime? rainy, at other times foggy» and 
always cloudy. Three nevvr canoes ar- 
rived, laden with various articles and fome 
good furs, which were purchafed much 
Cheaper than' any we had yet bought. " 
Thurfday i6th. The weather now be- 
gan to alter for the better. ' The Refo- 
Union's people were bufily employed 
4 iu 
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in gc^tmg out the inii^<m-maft^ forjdiqg 
the new one, and getting the fpre-maft 
alongfide. We had manj caooe^, wuh 
Indians about ue, with ^hom we traf- 
£ckcd for fifh and train-*oil : but fome-p 
times they were cunning enough to cheat 
US9 by filling up the bladders in which it 
was generally contained^ with watei*, and 
now and then we ibund in fpme nothing 
but w^ter. 

Several of their wpmeQ were alongfide 
to-day, who varied in no one particular 
from the men in their drefs. Theiie wo 
were given to underftand, were quite at 
the fervice of any body Who wouW pay 
them handfomely; but they met with few 

cuftomers, as the fair ones were both old 
and ugly. 

From the 17th to the 2 2d, the weather 
was fine and pleafant, and all hands were 
bufy in their/everal departments. 

Captain Cook in his pinnace attend- 
ed by the Difcovery's cutter, went up 
the found to make his obfervations up- 
on 
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on the difTer ent parts of it. In the courfe 
of his excurfiOn, he difcovered two of 
their towns (oAe at a good dlftance from 
the other), 9t both of which he landed, 
andexperlenced very civil treatment from 
the natives. Their houfes were very in«- 
difFerent, built of wood, and ftunk abo- 
minably of fifti, vaft numbers of which 
were hung up to dry in every part of 
them. 

On Tuefday the 21ft, the Refolution's 
ftew mizen-maft was got in, and the next 
morning a fleet of fourteen canoes arr 
rived from the fouth point of the cove. 
They advanced with great order and re^- 
gularity, finging tp (he time of their pad" 
dies, the ftroke pf which they accom« 
panied with a fmall bundle of icallopr- 
ihells, the noife of which rendered the 
whole npt unpleafant One of the ca- 
noes, whifh apeared to be the principal 
one, and was very l.^rge and painted, 
preceded the reft, and paraded backwards 

Sind fprwards before the O^ips in a curioi^^ 

inanner* 
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manner. After this piece of ceremony 
was ended, they divided into two par-* 
ties, one going to the Refolution, the 
other to the Difcovery, and a trade was 
opened on both fides, but' they fet a high 
price upon their goods. 

Thefe people were very ftout; fome 
of their heads were ornamented with 
feathers tied upon a fmall twig of a tree» 
and ftuck in their hair ; fome wore a kind 
of necklace, and others were decorated 
with the green boughs of trees. Moil of 

their faces were painted red, aind fome all 
over their bodies ; their cloathing varied 
but little from what we had feen before, 
except one who wore a large fkin, appa- 
rently that of the elk, with the hair off, 
and ornamented with various figures in 
black. 

At nine in the morning, the captains 
again vifited the firft of the Indian towns, 
which lies near the entrance of the har- 
bour, where they were as well received as 
yefterday. It confifted of two rows of 

houfes. 
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houfcs* very ill built, ind Admitting both 
i^itkd and rainj the fteneh was very 
difagreeable, ahd inight be fmelt at fomd 
diftance. Their furnicure confifted of a 
few bafkets and boxes, in which they put 
their fifhing-tackle, &c the remaining 
l^rt of the hoirie being ornamented with 
rows df dried &&u Upon the beach wens 
binjety* four canoek, and the number of io^ 
hiabitants were edmptitid td be about four 
hundred. 
Ifi the afteirodMii One of the fer vants of 

the Refolutioti'i gun^room^ from f6me 
I^OTOcatioh received from ohe of the bz* 
tives, wouttdedhlm in the upper part of 
bis arm : the Indian was greatly enraged^ 
q'uitted the (hip^ and Went into his canoe, 
where he made a long harangue, and 
threatened very hard. The affair was not 
enquired into^ and the man. though pof- 
libly very deferving of it, was not puni(hed« 
Thurfday 23d. We were now employ^ 
^d in bending our fails, and getting all 
ready for fea. The Indians for feveral 

days 



days pad brougtrt 'Very fihfe fpring otiion*^ 
which We very gladly bought, and they 
afterwai'ds fuppUed US' fo well Whh them, 
that almofl every one in the ihipi iiscured 
a fea ftock. 

Friday 24th. About feven in the ev6n- 
ing, juft as it became .dark, feven lacge 
canoes came rotirwl the north point c£ 
the cove. As the time of night was ra* 
ther uafeafoiiable, and we had foih6 little 
reafon, in confequence of the affair which 
haj>pened on Wednefdiy, to fuppofe they 
intended fonae foul play, we got under 
Urms. We might however have faved 
^irrfelves the trouble, for they offered not 

the leaft infult, and foon after came 
atongfide, and began to trade. They were 

well laden with fkins, particutarly beaver, 

and were well armed. 

Saturday 25th. At feven in the morn- 
ing, the Difcovery got up her ftream-» 
anchor. The Indians who arrived laft 

ftight, departed about ten this morning, 
after entertaining us for' feme time with 

feveral 
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feveral of their fongs, which differed ttit 
little from thofe mentioned before, except 
that one of them danced in an antic man- 

ner» and wore a mafk) which he varied 
feveral times during the performance. 

The next day (26)^ the weather be-' 
gan to afiume its old appearance^ and 
the hills were overhung with fogs. At 
two in^ the afternoon, the Refolution 
looied her hawfers, got up her anchor^ 
and with the aififtance of her boats was 
towed out of the cove; the Difcovery 
follot\red foon after, and captain Cook, as 
there was but little wind, began to doubt 
of clearing the harbour that night, and at 
firA: feemed inclinable to (land in for a 
bay which was fituated near the town, but 
a little after a fine breeze fprungup, which 
he was determined to make the moft off 
fo both veflels fpread all their fails, and 

made the beft of their way out. 

C H AV. 
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CHAP. XIV. 

Account of King George s Sound — produce'^ 
animals — • inhabitants — temper — drefs-^ 
houfes — food — - cookery — manufaSlures--^ 
canoes ^^fijhing-^tackle — weapons — - lan^ 
guage^ 

KING George's Sound is fituated 
on the N. W* coaft of Airierica^ 
and IS extenfive; that part of it where the 
ftiips lay, and which we called Ship-Cove, 
is in latitude 49 deg. 36 min. N. and lon- 
gitude 233 deg. 28 min. E. The whole 
found IS furrounded by high land, which 
m fome places appears very broken and 
rugged, and is in general covered with 
wood to the very top. 

It is well fupplied with runs of water, 
and wood may be procured without any 
difficulty, as well as mails of any fize, for 
the trees grow remarkably tall and ftrait. 
The raoft prevailing ones are fir of fevefal- 
Vol. L P fpecies, 
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« 

fpccics, yew, and arbor vita ; the others 
are birch, maple, poplar, willow, and eU 
der. Of Ihrubs there are currant, goofe- 
berry, and .rofc-trees, march ciflus, rafp- 
berries, whortle-berries, and brambles* 
The plants are much the fame as in our 
part of the world, fucfa as plantain, dock, 
cudweed, fumitory, eye-bright, faxi- 
frage, nettles, and violets* The foil b 
rich and loamy inland, but as you ap- 
proach the ihore it becomes more light 
and fandy. 

The only living quadrupeds we faw, 
. were fquirrels and raccoons; thofe which 
we faw fkins of, were the bear, wolf, deer, 
elk, lynx or wild cat, fox, fea beaver, and 
otter. The birds are eagles, hawks, ravens, 
crows, woodpeckers, crefted jays, thrufh* 
es, a fmall beautiful fpecies of humming- 
bird, plovers, ducks, fhags, and gulls. 

We faw no great variety of fifh; what 
we purchafed, were chiefly of the roach 
and dace kind, and a fmall fifh very like 
an anchovy. The only ftiell-fifh we ob- 

fcrved. 
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ferved, were mufcles, which were very 
plentiful among the rocks. 

The tides in the cove were regular in 
their ebji) and flow : at tjie full and change 
of t^e moon it was Jiigh water at twenty- 
fix minutes after mid-day ; its flow then 
was eight feet and half. Befides this flow 
of the tides, we obferved an irregular 
kind of outfet down the cove, which mufl: 
have ,been occafioned either by the melt- 
ing of the fnow, or the rain which fell very 
pJentifuUyat times, and confequently cauf- 
cd a more than ufual overflow. 

The men, as has been before mentioned^ 
ate in general below the middle fize, but 
frequently we faw among them fome fix 
feet high, and ftout in proportion; but 
thty are sill badly made about the legs. 
Their colour has a fl:rong tinge of the 
copper, but it is fo hid by dirt and filth 
as hot to be difcerned without fome diffi- 
culty. They have but little beards, and 
the ma'ke of their face varies a good deal, 

fome b^ng as broad as they are long, 

P 2 others 
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offief s oval, but in all the cheek-bones arc 
high and prominent. 

They were good-natured and friendly, 
unlefs provoked ; but when affronted' 
their blood rifes inunediately, and their 
looks as well as actions plainly ihew that 
they would immediately revenge them- 
felves, if it was in their power. Some- 
times they are in terrible paflions, which 
is very evident when they make a fpeecb, 
or harangue each other ; they foam at 
the mouth, and have the ftrangeft geftures 
imaginable, and, in fa€t, appear like per- 
fed: madmen^ 

Their hair is long and fliaggy, and 
naturally black, but fo bedaubed with red- 
earth, greafe, and dirt, and various other 
mixtures, that it is almoft impoffible to 

difcover its real colour. The men arc 
very whimfical in ornamenting their 
faces, and every day feems to produce 
a new face. When they have a mind to 
be particular, they make ufe of a kind 
of ftamp, compofed of the fmall twigs of 

trees. 
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trees, and formed according to fancy: 

this they dip into the prepared mixture 

of black, red or brown earth and oil, and 

then prefs it upon their face, which leaves 

the impreffion .behind. Some black their 

faces entirely, and then fprinkle fmail 

> 

particles of white or black talc (which 
they have here in abundance) upon it ; 
others make one half of their face black 
and the other red; in fhort, there is no end 
to their fancy. One of their greateft 
beaux frequently was on board the ftiips ; 
and in order to obferve the manner of 
painting their faces, a looking-glafs was 
ihewn him ; which he no fooner found 
the ufe of than he fat down to drefs his 
face, which employed him full two hours ; 
for he no fooner put on one face than he 
difliked it, and demolifhed the whole, and 
continued rubbing out and painting, till 
he made one that pleafed him. 

They frequently make a hole through 
the griftle of the nofe, in which they wear 
fmall pieces of copper or brafs fufpended 

P3 by 
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by a thread, and fometimes they fill ihc 
orifice with fifhes bones. 

« 

Upon their heads they wear a kind of 
bonnet of a very compact texture, from 
the top of which hangs a taflfel made of 
leather ; thefe bonnets are fometimes 
made with a round globular top, but ia 
general flat. They are frequently paint- 
ed or ftained,'in a rude though ingenious 

• * 

manner, with the form of fome laVge fifh 
refembling a whale, purfued by feveral 
canoes^ and a man in one of them in the 

ft 

aft of ftriking him. 

Round their ihoulders they wear a kind 
of cloak, made of the interior bark of the 
jBr tree, and formed or wove in the fame 
manner as fome of the New Zealand ha- 
hoos: the bottom is generally fringed, 
and the neck part trimmed with the fur 
of the fea-beaver. Some of them are 
made of the hair of an animal which re- 

fembles wool, but how or where they 
procured it we could never learn. They 
likewife wear a kiad of fhort petticoat, 

compofed 
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compofed of the fame materials as the 
cloak, and both fometimes ornamented 
with an embroidered border. 

The men alfb frequently clothe them- 
felves in the fkins of beafts, particularly 
the bear, wolf, and fea-beaver, and fome 
have the fkin of a large animal, which we 
fuppofed to be that of the elk or moofe- 
deer, and exceedingly well tanned and 
dreffed, fomething like our buckikin, but 
much thicker. 

Their ornaments are bracelets, made of 
horn, or copper ; necklaces, made of fifh- 
bones, and lengths of platted hair and 
leather, which they wear upon their an- 
cles and wrifts, and fometimes upon both. 
They have alfo a method of marking or 
tattowing themfelves, feveral inftances of 
which we faw ; this was upon the arm, 
and generally was the form of a large fifli, 
much refembling that upon their bon- 
nets. 

The women are clothed nearly the fame 
as the meO) but their faces are not daubed 

P 4 or 
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or painted of different colours, though 
pretty well befmeared with dirt, and they 
are not pofleffed of the fragrance of the 
rofe, Notwithftanding thefe circum- 
ftances, fome few of our gentlemen got 
the better of their feelings, fo fkr as to 
admit them to their bed, in which cafe 
the poor creatures always underwent the 
ceremony of the mop and pail, and their 
hair was as well coinbed as tioae would 
^permit ; for it is natural to fuppofe that 
fuch a load of filth muft harbour many 
very difagreeable companions. 

It was a prevailing opinion, that the 
women brought on this occafion, were not 
of their own tribe, but belonging to fome 
other, which they had overcome in bat- 
tie. What led us tp fuppofe fo, was the 
different treatment which was obferved 
between thefe and thofe who were not 
expofed in this manner. The former 
were mute, did not dare to look up, ap- 
peared quite dejeded, and were totally un- 
der the command of thofe who brought 

them J 
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them ; the latter on the contrary were as 
jull of converfation as the men, behaved 
with eafe, and (comparatively fpeaking) 
evidently were under no kind of ecu- 
troul. 

The houfes or habitations of thefe peo- 
ple, are buih of wood, and are cold, fil- 
thy, and (linking. The roof is nearly 
flat, and covered with planks, which they 

can move as occafion requires. They 
are placed fo loofely, and at fuch a di- 

flance from each other, as to admit the 

wind and rain with great freedom ; the 

fides are not much more compadly put 
together, fo that they afford but little 
warmth. At a fmall diftance from the 
houfes a number of poles, with others 
tied acrofs, were eredied, which feemed to 
be for the purpofe of drying fifli, and 
whale's flefli ; and in the front of mofl 
of the houfes was part of the trunk of a 
very large tree elevated upon ports which 
mull have occafioned them immenfe la- 
bour and pains to raife up in this man- 
ner; 
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ner ; this W€ could nev^r leaxn the ufe 
of. 

Their furniture has been mentioned 
before ; but at the upper end (if fuch a 
diftindion can properly be made) of fome 
houfes, were placed two large carved 
pieces of wood, refembling a monftrous 
face. Some were of opinion that thefe 
were what they paid fome degree of fu- 
perftitious refpe<9; to, but as we never 
faw an inllance of it, it can be but con- 
je£kure. 

Their food confifts of blubber, frefh 
and dried- fifh, mufcles, which they have 
in^reat abundance, dried wha.le's flefh, 
the roes of filh dried, and roots of dif- 
ferent kinds, particularly of a Ijpecies of 
fern> which has a fweetifh tafte* They 
boil their fifli in wooden troughs, into 
which they put a conftant fu<:cefiion of 
red hot flones, and by that means keep 
the water fimmering till they are fuf- 
ficiently done. Their drink is water 
and train-oil, and in the latter they 

9 fre(juentl;r 
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frequently dip their dry mufdes and 

The interior bark of the fir tree, Is 
^Vhat they manufacture their cloaks of, 
in general. After it is dry, they beat it 
with a bone-inftrument, which has grooves 
in it on one* fide, 'fomething like thofe of 
the Society Ifles, till the fibres are fuf- 
ficiently feparated, after which it is fit fdr 
ufe. 

The boxes and chells Which thefe peo- 
pie make are fometimes very large, and 
ornamented with human teeth and carved 
work ; at the latter they are very clever 
and ingenious ; we purchafed of them 
variety of images in different attitudes, 
but they principally excel in their imi- 
tations of the heads of animals, and the 
human face, fome of which are by no 
means contemptible. 

' Their canoes are of various fizes ; the 
largefl being capacious enough to contain 
fifty people, the fmallefl: three. The 
principal ones are ornamented at thehead 

and 
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and ftern Tvith human teeth placed in 
various forms, and their fides with the 
figures of beads and large fifli, rudely- 
painted in white. They are apparently 
made out o£one tree, but the upper part 
of the head and ftern are feparate pieces, 
and tied on by cords, made of the twifted 
bark of the fir-tree. They are very dex- 
terous in managing thefe canoes, and 
keep very exad: time with their paddles, 
which are about five feet long, the blade 
and pointed extremity being near two 
thirds of the whole. 

We faw fcarce any tools amongft them 
except knives, which were of a femi- 
circular form, and badly made, but it is 
evident that they muft have others from 
the manner in which they carve. 

Thefe people are very ingenious in 
making calls to imitate the notes of dif- 
ferent birds and animals, by which means 
they take great numbers j they likewife 
make ufe of whalebone fprings, like thofe 
yfed with us to catch fnipes. Amongft 

other 
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Other articles of trade, they frequenrly 
brought brids of feveral kinds for fale, 
particularly, a beautiful fpecies of hum- 
ming-bird, and a bird of the fnipe kind, 
and it is not improbable but fome of them 
were caught in this manner. 

Their fifhing-tackle is of feveral kinds. 
That which they ufe in killing the whale, 
is fometinies compofed of bone, and fome^ 
times of fhell. That of bone is about fix 
inches in length, very (harp at the end, 
and furnifhed with two barbs, one abov6 
the other : the upper end of this is f6 
contrived, by means of a focket, as to fix 
upon at rod or pole about ten feet in 
length ; this rod is forked at the end, fp 
that two of the pieces ' of bone are to be 
fix^d on at the fame time. To that ex- 

« 

tremity of the bone, which "is placed upoa 
the pole, is tied a long and very fl:rong 
rope, at the end of which is fixed a feal- 
ikin blown up. The animal is no fooner 
ilruck thaft the bone flips out of the fock* 
et, and remains fixed in its body, and the 

feal- 
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One day when ti'ade was going oil 
along-fide the Refolution, the natives of- 
fered t vo filver fpoons to fale, which were 
immediately purchafed and given to cap- 
tain Cook : they appeared to be of a very 
old makci and were fomewhat different 
from our's in form. We were not able 
to leai:n from whence they had them, 
but this circumftance favours our belief 
of their having connections to the fouth- 
ward. 

Their language is harfh and difagree- 
able ; an idea may be formed of it from 
the following vocabulary.

T7t rfi got out of the found juft aft&r 
^ ^ dark, fleering nearly^ a weft courfe, 
to get clear of the land, with a fine gale 
from the ,E. S. E. In the courfe of the 
night it blew very frefli, and the weather 
was dalt and rainy-: in this fituation the 
Refotution fprung aleak in her ftarb oard- 

quarter, which alarmed captain Cook ex- 
ceedingly 
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ccedingly at firft, but every one eaer ting' 
themfelves, it was fortunately difcorered 
and flopped. Having loft fight of the. 
Difcovery, ihe hf^o till half paft five ia' 
the morning, and having joined her, they 
bbth jproceeded together. About ten, Ah& 
gale increafed, and became fo violeiit, tbat^ 
^^etook in every fail except the fore-fiiil, 
and foon after balanced the mizeh. -To- 
ward& the afternoon it moderated, fltnd 
about five was nearly calml As the 
night approached, the wind again in- 
creafed with (bowers of rain, which con- 
tinued alftioft the whole of the next day 
(April 28th), with a heavy rolling fea. 

The 29th, was cloudy with moderate 
gales : our latitude was 51 deg. 56 min. 
N; and we paffed a piece of rtrclc-^weed/ 
We now kept about a N. N. E. cburfe^ 
and the next day faw a feal, and SL land 
bird of the fnipe kind. May ift, was 
moderate and fair, with a few (bowers of 
ha»U and our latitude was 54 deg. 43 
min. N, At half paft feven in the even- 
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ing, we faw the land extendiag from N, 
■i E. to E. N. E. about fix leagues di- 
ftant. Our weathier on the 2d was cloudy* . 
with flxowef$ of fmall ifain j hut the 
land was very vifible on our ftarboard- 
fide, appearing very high, and almoft 
Cfovered with fnow. It lay in a N. W. 
and S. E. diredion pfcr compafs, and the 
ihore appeared bold-to : we pafled feveral 
inlets, which had the appearance of good 
harbours. Our latitude at noon was 56 
deg. 52 min. N. and we faw a larg^ 
flock of geefe. 

The .3d we paffed running along 
ihore, as well as light winds would per- 
mit us. At noon, the land bore from S. 
77 deg. E. to N. 55 deg. W. and at eight 
in the evening, S. 85 deg. E. and N. 
44. deg W. diftant about five leagues. 
The weftern extreme appeared as a high 
mountain, which proved to be mount. St. 
Elias, near which captain Bering an- 
chored in 1 741. We paffed a great quan- 
tity of weed to-day, and faw a feal and 
a whale. < .

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The 4111 was fine and clear, with light 
^breezes, which induced us to ftand nearer 
in for the land. Our latitude was 58 
deg. 21 min. N. and longitude 220 deg. 
36 E. we faw a great number of feals 
and feveral whales, with innumerabie 
Hocks of gulls and brown petrels. /; . 

The 5th, 6th, and 7th, were fine and 

pleafant, with light winds, and finooth wa- 
ller, which rendered aur approach to Cape 
St. Eli^g vj&ry flow. We^ had now nunjt- 
bers oi whales about, ,and,on the 6th, at 
three in the afternoon founded, and found 
a ftifF muddy bottom at the depth of fixty 
fathom. From the 8th to the loth, we 
had fcarce any wind. In the evening of 

the 9th, me. faw land to the-weftward of 
cape St. Elias, the extremes extending at 
eight from S. ^84 deg. W. to N. 42 
deg. E. 

Our latitude on the 10th, was 59 deg. 
52 min. N. and at noon the land ex- 
tended from N. 60 deg. W. to E. by N. 
our diftaace from the ihore about three 

leagues 
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leagues. We had light airs and caJthi al- 
inoft throughout the next day, till to- 
Vards evening, when a fine breeze fprung 
tip from the eaftward. During the calm, 
taptain Cook ordered out a boat, and 
•went on (hore at the.neareft place, ^hich 
was an .ifland not above a league from 
.us. . .He faw a red fox, which made off 
as foon is it faw him. Whilft he was 
ab&bt, we founded two or^ thttss times, 
ahdii found 4 muddy bottom^'* It 'thirty 
fathom. In the evening we Yaw many 
ifeals in pairs. : . j 

The I ith -v^s heavy and cloudy, with 

a breeze frdhi--thc eartward. At five in 

the morning, we faw the appeai^ance of 

an inlet bearing N* j- E. and eit feven 

founded, and got ground at fifty-three 

'fathom, inuddy bottom, about- fifi-br ftvcn 

leagues off fhore. At eight we bort; 

away, keeping a tS* W. courfe, when that 

•point of it ftt at five, bOre *N. by E./i 

E. At noon, we difcovered another open- 

'ingi the eaftermoft part of which bore 

i due 
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due W. our latitude being 59 deg. 54 mtti. • 
N. At half paft twelve ^c bore awav 
for this opening ; at three, the weather 
became haxy and foggy, with fmall 
drizzling rain, and at four the Refolution 
hauled up to N. N. E. for a deep bay on 
the eaftern fide of the opening, which 
formed a cape by the falling back of the 
land ; this cape 'was named C^pe Hin- 
chinbrook. 'At^vt,our foundings vvere 
' from five to nine fathoms, and at fik vve 
anchofed in twelve fathom, muddy bot- 
tom. The iiarbour in which we lay, ap- 
peared to be fui-rounded in every diredion 
by land, which was much' higher than 
at King George's foutid, and more co- 
vered with fnow. ■ The fhore was com- 
pofed alnioft entirely of rocks, nearly 
perpendicular, but of no very great height 
wath here and there- a fmall fandy beach; 
The trees were of the fame kind as at 
the. laft ^ place, but not fo large or jiume- 
irous, nor did they grow up to the tops of 
the mountains. 

Soon 
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Sdon after we had anchored, a party 
'Were fent in the Refolution's pinnace to 
explore the oppofite fide of the bay, and 
our Teamen on board got out their hookft 

and lines, and in a £hort time caught 
feveral fine cod-fifh, which proved a per- 
fe£t treat. The pinnace had not been 
gone above twenty minutes, before they 
defcried two canoes with near thirty 
Americans in them, paddliiig towards 
her. Upon this they pulled back towards 
the (hips, and the canoes followed at fome 
diftance. When they arrived pretty near 
tlie fhips, they iegan a kind of fong, 
fbmething refembling thofc of the natives 
of King George's Sound, at the fame 
time paddling round the fhips j this done^ 
they advanced nearer, but could not be 
perfuaded to come iilongfide. They were 
abetter looking people than the laft, and 
were fat and jolly, as if they lived well. 
Some were clothed with fkins of birds 
fewed together, and made like a fliirt, 
others had the fkins of beafls made in the 

fame 
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fame form. Two had caps on their 
heads, nearly the fame as at the other 
place: moft of their faces were daubed 
with red earthy and one had half his face 
black. 

Their banoes were confirudted upon a 
diflFerent plan from thofe of King George's 
found, they were much broader, and ap- 
parently more commodious. They con- 
fided of a frame, which was covered 
with the fkin of fome large fi(h, 
brought over the fides, and was then 
braced very tight, and faftened in the in- 
fide of the canoe : their paddles were 

roughly made, were very light and dif- 
ferently fliaped from the laft, not ending 

in that loiig point. Their language we 
did not underlland. 

The boat being alongfide, Captain 
Gierke gave one/ of them a glafs bov\l, 
which pleafed the man fo much that he 
pulled off his drefs, which was made of 
bird*s {kins, and threw it into the boa% 

making figns that it fliould be carried on 

board. 
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board. Another ga^e pne of our people 
an arrow, which differed in nothing from 
thofe of the laft place, except ia being 
more clumfily made, and having a deep 
^ivifion at the bone end, for the reception 
of a pointed ftone, or fome other fub- 
ftance. Thefe people appeared well dif-. 
pofed, and after a (hort ttay departed. 

The 1 3th wai vf ry thick, cloudy, and 
hazy, with drizzling rain and fqualls^ 
At ten W9 got up our anchors and made 
fail. We continued ftap4ing^ on tiU four 
in the afternoon, when, though we could 
fee to no great diftance, we found we 
were Xurrounded with a number of iflands 
or broken land, forming deep founds, 
iflands, and bays, one of which on the 
caflern-fide we hauled ' lip for. The 
wind blew in very hard fqualls down the 

bay, with fhowers of hail and fleet ; and 

the weather being very unfettled, and 

likely to continue fo, it was depmed moft 

prudent to anchor as foon as poflible. 

At five, we were a-breaft of the bay, and 

» ■ • 

carried 
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carried foundings from twenty-five to ^x ; 
f^rthoms^ and betw^n eight and niae we 
let go our anchors in twelve fathoow^ 
with a muddy bottoxn, in the mouth* 
of a large cove* 

In the morning abou^t five, feyeral a^ 
noes; put oflF, and came - alongfide the Dif* 
covery; J>ut feeing ouly one or two of 
o^r people .upon deck (for as it was early 
the reft, were mt up), they came oa- 
board without afking, rand by their beha- 
viour did not appear to be fowell difpofed 
as w^ could have wiih^d. They ftole 
feveral things in an inftant, and upon be--' 
ing defired to return them, one of them 
puUed out a large knife, which he had 
beneath his drefi, and feemed by his ac- 
tions to threaten to kill" the firft man that 
ftiould oppofe him. Another threw the 
rudder of the fmall cutter overboard, 
which he inimediately followed, and 
made ofi^ wixh. Thefe and feveral other 
proceedings, of the like nature, induced' 
the captain (who had been jufl; wformed 

of 
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of what had happened) to order all hand) 
to be called, which was no fooner done, 
than . upon feeing fuch a number of 
people coming upon deck, they all made 
ofF as faft as they could, got into theif 
canoes, and paddled away, 

Thefe people vary in fomc things 
from thofe we faw the day before yefter- 
day. Their drefs was made of the guts 
of £(h fewed together, with fleevcs down 
to their wriils ; under this they had 
jackets made of the &ins of beafts. They 
bad caps on their he^ids like the laft In- 
dians, and their ^nd^r lip was cut through 
le^gthwife; through this opening they 
frequently put their tongue* Some of 
them had blue beads, and other orna"> 
ments fixed in this flit, and alfo . through 
the griftle of the nofe. They had feveral 
fpears, which were all headed with iron ; 
their knives were near eighteen inches 
long, and fhaped fomething like a han- 
ger, thefe they wore round their necks. 
From the circumftance of the beads and 

iron* 
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ironj We thought it probahlfe that 
might by. fomc mejins pr other have con-i 
tiexions with the Ruffians^ who have 
jextended their tade afli imiijenfe Way. y 

Their cianoes were covered entirely wittt 
j[kin$| and a round opening in the mi441<^. 
Where the pferfon feats himfelf, aj^d faft-^ 
ens the fkin fd tight rodnd hid middle a^ 
totally to ejceliide the (entrance of waten 
/Their paddleis were about iFour feet long 
and well mad&. Jii the courfe of the day^ 
the wiiid wais £b violent that wft thought 
it heceiT^ry to tnoor th^ flbipsi 

On the! 1 5tb9 the wind abated greatly^ 
t)Ut the raiti continued. At devea id 
the rooi-niog, feveral of the Araericaiid 
(:amealong(a4e in their canoes, and brought 
the calunvet of peace with them, being 
toiifcious poflibly that they had not b^ 
haved properly j:he day brfbre.^ This watf ' 
the firfl; inftimee we faw of it ; it Was i 
ftick ^bout four feet Idng, ppon whi<;h in 
different parts were tied the feathers of 
birds^ and perfeftly anfwered the defcrip- 
VouL fc tipii ^ 
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tion given in the Ruffian voyages and 
difcovcries. 

One of them ofFered it feveral times to 
fome of bur people vsrho were in the boat* 
alongfide, but they taking no notice of 
hitn, he at laft threw it into the boat* 
Some few had their faces painted, of 
rather daubed with ted-earth; and many | 
wore gloves made of the Ikin of animals, 
as well as ilockings with the hairy fide 
inwards. 

They had bows and arrows with them ; 
fome of the latter were pointed with cop- 
per : we likewife faw a larger kii^d of ar- 
rows of rather darts, fome about five feet. 
Others between fix and feven feet long. 
Thofe of five feet they throw by means 
of a piece of wood about a foot long, with 
a fmall hollow or . groove in the middle, 
which receives the dart; at the bottom 
is a hole for the reception of one fin- 
ger, which enables them to grafp th« 
piece of wood much firmer, and to throw 
with greater force. They are pointed 

with 
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t^ith a piece of boiie npar four inches 
long, which readily takes in and out* 
The larger ones are firfnilhe4 with a 
bladddr and line, and are for the purpofe 
6f killing the fea-beaver. . 

Thefe people were fond of blue beads, 
for five Of fi>c of which^a..heaver-fkin 
might be purchisdcd worth ninety- or a 

r 

hundred dollars. 

The next day (May i6th), was rainy 
duriiig the whole morning, but in the 

afternoon it becaitie fine and pleafant^ and 
we had many canoes ajongfidc trading. 
This place abounds with innumerabld 
flocks of wild fowl, and many (hooting^ 
parties were out, but tliey always returned 
with very little game, occafioned by th6 
great fhynefs of the . birds^ which pro- 
bably are harraffed a good deal j)y the ria* 
tives. 

« 

At half paft two the next morning, wd 
weighed and made fail with a light breeze, 
our courfe being about S. W. but wc 
found ourfelves fo furrounded with land. 
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fhftt we were at a lofs in feme meafum 
wbkh waj to proceed* At eight, our 
foundings were from fifty to fifteen fa«- 
thorns at about one fnile from ihore» and 
from fifteen to five off a clufter of 

At eleven, we fhoakd from ten to five 
fittidm, and foon after the winds became 
very light, and the weather had an. un- 
pfomifing appearance, in confequence of 
^hich captain Cook g&ve orders to bring 

the {hips io an anchor, as foon as they 
could bfe g6t td a convenient fpoti At 
noon, our latitude was 60 deg. 51 min, 
N. and at half paft two we came-to in 
nineteen fathom, a muddy bottom. 

The captain having received intelli- 
gence from fotne of the natives of an 
opening at or near the bottom of the bay 
we now were in, thought it a good op- 
portunity, to afcertain the truth of it» 
Soon after^ boats from both (hips 
were Tent, well manned and armed, with 
ordets to the officers to proceed in dif- 
ferent

they thought prudeat. They returned ia ^ 
the eveniog, but diiborrefed ixHhing of/ 
uny Qonfequeace.^ 

The next mornmg at half pa0: three 
we again weighed a&d made £aii, our 
courfe being nearly due foU;th^ b^.t tbp. 
wind was fo light that we made poor wor^c 

of it. We were bow ftandiog aeroia tf> 
the oppofite or weftern fide of this ex*- 

tenfive found. At noon, our latitude waa 
60 deg. 31 min. N. and our longitude 
about 212 deg, 36 min. E. lu the after- 
noon about four, a large canoe, with 
feven Americans, overtook us, and made 
figns for a boat to be got out, and go 
alongfide them, to trade. This requeft 
of their 's was complied with, but nothing 
was purchafed except a cap, as they did 
not appear fond of our articles of trade, 
which confifted of knives, hatchets, apd 
beads of different forts. They varied in 
no refpeft from thofe we faw on the i6th, 
except haviog more ornaments in the flit

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p( their iihder lip. At five the win^ 
fhifted, which obliged us to tack ; at half 
paft fix our foundings were fifty fathoms, 
the bottom coarfe fand; and at ten they 
varied from twelve to twenty fathoms. 
We were obliged to tack frequently in

the night^ and proceed with great cdr,e 

# 

and circumfpeftion, there being many 
rocks fcattered in various parts of the 
channel we were now entering. 

As we went on the next day (May 
19th), we faw an incredible number of 
whales and feals Iporting round us, from 
whence we concluded that we were nearly 
out of the found, and not far from the fea. 
Soon ?ifter the weather became thick and 
foggy, with fmall rain, and at half paft 
ten our foundings were twenty-two fa- < 
thom, muddy bottom. At five. in the 
afternoon we founded again, and got 

ffom thirty-three to twenty-one fathom,

and at nine let go our anchors for the 

night, in twenty-feven fathom, about J 

three miles from the eaftern (bore. 

Tho 
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The next morning was thick and fog- 
gy; About ten, a fine little breeze fprung 
up from the N. N. E. which both Ihipn 
took the advantage of, weighed their an- 
chors, and made all fail. The bed part of 
the afternoon we were Handing through 
the channel, and at five,' being clear of it» 
and again in the open f^a, we faw land as 
far to the fouthward as S, 53 deg. ^ W, 
which e^ttrenje at fix bore S. 7 deg. W. 

Sandwich Sound, fp called by captain 
Cook in honour of his lordfliip, is very 
large and extenfive. It is formed on 
the.weftern fide by a long ifland, which 
was called Montagu Ifland, and is 
bounded on th^ eaftern fide, by the con- 
tinent, at leaft what we fuppofed to be the 
continent, though it is not improbable 
but it may be a chain of ifland^. 

From what little we fjiw of it, the pr(>» 
dudtions appear to be much the fame as at 
King George's Sound. The foil is deep 
and black, intermixed in fome places with 
llreaks of blue clay.

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It iffords cccdl«nt iheltcr fbr all Und$ 
pf water fow|, ttuJ: they are fhy to a de^ 
gree« The principal la.Qd-bifd£i w(s faw 
.^ere .eftglesy tbru&es, growfe, owls^ 
fnipei^ and feveral fdnalkr birds. We 
inet widii no quadriipeds^ but frequently 
ikw th£ tracks of be^ts in the (bot^^ 

Hie inkabitants of this pl&ce feem tdi 
form the line of coftnediott b^tv<reen thbfe 
of King George's Spand, and the natives 
ftf Uhalafchlca* and the other weftern parts 
df Amerifca. Like the former, they daub 
tfe^ir feces, bav^ the fame ftringe gef- 
tqre 9 {though not in fo high a degree) 
tvheft they make a fpeech, wear nearly 
tile fame capis, and fottie of them are 
clothed m the Ikins of beaftis. But they 
arft'tmichttofre fitoilat to the latter ; their 
bait i&cutfliort'; tlhey hiive the fame blad- 
der dfefs: their canoes are covered with

Ikiri in thfe'famc manner; they have 2^ 
Kolcln^the under Up, in wh^ich they fix 
ornaments, and many of th^^r weapons are 
f jjadkly the fame,

WE ha^ a fine freih breeze on tlic 
twenty-firft, from the N, W* 
, which affiftei ns greatly, and we coa* 
tinned to trace the coaft, which ran near* 
ly in a S. W, direfl;ion. The land was 
pot fo high a^ that of Sandwich Sounds 
but equally rugged and ^p^weuy and aU 
moft entirely covered with Ixxow. Our 
latitude, at, nooiij was 59 deg. 30 anisu, 
N. and our longitude 208 deg, 44 inin* 
E. We paffed nauch rockr-we^d, draw, 
pieces of flicks, and feathera^^ which ixk^ 
likely came from fome inlet or river. 

The next day (2 2d), our breeze changed 
p a. gale, which handled us very Toughly, 

and

and made us clofe-reef onr top-fails, but we 
ftill kept nearly a S. S. W. courfe, though 
at a good 4iftance from the land. At 
eleven we faw more land, bearing^fS. W* 
and at noon were in latitude 58 deg. 23 
min.N. In the afternoon the wind became 
more moderate, and at fix we tacked fhip, 
and flood to the northward. 

The 3d was clear and pleafant, but 
rendered cold by the winfl which blew ofF 
the land. At half paft ten, being well in 
with it, tacked; at noon, our latjtud^ was 
59 deg. 9 min. N. The land here form- 
ed a confiderabje bay, and |)id fair for 
fome difcovery, which induced Captain 
Cook to examine it. The whole of the 
next day, was fpept in turning to wind- 
ward, and we.faw numbers of fhags, 
gulls, and puffins. 

The weather on the 25th, was pleafant, 
with a fine breeze from the N. N. E. our 
courfe being N. W. At feven, our found- 
ings were from thirty- two to twenty fa- 
thom, with a rocky bottom. About pipe, 

' we 



we faw the appearance of a wide ialet, 
upon our larboard bow, which we hoped 
to derive fome advantage from, and foon 
after obferved a large fmoTce upon a part 
of t^ie land, which had the appearance 
of an ifland. At noon, the eaflem part 
of this fuppofed iflarid borcS. 37'dcgi E. 
at>out nine leagues diftant, and the inlet 

T 

mentioned above N. N. W. f W. for 
ipvhich we were pow direfling our courfc, 
our latitude being 58 deg. 40 min. N. At 
three, were ftanding through the inlet, 
which proved to be a channel through a 
clufter of fmall, high rocky ifles, the 
fouthermoft of which was a remarkable 
fugar-Ioaf hill, and round the tides and 
top of which innumerable flocks of brown 
petrels were flying. This, at half paft 
three, bore E. by S. and the norther mofl: 
ifle bore due north ; our diftance from 
fhore beipg a mile and a half, and our 
foundings from thirty fix to feventecn 
fathoms. At half paft four, finding we 
could not pafs between the iflej as we at 

firft 
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firft iateoded^ on account of the ebb- tick 
which was runniog very ftrong, we bore 
away ia order to gp round the dufter, 
the fiigarrloaf hiU bearing N. 59 deg. £. 
aai a very hsgh (oowy imnHUain to the 
weftward) which was called Moimt St. 
Auguftine, N* 75 deg. W* At feven, we' 
were pretty well in, but difcerned more 
land than we expteded. 

The next momiiig (26<h)i the wiod 
chapped round to the north, which w^s the 
^rery diredlioQ we wanted to fteer in : ovir 
xxiurie now was £. N« E. and il: blew 
£reih at titnes^ wid^ a much heavier fea 
than could be exped^ confidering the 
manner in which we were furrounded by 
land. At nooa our latitude was 59 deg« 
9 min. N. when Mount St. Auguftine 
bore N. 84 deg. ^ W. diftant about nine 
or ten leagues. At five, we were {land- 
ing into a bay, which appeared- to con- 
tain a good harbour ; but at half pad 
{ix we tacked and flood out again, our 
foundings being twenty-three fathom, 
with a bottom of fand and mud. 

The; 
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Th€ land which furrouoded this bay was 
Kigh^ and had a barren afped ; the bot- 
tom was in many places clothed y/ith 
trees, hut they were apparently ftintqd in 
their growth ; the jniddle and tops of 
the hilla had not a flirub of any kind up- 
on them, and feeraed to be little elfe than* 
folid rock. The fnow lay btit in fmali 
quantities, owing perhaps to the winds 
which at times blow here very violently^ 
At feven, the Refolution fplit her jib in a 
fquall. 

On the 27th, wft had thick, foggy 

weather, with fmall drizzling rain, and 

*light breezes, for the befl: part of the 

day. At ten, our foundings were forty 
fathoms, with a rocky bottom. Sooa 
after the wind fliifted, when we fleered a 
N. N. W. courfe, and at five in the after- 
noon it hauled farther round to the fouQi'* 
ward. We were now ftanding up a chan- 
nel, which was formed on the eaft fide by 
a tracl; of low level land, and in the 
weft* by a high broken knd, making in 
2 large 
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ft 

large lumps, which probably form iflands; 
At fevcn our breeze frefliened from thfc 
fouthward, which however proved but 
of little ufe to us, as the tide was fo ftron^ 
that we 16ft ground confidcrably. At 

nine, we had light airs and calms ; and 
at twelve our foundings were twenty- 
three fathoms, the bottom fand and 
gravel • 

The next morning at two, our found- 

4 

ings were from twenty-fix to thirty-three 
fathoms. At five, we found the tide 
running fo ftrong as to carry us aftern at 
a very confiderable rate ; we therefore 
thought it neceflary to anchor, and the 
Difcovery, having got ground at twenty- 
two fathom, a grey fandy bottom, let go 
her*s, but having negleSed to fecure the 

cable properly with the dog-ftopper, the 
tide carried her fo faft a ftern, that had riot 
the fpHce of the other cable been too large 
to pafs eafily through the hawfe-hole, in 
all probability fhe would have loft both 

anchor and cables. The Refolution was 

no^ 
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tlot fo lucky, having loft her anchor and 
ciabie. After the fliips were feeured, the 
log was tried to afcertain the rate of the 
tide, which was found to run .at the rate of 
four miles an hour. 

At ten we weighed and made faili and 
at half paft eleven anchored again. TheRe- 
folution fent two of her boats to endeavour 
to regain her anchor and cable, but they 
did not fucceed. Some time after, we faw 
a canoe with two Indians in it making 
for the fhips, but the tide prevented their 
reaching us. The eaftern (hore feemed to 
be inhabited, as we faw feveral fmokes 
and fires upon it, for which reafon cap- 
tain Cook called it Smoky Cape. At 
eight in the evening, having a fine breeze 

from the ^ eaftward, both veffels weighed 
and made fail, though the tide was at that 
time againft us. The tide that fets to the 
northward, we found by a lead and^line 
to be a flood-tide, a circumftance which 
proved unfavourable to our wiflies, as we 
were at firft in hopes of finding a paflage 

into 
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Into the northern feas, without going any 
farther to the weft ward. 

At five the next morning (May 29th)i 
wind and tide being againft us, we came- 
to in twenty-four fathoms, the bottom 
land and ftones. At half paft twelve we 
weighed, the tide fetting to the north- 
ward, and at fix let go our anchor again* 
The low land on the eaftcrn fide had a 
fertile appearance, and was well covered 
with trees 5 . it was very level, with here 
and there a fmall eminence, upon th^ 
tops of which was a little fnow, the other 
parts being entirely free from it. Be- 
hind this runs a ridge of fnowy moun- 
tains. The wcftern fliore confifted of 
very irregular fnowy hills ; the norther- 
moft part had a ridge, of low land ap- 
parently at fome dillance from the hills- 
We faw very few birds about, it being 
near the breeding feafon ; now and then 
a porpus fhewed his back above water. 

May 30th, at one in the morning, w*cf 
weighed and made fail. The tide fetting 

t0 
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to the foiithward, ended about tlirt* 
tjuarters paft twelve. At three our found- 
ings were from nineteen t6 tWenty-fix 
fathom, a f^ndy bottom, arid at four th6 
north point of the eafterii land bore N. 
4 deg. W. At hdf paft fix, the notthef- 
ly tide having run its courfe, we anchored 
about five miles from the weftern ftiore. 
The northern eitrefne of the eaftern land 
now made in a kind of bluff, beafing N. 
by W. and feemed to make a carve to thfc 
N. E. the weftern ftiore altered its ap- 
pearance, and became confiderably lower, 
trending towards the eafterfi. At noofi 
our latitude o'bferved was 60 deg. 37 min. 
N. and at one we \yeighed, and proceeded 
up the river, for fuch it appeared to be. 
Soon after, two canoes from the eaftern 
fh ore^ with an Indian in each, came along- 
fide, of whom we bought a folall Ikin, 
and a harpoon or dart, like thofc of the 
natives of Sandwich Sound. They ap- 
peared to be the fame kind of people, 
and diff'ered in no one refpcd, their c% 
Voi. I. S no 
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nops fbo were the fame. At fix, our 
foundings were from forty-two to thirteea. 
fathom, and at eight we let gg our an- 
chors in twenty fathom, with a bottom of 
yellow clay and mud, Thi& tide be- 
friended us greatly, for notwithftanding 
we were turning to windward, and of 
courfe obliged to tack frequently, we 
made nearly twelve leagues. We were 
now about two miles from the weftern 
fide of the river, which had a fine and 
beautiful appearance, being every where 
eovercd with trees.. The fliores now 

trended to the N. W. 

At three quarters pad one^ the next 
morning (31ft), the ftream fctting to the 
fouthward ended, and at three we got up 
our anchors, made fail^ and purfued ou¥ 
courfe. At fix we had from thirty-two 
to fifteen fathoms, at half paft eight the 

tide ended, fetting to the northward, and 
at half paft nine we anchored again. Soon 

after, five canoes, viz. two large and three 
fmall, with feveral of the natives, who- 

bad 
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had for lome time been endeavoufirig td 

overtake Us, came under our ftern j iii each

of the large cafloes w«fe fixteen of feveri-

teen people, in the ftnall ones two. Wd 
purchafed very little of thetn,* as their 
vifit feemed to be the efFe£t of curioGtjTj 
and they were not very willing to txade^ 
Their drefs was made of the fkins of 
fmall animals fewed together, and fur* 
niftied with fleeveS. This animal is * 
called by the Ruffians, yevrafhka. Their ^ 
cheek bones were very Jiigb, and one of 
them had forlie blue beads in the (lit of 
the under-lip. At firft, the weather was 
very thick aiid hazy, which greatly bb- 
ftruded our vifion ; but about noon it 
became more clear, and we faw a large 
inlet on the caftern Ihore, bearing N. 76 
deg. E. which from its fituation may pof- 
fitly have fome connexion with Sand- 
\frich Sound: the reft of our view was 
terminated on all fides by land, fome of 
which was very low, and nearly on a 

S 2 level 
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level with the water. Our latitude Gv 
day by account was 6 1 deg. 1 2 min. N*. 

At three, captain Cook fent his and thfe 
Difi:x)very's cutters to explore an opea- 
ing behind the low land. At four we 
weighed and ftood nearer in Ihore, and 
at half pad fix came-to again. Some lit* 
tie time after, feveral Americans, in fevea 
canoes, put off from the weftern fhore^ 
and came along-fide. We purchafed 
feveral articles in the curiofity-way, fuch 
as bows, arrows* {kin-jackets, darts, and 
martin ikins. They had a great number 
of blue beads, which they prized very 
highly : it is very probable that the 
Ruili^s from Ochotfzk and Kamtfchatka 
vifit thefe. people frequently and regularly, 
on account of the furs, &c. which ne doubt 
turn to very goo'd account. , 

At one in the morning (June lA), the 
cutters returned, with, an account of hav- 
ing found an opening to the north eaft- 
ward, behind the narrow ridge of land^ 
into a kind of river or lake i the broadeft 

par 
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part they were in, was between four and 
€ve leagues acrofs, the narroweft about 
two miles. It appeared to extend a con- 
fiderable 'way, and they had foundings 
from fifteen to twenty fathoms, the bot- 
tom fand and fmall ftones. 

At four we weighed, and at eight the 
Refolution made the fignal for the Dif- 
covery's large cutter, which with their 
own were fent to explore the inlet on the 
eaftern ftiore. Our foundings were from 
feven to feventeen fethoins, When we 
got up our anchors this morning, we 
found from the moft exaft obfervations 
we could make, that the tide had fallen 
between twenty-three and twenty-four 
feet. At eleven we anchored, and at 
half paft, the cutters returned ; the wind 
and tide were fo much againft them, as to 
pi:pvent their entrance; but they faw 
enough to convince them that it was 
peedlefs to attempt any thing farther, as 
the land to all appearance joined on all 
fides. Having thus explored this river 

S3 as 
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as far a$ it was poffiWe to carry the ihips, 
nothing now remained, but for us to make 
the beft of our way back again. Captain 
Cook called it the River Turnagain At 
half pad two, the cutters with an officer 
were fent to take poflefiion of this part 
of America, and at four we weighed, but 
at fevcn let go our anchors ^gain. 
At half paft fcven the boatJi returned; 
they had met with feveral of the natives^ 
who at firft appeared afraid, and retired 
■jimong the trees, but afterwards, finding 
cur pepplc had no intention to hurt them, 
they readily came forward. They had 
many dogs with them, one of which was 
^ught, andcarried on board as a frefh meal^ 
fi^nd two or three pieces of falmon, which 

Vfcv^ alfo purchafed. The foil was good, 
hut only about a foot deep, under which 
was a bed of cold fand with a fmall mLj^r 
ture of clay: there were abundance of 
trees, fuch as willows, birch, poplar, elder, 
iir, and many rafpberry, rofe, and currant-! 
trees. At half paft eleven, the tide be- 
ing 
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ing favourable, we .weighed, and at twelve 
the point, where the cutters landed, which 
was called Point Pofleflion, bore S. E. 
f S. our diftance off fhore fix or fevea 
miles. Our latitude to-day was 6 1 deg% 
6 min. N. 

We came-to at five the next morning, 
in feventeen fathoms, fandy bottom, 

about four miles off fliore, when Point 
Pofleflion bore N. 6i deg. E. Several 
of the natives came off to us in their 
canoes, of whom we bought bows, .ar- 
rows, quivers, and various other articles 
in the curiofity-way, as alfd ermine, mar- 
tin, and fox (kins. - ^ 

At half pafl ten the tide became fa- 
vourable, and we weighed, but at two the 
,Refolution fl:ruck on a bank with only two 
and two and half fathoms of water upon 
it, where fhe continued till flood-tidq* 
The Difcovery immediately anchored as 
per fignal from the Refolution. At fix, 
it being nearly high water, fhe hoifted 
her fails and got ofi^, {landing out beynd 

S 4 -the 
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the (hoaU when fhc anchored- Many of 
the natives now came to us, of whom we 

bought fome excellent fr^fh falmon, and 
4ikewife fpme large pieces bf halibut. 
This afforded us a treat which we had 
not experienced before for a long time, 
and which we now ilood much iq need 
of. 

The next morning (June 3d), about 
iix, foon after we had anchored, a large 
canoe, entirely laden with frefh falmon, 
came along-fidej the whole cargo was 
foon bought, and at a very moderate price, 
for half a falmon might be purchafed for 
a nail or button. We alfo bought a 
ba&et full of fmall red berries reffembllng 
currants, which made moft excellent pies. 
We now for the firft time obferved, tjiat 
fonfc of the Americs^ns made ufe of double 
paddles, like thofe of the Efquimaux. At 
eleven we got up our anchors and made 
fail, but the wind, which had now fhifted 
to the fouthward, impeded us in our 
jprogrcfs i^reatly. About three the Dif- 

coyerjr 
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covery was near being aground, having 
(hoaled hisr water all at once from feven- 
teen to five fathoms, but with the affift-. 
ance of her fmall cutter fhe was towed 
into deeper water. 

We now went on, anchoring and 
weighing alternately every fix hours, 
and the nearer we approached the fea, the 
lefs \ve were affefl:ed by the tide. On 
the 5th, about eleven in the morning, 
being near the fpot where the Kefolution 
loft her anchor and cable, flie got out two 
of her boats, and endeavoured to recover 
them by fweeping, but they failed in their 
attempts, and were obliged to leave both 
behind. In the afternoon we obferved a 
fmoke upon the top of a high mountain, 
which with the affiftance of our glaffes, 
we plainly faw iffued out of a fmall fif- 
fure or opeping near its fummit. At half 
paft feven we anchored, when Mount 
St. Auguftine bore S. 60 deg. W. the 
vplcanp, N. 65 deg, W. and the extremes 
0f the rocky ifles (which we paffed in 

coming 
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coming up, and which captain Cook de- 
nominated, Barren Ifles, from their defo- 
late appearance) S. 9 deg, E. to S. 30 
deg. E. our diftance from the eaftera 
fhore being feven miles. At twelve we 
weighed for the laft time in the river, and 
made fail with a fine breeze from the 
W. S. W. our courfe being near S. S. E, 
and S. E. 

At four the next morning (June 6th), 
Mount St. Auguftine bore S. 78 deg. W. 
the volcano N* 34 deg. W.and the weftera 
part of the Barren Ifles fouth,our diftance 
off Ihore bemg about three leagues. At 
noon, our latitude was 58 deg, 38 min, 
N. and we faw many whales about, one 
of which had its head almoft covered with 
barnacles. About eight in the evening, 
during a calm interval, one of the Dif- 
covery's people faw a large fifli fwimming 
near the fhip's head ; he dirc£Hy got a 
hook and line, and foon after caught 
it ; whilft he was hauling it tip the 
fhip'a ftde feveral others made their ap- 
pearance, 
9 
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pearance, which were no fooner feen 
than almoft every* perfon on board pre-^ 
pared their hooks and lines, and in the 
fpace of a quarter of an hour, thirteen 

were taken, and tnat y more made their 
efcape. They were of the halibut kind, 
find fome of them were above four feet 
in length and weighed fixty pounds. 

This fortunate capture furniftied ua 
with another treat, and raifed the fpirits 
of every one on board. The Refolution 
was rather more lucky than the Difco- 
very. 

The next day (June 7th), the weather 
became thick and hazy, with light airs 
and calms ; which rendered our fituation 
irkfome and difagreeable, as we were ex- 
cfeeding anxious to purfue our courfe with 
ail expedition, as the leafon advanced 
very fa ft, and we had an immenfe track 
of land to explore. We fa w many birds ^ 
to-day, fuch as puffins, guillemots, aijd^ 

petrels, - 

Our 
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Our weather on the 8 th was cldudy, 
with a breeze from the S* S.v E. our 
courfe E. At noon we tacked, and ftood 
to the S. W. our latitude being ^'j deg. 
54 min, N. a high black hill which ap- 
peared to be an ifle, then bore S. 71 deg. 
W. and the fouthermoft land in fight, S. 
25 deg. W. 

The gth was thick and hazy^ with fmall 
drizzling rain, and the wind {till kept in 
its old quarter. At half pafl: five we 
tacked (hip, being very near the land, 
which the hazinefs of the weather pre- 
vented our feeing before j the extremes 
of it then bore N. by W. and W. S. W. 

our diftance from a rocky point about two 
miles. 

The loth and nth were thick and 
hazy, which rendered exploring a tedious 
bufinefs^ and the wind ftill continued un- 
favourable. Our foundings thefe two 
days were from thirty to fifty -five fa- 
thom, with a coarfe, black, fandy bottom. 

Wc 
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We faw feveral flocks of ducks, and feme 
curlews; an indication that; we were not 
far from land. At five in the afternoon 
the fpg became fo thick that the fhips loft 
fight of each other, but as they fired guns 
as fignals to each other, they were fortu- 
nate enough not to part company. At ten, 
the fog clearing away to the weftward, 
we faw the land bearing W. by S. , 

The 1 2 th and 1 3 th were fpent in work- 
ing to windward ; our latitude on the lat* 
ter day was 56 deg. 49 min. N. The 
fouthermoft land made in a gentle decline 
for a confiderable ' way, the northern 
on the contrary was very high, forming 
hills arid mountains, but with very little 
fnow even upon the higheft ; the whole 
prefented a moft barren appearance with- 
out the leaft verdure. In the afternoon 
we faw fome iflands laying oflF to the caft- 
ward. 

On the J 4th we had open cloudy 
weather, with moderate breezes from the 
S. W. our'courfe being S. S. E. At three 
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Jn the morning, our foundings ^ere fevcfli- 
tv five fathom. At half paft nine, we 
were running along the eaftefn fide of* 
the iflaads mentioned yefterday as laying 
to the eaftward, at the diftance of about 
two ^miles. They appeared to be a mafs 
of folid rock, crulled over in a few places 
with mofs, which was the only produce 
of them. Our latitude at noon was 56 
jjcg. 23 min. N. when the extremes of 
the iflands bore S, 86 deg W. and N* 
43 deg. W. diftant about three leagues. 
At eight it became hazy, and we had ai 
great number of feals, whales, and birds 
about, and at ten the wind ihifte^ to 
S. E. by £• our courfe being W. by S. 

The next day (June 1 5th)^ we had fine 
f^eady gales from the E. and E. S. E. 
with cloudy weather; we made all the 
advantage we could of this favourable 
change, and fet every fail the fliips could 
carry. About noon ij became very thick 
and hazy, with a fmall continued rain. 
At half paft two we faw the land bearing 

N. W. 
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N. W. by W. about thre leagues diftant, 
and at three we h^ijled our wind, keeping 
a foutherly courfe. We had a very ir- 
regular fea going, and at eight fcarce any 
wind. At nine it began to clear up, 
when we faw a high bluff ifland bearing 
W. S. W. and more land to the weft- 
ward, which appeared to be part of the 
continent : the former Captain Cook called 
Foggy Ifland, the latter Foggy Cape j our 
foundings then were feventy-two fathom, 
with a bottom of fand and mud. At 
twelve we wore fhip. 

Our courfe the next day v^^s S. S, W^ 
with a fine breeze from the W. N. W. 
At two in the morning our foundings 
were forty-five fathom, and at three we 
faw land bearing S. E. by E. ~ E. At four 
Foggy Ifland bore S. W. I W. The 
land in this part was very irregular, and 
made in many broken points, fome high 
and others low, with a good deal of fnow 
upon various parts of it. There were 
feveral fmall iflands of various Ihapes and 
fizes at fome diftance from it, one of which 

was

fpire$» and was. called Pinnacle ' @aiA& 
At €ight this point bore 1^.^6y dig.'V/. 
The weather was fo faazy at nooh:l6at 
we could get no obferVatioa ; fiur foundl- 
ings were fixty-five fethbms. At fliree- 
it became almofl: calm, and at fotir t^eex* 
tremcs of the land bore N. ii deg. W. 
and S. 71 deg. W. At eight Pinnacld 
Point bore N* 28 deg. W. our diftancc 
from the (hore about fix leagues. 

June 17th, we had light airs arid fine 
Weather. At four the extremes of the, 
Jand bore N. 3 de^. W^ and S. 64 deg. 
W. and at eight we faw more land to the 
fouthward, bearing S. 23 deg. W. At 
noon our latitude was 55 deg. 30 min. N. 
and longitude 201 deg. 9 min. E. We 
faw many fmall ifles in various parts, and 
in the afternoon obferTcd innumerable 
flocks of birds of the diver kind, and many 

whales. 

The whole of the next day was plea- 

fant, with calm weather till towards the 
evening, when a little breeze fprung up 

from 
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from, the £. S« £. which on the 1 9th in* 
creafed to a fine gale, oar courfe being 
W. S. W. At four in the morning a 
cluOer of ifles, which in the Ruffian 
▼oyagcs are called Schutnagin's Iflcs, 
bore S. 47 deg. W. and the weft point of 
the main S. yj deg. W. our diftance oflF 
ihore being about five leagues. Thefe ifles 
were in fa£t nothing but huge rocks, with-> 
out the leaft appearance of verdure, and 
afibrded a fine retreat for the water fowl : 
the main was almoft entirely covered 
with fnow. At noon our latitude was 
55 deg. 17 min. N. when the weft part 
of a paffage, formed by Schumagin's 
Ifles, and the main bore from S. 2 i deg. 
\V, to S. 46 deg. 7 W. Notwithftanding 
the barren appearance of the land, we 
found that it was inhabited ; and fix or 
fcven of the Americans came off to us in 
their fmall Ikin canoes. One of them 
tied a fmall piece of wood to a rope which 
had been thrown over to them by fome 
of the Difcovery's people and made figns 
Vol. I. T for 
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fo» tKfcm to hatjl it up, at tliQ fame tinme^ 
repeating the word C4likaah, which Word, 
in their language, we afterwards found^ 
fignified writing,. -Ufjon ;p,:^ai»ir>^ioni 
they found it was in t^^o piece's, and tied 
together; they opened , it,, aijid foy^p^^^, 
no^e inclofed, \Yrote. in th§ Ruffian, lanr 
guage^ but not a foul on board underftoD4 
a fyllable of it. 

Captain Gierke, who, as well as many 
others, at firft fuppofed ttat ix)me Ruflfians 
had been cafta^ay there,ordered three guns 
— to be fired as a fienal to the Refolution, 
(who was a-hpad) to bring-to. She 'im- 
mediately fent a boat on board, and Cap- 
tain Clerke waited upon Captain Cook witlj 
the note, and a confultation was held,

when they agreed that it could be nothing 
more than a kiiid of certificate feft hy 
fome Ruffian traders, who had been fheVe. 
which we afterw4rds found t6 be the cafe." 
Some of them (hewed lome fine pieces of 
fretti falmori, as an inducement to us to 
ftop, but we were too much m a hurry tq'

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pay any attention to t;hofe things ; and 
having: made fail we purlued duf courie, 
as the wind was favourable^ and we were 

anxious to get on* 
' At half pad {even, wc had thirty fathom 

with a gravelly bott'oni, and at eight the 
wehermbft land in fight,' appearing like 
an iriel bore S. 70 deg. W.our Hiftance 
off fhore being about three leagues. 

The, next day (June gotb,), we had 
light; breezes and fine weather; at halt 
paft three in the morning, we faw break-

thirty /athorn^ At , nine, having but little 
wind, and the tide carrying us in ihore, 
we dropped our anchors again, in thirty- 
eight fathom, fand and fhells. 

Soon after, boats were fent from both 
fliips to cut grafs, which returned at twelve. 
The produdions of this part of the ifland 
were much the fame as the lafi: ; amongft 
other things, two fpecies of willow were 
found, but they were only twelve or four- 
teen inches high : the foil was of a light, 

loamy 
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loamy nature, except ia the tnarlhes^ 
where it was black abd rich. Our people 
faw a hut on (hore, which, from its flruc* 
ture, was evidently a temporary one ; it 
wascompofed of pieces of drift-wood, the 
ends of which were tied or fattened to- 
gether, and afforded but iDdiffef«nt fliel- 
ter ; it ftuhk abominably, and, from the^ 
ii(h bones and fea eggs» which wer^e quite 
frefli, it was apparent that people hadbMn 
there very lately. 

At one in the afternoon) Wi$ weigbied 
«od made fail, (haping our cour£e £9r a 
paflage,which| when at anchor, boreN* W» 
hyW.i W. As we were ibrndii:^ 9CTo£s 
» very deep bay, we obferved * ^luwber 
of people ip canoes, vf ry bufily aivploy^^d 
m towing a whate on fbore, whk{i jthey 
UroUably bad j uft k il led .

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people : their canoes were nearljrthe fame, 
and they all ufed doubte paddies ; their 
under- lips had a round pertfiDfation, hut 
we fkw no ornaments in tbem ; one<)f 
them had £bme blue beadjs on his boniiet. 
We jnimhafed fome of their dans, which 
were ^hmx four feet loog, not feathered 
at the.en4» and pomted with^a long piece 
of bone, which was bafbfed ; fome were 
poiniiedwith lloue» and on£ or two had 
four prongs. In return for thefe we gave 
them beads, w.hich they appeared fc»ad oi, 
and after flaying fome time wit4i ^us^ •de-- 
parted. .

At fire, having got to the 
mouth of thb pafTage, the ebb-^tidi^ from 
the weftward was fo flrdhg as to let u» 
back faftcr than wc got there; At fix wc 

intended td anchor, but the bottom proved 
rocky; and foon after the fliips were fet in

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of the word Roojky : they alfo pcrfedly 
underftood the ufe of tobacco, which they 
aiked for by that name ; and when it was 
given them, |inimediately put it in their 
mouths; fome Ijkewife made iigns of 
taking , f^uff,-^ From all thtfe circumr 
flance$j^ wje.cpncludcd that they muft have 
freque|it intercourfe with the Ruffians. 

Early the pext morning, all hands were 
called, the empty calks got out. of the hold, 
t;b6 bo4ts hpifted out, and a large pajty 
9f .men fent on (hore to water j anot^r 
party was difpatched to cut grafs, while 
thofe remaining on board weie preparing 

for the f;ece|ition of the; .water. We pu^- 
,ph9.fed to-day feveral dart9» and other ar- 
ticles, of curipfity, of the natives, who were 
^.rV?ry well behaved, people: we gave 
^em fnuffy tobacco, beads, and nails in 
.re^iArn. We faw heither bows nor arrows 
';^iW»ongft, ijfi^V^j and we obfcrved that fome 
lLsri.t»v9,5jQthers tbree holes in their under- 
Jip^ and not a xx)ntinued one as at Sand- 
yriqh. Sgijnd.^ Thefe people generally 

brought 
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brought with theni a vegetable, fame- 
thing refembling celery, which they eat 

« 

a good deal of ; this feems to be nearly, 
the fame plant as the morkovai of the 
Kamptfchadales, who are likewife jfond' 

of it: 

At feven In the evening, having com^ 
pleted our water, and got a good ftock of 
graft, we made ready for fea. 

The next morning (Jnne 30th), the 
Refolution got np her anchor and made 
fail, but wind and tide being both againft' 
her,' Ihe was obliged to come-to ag&in^' 
Socm after, captain Cook fentvtwb of his 
boats on board the DifcoVery, ttt aflift hei* 
in datrying Oal hawfers, for the pWpofe * 
of warping out, and irtfotftied captjwh 
Gierke that he intended to da the fkme; 
All hand^ were now employed 'J But the 
weather flior^ly arfVer ,became thick,' and 
the ihips making but iittle progrefs, we 
anfiihored again at noon, and captain Cook ' 
fignified his intention of continuing her^' 

tilMo-morrpw. 

In 
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}n the afternoon, all the people thsu 
could be fpared, were permitted to go oil 
fliore and gather herbs, or amufe them- 
felves in any other manner they thought 
proper ; and fome of the gentlemen hav^ 
ing been informed that there was a fmall 
Indian village near the entrance of the 
harbour, on the eaftern fhote, tookthi^ 
opportunity of walking there. The hills 
over which they were obliged to pafo, 
were high, but not very difficult fe) climb, 
on account of the length of graft, which 
prevented their feet from flipping ; there 
were mariy fmall ponda of water upon 
th^ top, oqcafioned probably by the melt-« 
log of the fnowi very little of which wai 
now to be feen. 

Upon th?ir arrival at the village, thejr 
were very civilly received by the inh^bir- 
tants, who pulled oflF their bonnets, and^ 
made . very low bows : there were not 
more than eighteen or twenty, including 
women and children. The town confift- 

f d of eight or ten houfes, one of which 
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was large, the others much finaller ; t|ic 

* 

largeft was about thirty feet io length, 
and eighteen feet wide, raifed nearly fix 
feet above the furface, and hollowed the 
fame depth below it : there were two o- 
penings on the top, one, which wa6 in 
the middle, for the admiifion of light, the 
other as an entrance to the houfe, which 
was effedled by means of a long poft, with 
notches cut in it for the reception of the 
feet in defcoiding : the bottom was lined 
with dry grafc, and the roof iupported 
by ftakes fct upright, acrofs which were 
placed balks, and over the whole was 
thrown dry grafs and earth, which gave 
it; the appearance at a diilance of a large 
hillock : it was divided into partitions, in 
each of which the feveral families fleep : 
the fmell which iflued from it wa s very 
ftrong and difagreeable. At fome d iflance 
from the houfes, were erected flages for 
the purpofe of drying fiffi, upon which 
were hung large pieces of halibut and 
V^rhale's fieih> and in feveral places were

The weathei: the next morning. (July 

jA), was fine and pleafant, and the ihips

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again endeavoured to get out, but found 
it impradicable, on account of the wind 
and tide. The men from both ihips 
were permitted to go on (hore as yefter- 
day, alnd feveral (hooting parties went 
out : fome of them brought on board a 
'brace of fine groufe, and three cm: four 
birds of the fnipe kind ; and one of the 
gentlemen caught a young fox, which 
he brought off with him, and kept feve* 
ral days on board, but, by fome means or 
othcr> he broke his chain, and moft like* 
ly went overboard, for we fa^ noticing of 
him afterwards. 

At fix the next morning, taking the ad- 
vantage of a fine breeze from the S. E. we 
' weighed and made fail, (landing through 
the opening mentioned on the 27 th in- 
ft ant, our courfe being N. W. by N. At 
noon our latitude was 54 deg, 19 roin, N. 
At four in the afternoon, our courfe was 
N. the wind being E. N. E. and at ten,

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; The next day (July 3d), was cloudy, 
with a frefli gale from the fouth-eaft ward. 
At half paft fix in the morning, wc faw

moderate, when the land bore from S, 7 E. 
to N.E. by E. our diftance off fliore about 
five leagues, our latitude being 55 deg. 30 
min. N. At fix in the evening, we faw 
high land, appearing like an ifland bearing 
E. 7 N. our foundings then were forty- 
eight fathom, with a fine fandy bottom, 
and we had light airs and calms, jind 
faw feveral whales. 

July the 4th, was thick and cloudy, in- 
clinable to fogs, with light airs and calms^ 
and a fwell from the W. S. W. At eight, 
the extremes of the land bore S. ^ £• ^ud 
E. N. E, the nearefl part being about fe- 
ven leagues diftant. At half-pafl nine, the 
weather being very thick and foggy, we 

hauled off fhore, our courfe being N, N. E. 
and our foundings thirty fathom. At ele-

In the af- 
ternoon, we caught more cod, and at four 
the extremes of the land bore S* E. and 
]p. N. E. off fliore about fix leagues, our 
ibut^dings being thirty-fix fathom, with a

At eight, H 
bfeeame thick and foggy. 

The next morning (July 6th), We had 
light breezes from the N. E. with openi 
tlotfdy ^eathef , our cdurfe being N. N* 
'W. At four, the extrfemes of the land 
bore E. and E. S. E. At niiie, Captain 
Cook fent atn order td Captain Gierke td 
put the (hip's company to two-thirds al-^ 
lowaiice of beef, pork, bread, and flour, 
As we wete now in a latitude where fiflhi 
were v^ry plentiful, and he thought it 
prudent to referee as much of the (hip's 
provifiohs as he could with propriety, left 
it might be wanted in future tfpofl more 
jjreffing occafions : in confequehce of this 
order, hobks and lines wete diftributed td 
iht ihlps companies. At noon, our lati- 
tude waft 56 deg. 54 min. N. and Icfngi- 
tude 199 deg. 12 min. E. when the land 
bore from E. to E. N. E. nine leagues 
diftant. As we ftood oii, we paffed a feal 
fleeping upon: the furface of the water. 
At'eight, our foundings were thirty-one

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fathom, the bottom black fand, when the 
extremes of the land bore S. 2 1 deg. £• ; 
and N. 56 deg. E. ; a deep bay, which 
Captain Cook called Briftol Bay, S. 60 deg. 
E. our diftance from the neareft^art being 
about fix leagues. At half paft eight, 
tacked (hip and flood to the N. N. W. 
with the wind at N. E. 

The 7th, was calm the beft part of the 
day, with fine and pleafant weather. At 
eight, the land bore from N. E, by E, to 
S. E. by E. and foon after both fhipg 
brought to, and all hands employed them- 
felves in fiftiing, when they met with all 
the fuccefs they could poffibly wifli for. 

About noon, a breeze fprung up from 
the N. E. ; fo made fail and flood E. S. E. 
In the afternoon, we faw a flock of ducks, 
feveral fmall birds of the fnipe kind, and 
a few brown flieerwaters and gulls. At 
half-paft eleven at night, we fhortened iail 
and tacked, our courfe being S. the wind

The next morning at two, we had light 
breezes, and at fix faw a low point of 
land bearing N. E. our courfe being N. E.

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ff-Head of the Difcovery, fired a guo^ as ai 
lignal to make more fail, the wind now 
freihening up. At, ten, we altered our 
eourfe to N, by E. Thq land now trend- 
ed away to the eaflwardy^and had in many 
places a remarkable appearance, refem-^ 
^ing large broken columns or pillars;. 
l%e high land was very fnowy. At noon,. 
CHir latitude was ^y deg. 47 min« N. and 
at one, we faw more land bearing N. by 
£. At two> we had thirteen fathom^^ 
, with a^ rocky bottotn. At fix> our found-- 
kkgs were from thirteen to ten fathom> 
and at nine tacked and flood to the S, W,^ 
the wind W. N- W. 

At two the next morning (July i oth), 
we faw a point of the low land mentioned 
ycfterday morning, extending as far a* 
W. N. W. which eflFe£tually put a flop to- 
our farther progrefe to the northward ovy 
Ais part of the coaft : at three, therefore. 
Captain Cook hailed the Difcovery, and 
ojHiered her to goa-head, keeping a S. W. 
Gourfe^ and to be particular in her found-- 

9 i«gs^ 
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Ings. The weather was clear and pleafant^ 
with, an eafterl y breeze. A t a quarter paft 
eleven, fhe fhoaled her water from fifteeii 
to five fathom, ancj obferving patches of 
White or llidal water in many places a- 
round us, fired a gun, as a fignal to the 
Refolution, and wore round, her courfeJ 
being N..E. The foundings now gradu- 
ally increafed to twelve fathom j and the 
ifliips being pretty near each other, Cap- 
tain Cook ordered the Difcovery to keep 
ftill a-head, but to go upon the other tack 
after' dinner, and to hoift out her boats 
and fend them a-head to found. At noon, 
our latitude was 5 8 deg. 1 5 min N. ; and 
at one, it being calm, and a tide fetting 
us confiderably to keward, the Refolutioa 
hoifted the fignal for anchoring, and fooit 
after botih £hip& carae-to j we found the 
tide fetting to the foutbward. At four^ 
we weighed and made fail, our courfe 
foiUherly^ imd foundings from twelve to 
five fathom. . At half paft feven, we let 
go our anchor s-^again^ and it became very 

h^zyj 
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hazy ; no part of the land could be feed 
except a high round hummock on the N. 
W. flioic, which bore N, 77 deg. W. and 
a mountain on the S. E. ihore, bearing S, 
38 deg. E. 

At half paft one the next morning (July 
iitU), we weighed and made fail, our 
courfe W. by N. the wind S. W. by S. 
At four, we tacked and flood to the S. £• 
by S. our foundings being thirteen fathom. 
At fix, it became thick and foggy, and at 
eight) finding it impoflible to proceed any 
farther in fuch thick weather, without 
running great rilks, both veffels anchored* 
At one in the afternoon, the fog cleared 
up a little, when we weighed and flood 
S. S. E. and at half-pafl two, tacked and 
flood W. N. W. and W. by N. our found- 
ings being from fifteen to twenty- two 
fathom. We faw feveral ardic gulls, and 
had a fwell from the S. W. At half paft 
fix, we had fome thunder and lightnings 
but both very inconfiderable, and at feven, 

faw high land bearing N. W. 7 W* At 

nine. 
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nine, the wind frefhened, and blew rathef 
hard at times, till ten, when we were 
taken aback, and at eleven it became more 
mbderr. .. 

Our courfe the next day was N. W. 
the wind S* W. but fo light as to carry us 
icarce a mile an hour ; the weather clear 
and pleafant. At fix, we faw land bear- 
ing N. W. t W. and at noon the round 
hummock (which we now found to be an 
ifland, and which Captain Cook denomi- 
nated Round Ifland), bore N. W. diftant 
four leagues. At four, Round Ifland bore 
N, 45 deg. W. difl:ant four leagues, and 
the weftermofl: land in fight N. 89 deg, 
W. At nine, being well in with the land, 
we tacked and fl:ood to the northward, 
and at ten tacked again, our courfe S. W,

At two the nejct morning (July 13th), 
our foundings were from eighteen to thir- 
teen fathom ; and at three, our courfe fl:ill 
being nearly S. W. we fhoaled from thir* 
teen to feven fathom. At this tiipe Round

ftant. Wc dircdly hauled off the Jand,' 
keeping an E- S. E. courfe, with our boats 
a-head founding, the Difcovery, as draw-* 
ing lead watery being ordered to take the 
lead. At ten> wc fefilEned otir former 
Gourfe, oiir foundings varying from eight 
to twelve,, and foon after to nine fathom, 
the bottom fandy. At noon, our obferv- 
ed latitude was 58 degi 15 mitl. N, Wheri 
Round Ifland borfe N* 25 deg. E. diftant 
about ten leagues. The land here "WaS 
very broken, having the appearance of 
iflands, with here and there a pattli of 
fnow, but not a tree to be fccn. At three 
in the afternoon, we had light ttits, and at 
twelve it became calm, with hazy weathef; 
thfe i?vrtftermoft larid in fight Bearing W. 
N. W. f W. 

In the morning, We had light airs and( 
talms, with fine pleafant weather. At 
fix, our foundings were twenty-fix 
fathom, and at eight Roufid Ifland bore 
Ni 26 deg. E* Many of the feamen put

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over their hc6ks and lines, and caught a 
fine fupply of cod, pollacks, fmall haln 
but, and a fpeciee of flat filh refembling a 
dab. About two in the afternoon, we iaw 
two morfes, or fearhorfes, afleep In the 
¥fater, and a boat from the Difcoyery 
with three or four pebple were fent to at- 

jtack them ; but before they came near 
(inough to do any execution, the animal^ 
4ifappeare4 ; thefe were the firft we hacl

At half-paft fcMjrthe liexl ftiorning 
July 15th), it beoarae exceeding thick 
#a4 foggy, on which account we anchdr- 
«i.. At ievcn, it cleared up in fome de- 
gX^e, 9^ we weighed oiar anchor*, keepw 
iag m»;c\f « weft . courfc. At aoon our 
latitude- wajft 58 deg. 21 n^iirrN. when 
we (a^ th^- .^eftefa extreme bearing N. 
6 1 /deg. W. diftant ?ight i^gues. In the 
s^fternoon, we faw a fea-bear ; thefe ahi-- 
inals are faid to be found no farther to the 
northward tfcan latitude 56 deg. but this 
i» a proof tQ tfce cofjtrar^r. At eight, the 

fog 
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fpg again increafed, and at ten we let go 
our anchors in feventeen fathom ^ a Tandy 
bottom. The fliips rode with their heads 
W. by N. during the whole tide. 
.The fog clearing away about five 
(July 1 6th), we faw the land, the neareft 
part bearing N. 1 8 deg. W. about five 
miles diftant, which was much clofer than 
we expeded. We weighed foon after, 
our foundings being from (ixteen to twen* 
ty-one fathom. At nine Captain Cook* 
fent his large cutter on ihore, with direc- 
tions to the gentlemen who were in her 
to make what obfervations they could. 
At half pail eleven, the tide began to 
fl[iake from the weft ward, on which' ac« 
count we anchored. We had feveral fea- 
bears about the fhips, one of which we 
ihot at, but were not fortunate enough 
to kill him. Our latitude to-day was 
58 deg. 36 min. N. At half paft five, 
the tide from the eaftward began to make, 
and at fix we weighed, having very light 

airs. The boat returned at eight in the 

evening. 
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evening. The low land was covered with 
plants and flowers of various kinds« which 
afforded a moft pieafing appearance, and 
at the fame time emitted a fragrance 
which was delightful, particularly the 
marfh ciftus (ledum palujire)^ which was 
in full flower. The hills were com- 
pofed of maffes of loofe ftones, which 
rendered them very difficult to afcend % 
fome of the gentlemen however reached 
the top of one of the higheft, upon which 
they buried a bottle containing a paper, 
upon which the names of the two fhips 
were wrote, with that of their command-^ 
ers, and the date of the year. The weather 
was very hazy, which greatly obftru(3ed 
their view. They faw a deer and fawn^ 
feveral red foxes, and the trads of bears. 
Upon the beach they found the putrided 
carcafe of a fea-horfe, out of the head pif 
which they took the teeth. The rocks 
fwarmed with fhags and guillemots, moft 
of which had young ones. Amongft 
many plants and flirubs, were cran-ber- 
lics, whortl,e-berries, monk's hood, gera- 
nium. 
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niutn, the famnne [lilium Kamtfehaicenfe^ 
Lin.) poppy, dock, violet, golden rod, and 
valerian. The foil was a [kind bf ' light 
fand, w ith a fmall Tnixtuce of clay, very 
(lony, and not more than a foot deep^in 
fome places not fo much* This place was 
called Cape Newenhatn. At twdve, it 
liecame Jiazy, when Cape Newenham bore 
J^. by W, diftant fix leagues. 

What little wind we had the next day 
was E. N. E. our courfe N. W, the wea- 
ther warm and pleafant. At fotvr in the 
morning, Cape Newenham bore N. 41 
deg. E. our diflance from the neareft 
ihor^ being a]bout five leagues At noon 
our foundings^ were feventeen fathom, and 
we faw a few gulls, pv£ns, and guille^ 
mots about. At half paft ten in the evening, 
having (healed our water to ten fathoms, 
we tacked (hip, and ftood to the S. W. 

The next day in the morning (July 
18th), we had a fine little breeze from 
the S. E. our courfe N. N. W. At eight 
yre fhoaled from feventeen to ten, and 

from 
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Irdm theiice gradually to five fathoms, 
when we tacked and flood to the W. S. 
W. the wind being R S. E. Cape New-* 
cnham then bore S. 42 deg. E. Boats 
from the Difcovery were ordered to keep 
a^head and found. This Was a con-i 
tiniiatton of the - fhoal we were run-^ 
ing upon laft night at half paft ten* 
At ten we deepened our water> and foon 
after bore away; our courfe being N. N, 
E. the wind S. S. E. At noon our ob- 
ferved latitude was 59 deg. 23 min. Nir 
Cape Newenharti bearing S. 31 deg. E. 
diftant fourteen or fifteen leagues. The 
founding^ from the boats were from five 

to eight fathom ; but at half paft three 
they had only four fathonl : we immediate- 
ly hauled our wind, and flood to the 

N. W. and at five the Refolution, who 
was a good way a-flern, made the fignal 

for anchoring; foon after which both 
Ihips came- to in fix fathom. When at 
anchor, a point of low land tore due N. 
diftant two leagues, and Cape Newen- 
ham (at leafl as much as we faw of it)

S. 24 deg. £• diflant ekhteen leagues* At 
feven in the evening the boats returned, 
with an account that to the weftward 
there was a bank about two leagues from 
us, part of which was dry at low water; 
this bank was a continuation of the point 
of low land mentioned before as bearing 
due N. The tide by its ebb and flow had 
formed a kind of channel through it, 
whofe depth was near five fathom. In 
the courfe of the night the Refolutioa 
parted her cable. 

Early the next morning, two Ameri- 
cans, in their canoes, were feen reconnoi^ 
tring the (hips at a diftance ; they (laid 
about a quarter of an hour, during which 
time they fung a kind of fong, and then 
departed. At eight captain Gx)k fent 
for the Difcovery's launch to affift the 
Refolution's boats in recovering the an- 
chor. They had nearly hoifled it in laft 
hight by the buoy-rope, which unluckily 
broke, fo that they had only th^ir labour 
for their pains. However, at feven in' 

j^he evening, they were fortimate cnougjb

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to ^ct the clinch of a hawfer over one ot 
the flukes^ by which means they fecured 
tt. The weather to^-day was very warm^ 
and the fhips were pefter^d with gnats^ 
which found means to explore their way 
from the fhore, and tormented us not a 
little* 

At eight the next morning (July aoth)^ 
the Refolution itiade a fignal for the Dif^^ 
covery's large cutter to found to the S. W* 
At twQ in the afternoon (he returned with 
the difagreeahle news that the fhoal cx^ 

tended a confiderable diftance to the 
weflward ; being furrounded in thb man« 
ner, by the continent on one fide^ and 
this infurmountable' barrier on the other^ 
we had nothing left but to return back^ 
and proceed to the fouthward^ till we had 
entirely got out of its neighbourhood.. 
And this was no eafy talk on account d£ 
the little depth of water in many places 
we had already pafled^ and by which we 
Were obliged to return. 

Xa W« 
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We weighed our anchors the next 
morning at three, and ftood to the fouth- 
ward,' with the boats a head founding. 
At half paft fix, one of them made the 
fignal* for flioal- water, and foon after all 
the reft ; we therefore oime-to diredly, 
and found a ftrong tide running. A fugar- 
4oaf hill bore S. E. Sy E. and a part of 
tbe-land making in al^itid of a cape, N. £• 
Thi5- dape was 'dtnomiriated; Shoa^ Nefe 
%7 captain Cook. At eight, a fleet of 

fmaH^ canoes, confifting of twenty- eight, 
made their appearance. At firft they re- 
mairied at a diftance, but feveral of them 
« length ventured along-fide. Some 
vvere clothed in garments made of fkins 
of the fpotted afield iiyoufe, and had a kind 
of bonnet on their heads, fometlung-Hke 
thofe before rtientioned, but without a 
hole through them for the reception of 
the head. Tlieir hair ^ was ra gdneral 
Ycry (hort, and fome wert ihaved clofe ; 
they had a hole iaoae fide of thpeir under* 
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lip^ and beyond that another la the check, 
in both which they had ornaments. • Their 
face^ were not painted, but were ,very 
dirty, and the fhape of it varied greatly^ 
being long and thia in fome, and round 
in others; upon the whole, they were a fet 
of ill-looking peoplcv^ Their canoes were, 
covered with fkin, like thofe mentioned 
before, but they were wider, and the hole 
in which the perfon fits waS larger. 
They in general ufed fingle paddles, but 
had double ones fecured upon the outfide 
of their canoes ; nOiie had the bladder- 
drefs. They did not appear to be rtiuch 
accuftomed to (hips, nor were they very 
honeft, for they frequently made off vvith 
nails and other things that were handed 
down to them, as the price of their Ta- 
rious articles of trade, without returning 
an equivalent* We purchafed fome of 
their bows and arrows, the points c£ 
which were compofed of fea-horfe teeth, 
and barbed, and feveral other things 
in the curiofitynway, alfo a few dried

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falmon. After about ha)f an hour's fta^ 
(hey departed* 

At eleven we got up our anchors and 
inade fail, with the boats a-head, who 
got from fiv/to tep fathom, but very ir^ 
regularly. At noon, our latitude wa$

^ranfaSiious till our departure from 

the Tfcbutfcbi Nofs. 

AT fix the next morning (July 22d) 
we weighed and made fail, our 
courfe ftill being S. and S. by W, with a 
frefh breeze from the S. E. and E. S. E, 
pur boats continuing a-head founding. 
At eight wc had from thirteen to fifteeri 
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fathom^ and Shoal Nefs bore N; 26 deg. 
£• At half pad nine we (hoaled to nine 
fathoms^ when we tacked and flood to the 
E. N. E. the Refolution's boats keeping 
a-head upon this tack^ and the Difcovery's 
upon the other. At eleven we anchored, 
the tide being againft us ; when the fugar- 
loaf hill bore N. 6 deg. E. Shoal Nefs, N. 
17. deg. E. twelve leagues diftant, and the 
nearefl part of the (hore about three 
leagues diftant. Cape Newenham could 
not be diftinguiflied. We endeavour- 
ed this afternoon to catch fome fifh, 
but met with little fuccefs, the water be- 
ing too (hallow. In the afternoon at five^ 
we got up our anchors, and having made 
fail, ftood S. S. E. the wind being e?ift, 
and our foundings fifteen, thirteen, and 
fourteen fathom. At fix we faw Cape 
Newenham bearing N. 40 deg, E. feven 
or eight leagues diflant. At eight, hay- 
•ing from fixteen to twenty fathoms, we 
made the fignal for the boats to come oitl 
board, and foon after hoifled them in. 

^ 4 Jul/ 
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July 23^9 at half pail: two in the mora* 
ing we bore away^oiv courfe being S.S.W. 
with the wind E. ty N. At four, the 
Refolution mjid^ the fignal for the Dif- 
covery to go a-head and found, and at five 
we (hoaled from eighteen to teij fathom ; 
we imqnedlately hauled the wind, and 
ftood S, 3. E. This no doubt was a con- 
tinuation of that extenfive fhoal we were 
fo near on the 2cth. At fix we had 
from nine to thirteen fathoms ; and at two 
in the afternoon, having deepened them 
to twenty-three fathoms, we bore away to 
$• S. W. and at feven altered our courfe 
to W. S. W. We had many puffins^ 
fea parrots, guillemots, ardic, and other 
gulls, about us to day. 

The weather, which for thefe feveral 
days pad was fine and clear, now became 
thick a^d foggy. V{c however conti* 
nued our W. 5. W. courfe, till five 
in the afternoon (July 24th), having front 
twenty- feven to thirty- five fathoms, when 
we proceeded in a W. S. W. diredion. 

All 
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AH tbe Jiext day was thick and fbggy^ 
^nd we &equ€ntly:>laft fight of each o^r^ 
but -by conftantly vepeatiag the neceflai^y 
iigoahy we were Ibrtunate enough t6 
keep together*. Our couri^ wa$ dill 
W, S. W. but at nine it became fo very 
thick as to render our proceeding a«y far-^ 
ther extremely dangerous ; captaki Coofe 
therefore ordered the fignal to be mad« 
for anchoring, and both ffiipscame-to ibon 
after, in thirty-two fathoms, with a bot- 
tom of coarfe fand. 

At feven the enfuing evening, the fog 
cleared up, and we got up our anchors, 
and ftood to the N. N. W. the wind be- 
ing N. E. and E. N. E. At half paft nine 
we faw a whale, whic6 was the firflf we 
had obferved for near a fortnight, and 
fome time after faw feveral others, and 
like wife a feal. We had no land in fight 
to-day. 

The following day (July 27th) was 
cloudy, with freq^^*^ thick fogs. Our 
f^oiirfe was W, by N. and W. N. W. with 

the 
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^e wind at north. At one in the after-* 
temoon it ihifted toN. E^byK and at four 
to E. N. £,1 our courfe b?ing N. and N. 
hj W. At twelve we had twenty-fix fa- 
thom, and foon after tacked (hip, and ftood 
to the eaftward. The firft part of the 
next morning was fine and clear^ with a 
frefh breeze from the N. E. At three we 
tacked and fioodN.W, by Wf our found- 
ings being twenty-fix fathom. At eight 
it became very foggy, but of no long con- 
tinuance, and at noon our obferved lati- 
tude was 59 deg. 54 min* N. At two in 
the afternoon it again came pn exceeding 
thick, with a ftrong breeze from the N. 
N. E. which at three increafed to a hard 
gale, which obliged us to take in our 
fop- gallant-iails, and reef the top-fails. We 
continued ftanding to the N. W. by W. 
and W. N. W. till twelve, when we 
packed (hip and ftood to the eaftward. 

Our weather the next morning was 
dark, thick and cloudy, with fmall rain, 
?vith the wii^d at N. but more moderate 

than 
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than ycfterday. At three we wore (hip, 
And Hood W. by N, At half paft four 
ve f^w high land bearing W, by N. our 
foundings were thirty-eight fathom, with 
^ gravelly bottom. At eight the land 
whiph now appeared to be an ifland, ex-- 
tended from W. i S- to W- N,W, 
diftant about four Idagues; the north 
point ended in a very high bluff- headt 
which, from its fingular appearance, cap-^ 
tain Cook called Point Upright. At 
eleven we were tolerably near the 
land, which made in high, ragged, per-^ 
pendicular cliffs, the whole forming a 
kind of bay. We faw no trees, but it 
was covered in many parts with grafs, 
&c« with here and there a fmall patch 
of fnow. There were numberlefs flocks 
of guillemots, ^nd auks ; of the latter 

there were two fpecies, one with an up* 
iright creflt upou its head, the other very 

fmall ; we alfb faw fome few pufEns an4 

fe^-parrots. At half pafl eleven we tacked,

pur courfe E. N. E. but the wind was 

very 






ipery Hghti and tfa« fmall rain continoing, 
rendered every thing aibout us very un- 
conrfortable. Our latitude to day atnoah, 
by an impcrfedJ: obfcrvation, was 60 4eg. 
22 miB. N. when Point Upright bore N. 
45 deg. W. At two m the afterfioon, 
the fog which hung about the land began 
to difperfe, and the clouds to feparate, but 
at three it again becscme very thick. At 
four, Point Upright bore N- 44 deg. W. 
and a fmall high iiland laying off the weflern 
extreme S. 73 deg. W. our diflance oflF 
fhore being two leagues. At half paft 
fix we tacked, and ftood to the S. E. and 
at twelve it became calm. 

The weather the next day (July 3cth) 
was in general foggy, with (hort intervaU 
of clearhefsy and the winds light aodTa»- 
riable. At five in the morning, we law 
theweftern extreme of the ifland bearing 
W. V S. We had many guillemots, puf^* 
fins, and gulls about to day, At four in 
the afternoon we wore fhip and ftood W.

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N. W.^the wind being N. by E. and N. 

E, by E. and at twelve we had moderate 
breezes from the S. S. E. and S. £• 

July 3 1 ft, wc had open cloudy leather, 
and w^re free from fogs. At eight we 
had a fine breeze from the S. E. our 
courfe being nearly N. E, throughout the 
diaiy* We had no land in fight, and our 
foundings were thirty-four fathoms, a fbft 
muddy bottom* Our latitude at noon was 
6<.deg. 1 6 min. N. and at fix in the af- 
tqi;noon,. we pafled a piece of drift wood. 

.Xbe.next day (Auguft ift), we had 
open cloudy weather. At four we paffed 
the body of a large tree, and at fix a good 
deal of drift-wood, moft of which ap- 
peared to have been long in the watcfr.* 
At eightl th^ wind Ihifted to E. N. E. and 
at nine. to.N. N. W. our courfe N. E. 
and foundings from twenty-four to 
twenty-one fathoms. We ^^ had many 
ar^ic gulls about. At half paft eleven 
we had a ftifF breeze from the N.by E. 
our courfe N. W. by W. and our latitude 
6 was 
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was 6 1 deg* 5 8 min. N. In the afternoon 
we pafled more drift-wood, and a fhag, 
apparently quite exhaufted with fatigue* 
pitched upon one of the Difcovery's an- 
chors. At eight we^ tacked fhip, our 
courfe being E y N. the wind N, by E. 
The weather on the fecond was thicks 

heavy, and rainy, with a warmdifagreeable 
tttmofphere, and a frefh breeze from the 
E. N- E. our courfe S. E. We pafled 
much drift-wood, and at eight we had 
little winds and rain, with a heavy irre- 
regular fea from thd northward. Many 
gulls and large flocks of (heer-waters 
about. At two in the afternoon it became 
calm, and our foundings were nineteen 
fathoms, with a fine fandy bottom. 

The following day we had open cloudy 
weather, with intervals of funlhine, and a 
flight breeze from the W. by N. our 
courfe N. by W» Our foundings werd 
leighteen fathom, and at noon our latitude 
by fome double altitudes was 62 d^g. 33 
min. N4 In the afternoon we fleered 

, N. N* B. 
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N; N. E. the wind being E. S. E. and S. 
E. by E, At four, we had fourteen fa- 
thom, and at fix they deepened to twenty. 
Soon after, we faw land bearing W. ^ N. 
diftant about eight leagues. At eight, 
we had thirteen fathom, and the land 
bore S. 84 deg. W. 

On the fourth, we had a ftrong breeze 
from the E. by N. our courfe being N. N. 
E. At half paft three in the morning, 
captain Cook hailed the Difcovery, and or- 
dered her to keep a-head, and found. At. 
eight, we had thirteen fathom and a, half, 
the bottom brown fand and fhells. At two 
in the afternoon, we faw land extending 
from N. to W. Nv W. about fix leagues 
diftant. At three?' we had ten fathom, 
and foon ifter hauled clofe to the wind, 
having fince one been about a point and 
half from the wind. As we proceeded, 
our jfoundings became irregular, from, ten 
to feven fathom, and then deepening to 
thirteen. At four, the Difcovery, feeing 
a kin4 of ripling a-head, which had 

rather 
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ratheiT' a fufpicious appearance, tacked, 
2tnd 'the Refolutioh foon after fbliawed 
her example. At half paft four, the Dis- 
covery came under the Refolution's ftcrn, 
2ES by fignal, and at feven both veflys let 
go their anchors, as it became very thick. 
When it cleared up, we faW a high bluff

ifle, hearing' W. by S. diftant about three 
leagues, 

The next day (Auguft 5th) was fog- 
gys, with froall drizling rain. At fouE^ 
yf(t prepared for getting up our anchors, 
iMt as . it. foon after becacae very thick, 
we defifted. At nine, we weighed, and 
about ten^ a boat waa^ fent on board the 
Dikoyeryff with ua account of the death 
of Mr. Anderfon> the furgeon, who 
had been in a declining ftate for near a 
twelvemonth pad : he was fucceeded by 
Mr. Law, the furgeon of the Difbovery. 
At noon, the extremes of the land, which 
proved to be the main, bore N, E. by E. 
and N. W. i W. At half paft one^we 
anchored in eight fathom, about two 

miles 
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miks diftant from the ifland, the extfc*- 
mities of which bore S. and S. 36 deg* 
E. the land on the main to the weft-^ 
ward Was high, atid bore N. 48 deg. W. 
and the eaftermoft land in fight N. 58 
deg. E. We found the tide fetting ftrong 
ffdm the E. by S. Soon after. we were 
anchored, captain Cook fent boats from 
both (hips to cut grafs for the dock, of 
which there appeared to be plenty, and 
which was a repaft they ftood much in 
need of: himfelf likewife, with fome of 
his officers, went oil fhote to mak6 what 
obfervations they could. 

The ifland was very fmall, but covered 
in almoft every part with variety of herb- 
age, amongft which were many plants 
common in England, and- two or three 
fpecies.of willows, but very diminutive, 
not being above eighteen inches in 
height. Berries (fuch as cran -berries 
and wliortle - berries) were remarkably 
plentiful, but their time was too fliort to 
permit them to colleft many. They a- 

VoL» I. Y fcended 
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iccndcd the hill, but the weather w« 
very unfavourable for a great extent of 
vifion ; they faw much land in diflFerent 
dire<aions, and upon the beach found a 
fledge, which induced captain Cook to 
call it Sledge Ifland« 

At three the next morning, we weigh- 
ed and made fail, keeping a W. and W. 
S. W. courfe, with a light breeze from 
the fouthward- At feven, we faw more 
land bearing N. W, and at eight. Sledge 
Ifland bore S. 72 deg. E. two leagues 
diftant. At noouj our obferved latitude 
was 64 deg. 40 min. N. and at one, we 
faw an ifland bearing N. 85 deg. W. fe- 
ven leagues diftant. At four, it was calm 
and foggy, when the extremes of the 
main bore E. and N. by E. At fix, we 
had from ten to feven fathom, and at 
ieven tacked and flood S. S. E. the wind 
being S. W. when we faw more land to the • 
weft ward bearing N. W. ^ W, At eight, 
we anchored for the night, when Sledge 
Ifland bore S. 64 deg* £• the other ifland 

S, 
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S. 70 deg. W. fix leagues diftant, and 
thfe wefte1*n part of the main N. 52 deg* 
W, our diftance off Ihore being about five 
billed. 

In the morning (Atiguft 7th), -we had 
cloudy weather, with light foutherly 
freezes. At eight, we weighed and 
made fail, our courfe W. S. W* and W* 
At one in the afternoon, we tacked, and 
at eight the wind blew frefh from the N* 
by E. and N. E. our courfe being N. W* 
4. N* and our foundings from twelve to 
fifteen fathom. The weftermoft land in 
fight then bore N. 55 deg. W, our di- 
ftance off fhore about three leagues. ^ At 
twelve we had hard rain, our foundings 
being eleven and twelve fathoms. 

The next morning was thick and hazy^ 
with light winds and hard rain. At three, 
having fhoaled to nine fathom, we bore 
away, the wind S. by E. and S. our 
courfe N. E. and N. At four, we faw 
the land bearing N. W. by N. and foon 
after hauled up to E. S. E. At five 

y z having 
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having light winds, and drifting faft orr 
fhore, we let go our anchors, when the 
extremes of the land bore N. 80 deg. W* 
and N. 48 deg. ] E. the weftern extreme 
making in a high peaked hill, oundiftancc 
from fhore two miles. At eight we took- 
the advantage of a brezee which fprung 
up, and weighed and made faiU At ten, our 
founding being feven fathom, we tack- 
ed and bore away to the W. N. W. the 
wind being N. N. E. At noon, we had 
frefh breezes, and the extremes of the 
main bore N. 65 deg. W. and E. i S. 
our foundin^iS being from eight to thir- 
teen fathoms. At four, we had rain> 
tacked and ftood'to the E. N. E. the 
wind N. and foon after faw a long neck 
of low land, running out from thq north- 
crmoft high land, bearing N. 2 deg. E, 
and a hi^h fteep rock S. 88 deg. W* 
We faw many objeds upon the low land 
refembling trees. At half paft five, tack- 
ed Ihip and ftood W, N. W. and at fe- 
ven wore, our courfe E. by N. the fteep

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rock bearing S. W. At nine, we faw 
the point of low land a, head, about three 
miles dfftant, and foon after fhoaled owr 

water to five fathom* when we tacked and 
ftood to the weft ward, and foon after 
anchored. 

. Auguft 9th. The next morning yt e 
had thick, cloudy, rainy weather, with 
fqualls and hard gales from the N. by W. 
At eight we weighed and made fail, and 
at nine wore (hip and ftood W. f N. At 
noon, our latitude was 65 deg. 45 min. 
N. when the high rock bore S. W, by S. 
and the ifland to the weftward W. S. W. 
iW. At two in the afternoon, we bore 
away for the weftern ifland, our courfe S. 
W. by W. ; but, upon our nearer ap- 
proach we found there were two inftead 
6f one. At four the extremes bore N. 
and W. by N. the eaftermoft about ^ 
mile dtftant. They were entirely com- 
pofed of rugged pointed rocks from the 
bottom to the fupimit, and here and there 
we faw a fmall patch of grafs. Captain 
• y 3 Cook 
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Cook named them the Idee of Difappointi 
tnent. At feven we f^w more land bear-* 
ing W. by S and at eight the extremes 
of the land from S. W, 4-.W, to N. W. 
and a bluff head forming the north poin| 
of a bay W. S. W. five or fix leagues diW 
ftant. At ten, we wore ihip, qur ^courfe 
^)eing N. E, byN, 

The next day was fine and clear, with 
pxoderafe breezes from the N. W. A^ 
two, we wore fhip and kept a W. i S. 
courfe. At four, we had frefli gales, and 
at five faw land bearing N. At eight, 
^he land fet at five bore N. i6 deg. E, 
and the fouth point of a bay S. 85 degi 
W. off fhore two or three miles. Tho 
^and formed a deep hay, and was mode- 
rately high, in fome parts rockyi with ^ 
flope of low Iftnd, which feemed well co-, 
vered with verdur*. Upon one part of 

> 

it we faw feveral houfes, about whichr 
were placed upright whut appeared to be 
the jaw-bones of whales. By the affift- 
l^nce Xif our glafles, we difcoyered many 

inhabit 
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inhabitants, who feemed to be running 
about in great confufion, and feme mak- 
ing off to the mountains. The fouther- 
moft part confifted of a double ridge of 
high mountains, the tops of which were 
covered with fnow. At ten, we anchored 
in thirteen fathom, with a gravelly bot- 
tom, the two points of the bay bearing 
N. 16 deg. E. and S. 31 dtg. W. the 
village N. 31 deg. W. and the ifles of 

[ Difappointment N. E. i E. 

Soon after we had anchored, the Refo- 
lution's pinnace, in which was captaia 
Cook, attended by the large cutters of - 
both (hips, all well manned and armed, - 
proceeded to that part of the ftiore where 
the village was fituated. As they ap- 
proached they faw between fifty and fixty 
people (landing upon an eminence near the 
houfesi as if prepared to defend themfelves. 
againft any attack that might be made.^ 

Having reached the fhore, three of 
them came down ; but upon captain' 
Cook's approach (who landed by him* 

y 4 felf). 
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feif), they retired ; he however followej 
them, and, by every fign of friendfhip^ 
endeavoured to perfuade them to lay a- 
fide their feats, and at the ikme time 
fhewed them beads and vafrious other ar-^ 
tides. Thefe feemed to engage their at-r 

■ 

teetion, and at laft one of them came nedv 
enough to the captain to receive a bunch of 
beads, which he carried to his two compa- 
nions, atid after fbme conference they col- 
lected courage, and readily joined him. 
The others, feeing the reception their 
comrades had met with, came down to 
meet them. ^ Several of the officers who 
were in the boats now followed the cap-r 
tain ; but the natives made (igns that too 
many fliould not comoat once, and appear- 
ed very circumfpedtand upon their guard, 
for, as the others approached, they retired, 
till having arrived at their houfes, they 
fixed a line made . qf the Ikin of the fea-i 
horfe, acrofs, and gave the gentlemen ft> 
underftand they were hot to go l)eyond 
it. Having fettlf d matters thus far, they 

broughf 
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brought out various articles of trade, fuch 
^s fea-horfe hides and teeth, fcal ikins, 
ropes made of hides, gloves, and half- 
boots, both curioufly ornamented with 
embroidery. Many different things were 
purchafed, and, having come to a good 
Ijnderftanding, the rope was removed, 
and the captain, officers, &c. were per- 
mitted to take a nearer view of their 
houfes, Thofe which were fuppofed to 
be their fummer habitations, were nearly 
of a cylindrical form, covered with the 
fkins of the morfe, or fea-horfe, and 
propped up or fupported by the bones of 
whales, as were likewife the roofs of 
flieir winter huts. The latter were a- 
bout five or fix feet below the furface of 
the earth, the bottoms covered - with 
boards, and the tops, after being fecqred 
with the bones of whales, as mentioned 
before, were (covered with dried grafs 
and earth, much like thofe of the natives 
of Unalafchka, but the entrance was at 
the* front, and not on the top. In thefe 

were 
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were obfervcd many fledges, and various 
utenfils in the fifliing way. 

The men (for they £aw neither womea 
nor children) were ftout and well made, 
and in general below the middle fize, 
though three or four were near fix feet 
high ; their colour nearly bordering upon 
the copper, their faces broad, high cheek- 
bones, fmall eyes, fiat nofes, and thick 
lips : their teeth were bad, and appeared 
as if worn down to the flumps ; they had 
no holes for the reception of ornaments 
cither in the under-lip or cheek, but they 
had blue beadsi and many others of dif-* 
ferent kinds, in their- ears; their hair 
was very fhort, and fome were ihaved 
clofe; in general, they had but little 
beard. Their drefs confifted of jackets 
with fleeves, fome made of dog-flk:ins 
with the hair on, others with the (kin 
tanned and drefTed, and faflened round 
the middle with a belt ; their breeches, 
(lockings, and (hoes, ^ere all of a piece, 
find made of the fame materials as the 

Jackets j 
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jackets; their flioes were 

with embroidery, which does credit ta 

their W9men» and fhews great ingenuity^ 
$ind tafte^ They werp all armed with? 
bowsi quivers of arrowy at their back8» 
lind fpears headgd with iron exceeding 
fharp and bright, and inlaid with white 
and yellow metal : th^ir bows were by; 
Car the bi?ft we had feen, but they would; 
pot fejl one, nor would they truft them 
put of their hands; their arrows were 
much like thofe of America, but the 
(harp end was compofed of fea horfe 
tooth, and not barbed* They very rea** 
dily ihewed the goodnefs of their arms by 
{hooting feveral arrows, which went to a 
great diftance, and with amazing velo- 
city. The perfon who appeared to be 
their chief, was quite an old man ; he' 
had a mark or. line acrofs his nofe. and- 
extending beyond his' cheek-bones, at the 
termination of which were the' forms of 
two fifti : this had the exad appearance 
0f ^atowingi and ip ^ all probability was; 
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dooeJn thatmanner^ but it was the only 
inftance feen. There were numbers of 
dogs, which they keep for the purpofe of 
drawing their, fledges ; they were much 
like thofe of Kamtfchatka, and quite as 
large. . Many of them had evidently 
been juft killed, which induced the cap- 
tain to fuppofe they were intended as fa- 
orifices to their gods, to infure them fuc-* 
cefs and vidory in cafe we attacked them. 
In various fpots, at fome little diftarice 
from their houfes, were piles of ftones, 
in which were placed upright the ribs or 
jaw-bones of whales: the captain was 
very defirous of knowing the ufe or in^ 
tention of them, but could not learii. 

The natives behaved with great civi- 
lity, and the old chief made the captain a 
prefent of feveral fine trout, in return for 
fome beads which he had received, and 
one of them brought a large piece of fea- 
horfe flefli, which he made figns was 
very good ; but the gentlemen declined 

wting. They were likewife entertaiped 

with 
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with a dance; three of them fung, at thi 
fame time (Iriking a kind of drum with^ 
a flick> while three others daftced) put- 
ting themfelves in various poftures, but 
keeping time to the flrokes of the drum. 

Several of their canoes were feen, which 
were nearly the fame as the large open 
canoes of Sandwich Sound. The hill$ 
were compofed of rocks and loofe flones, 
with Very little verdure upon them ; but 
the plains were extenfive and well cloth- 
ed with plants and herbs, amongft which 
were fcurvy-grafs, colt's foot, cotton- 
grafs, and monk's hood : trees were quite 
out of the quellion, not a twig being feen 
in any part. 

Having made as many obfervations as 
the time would permit, the captain took 
his leave of them, and returned to the 
{hip. At three in the afternoon, we 
"weighed and made fail, and flood to the 
northward, tracing this part of the coaft, 
which proved to be the continent of Afia, 
till five in the afternoon, when we bore 

away 
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ftwa^r to N. E. by N* mth the wind at S* 
S, W. There were many conjedurea 
formed nfpeding this part we had juft 
left, fome fuppofing it to be part of Ada, 
and others declaring in favour of its be«« 
ing part of the great ifl^nd Alatfchka, fo 
curmfiy and accurately laid down in a 
book ijQtitled Ruflian Difcoveries in the 

Northern Archipelago, by a Mr. Stsehlin. 
Time however proved the former con- 
jecture to be true, it being the T&hutfchki 
Nofs, which) in the Ruffian charts, is laid 

down feveral degrees farther to the north- 
ward.
